Pef^gns 0 fit evein fo happen'd : For, whiift France was courc- 
William into the faid Treaty, the Marquis 
JDe Barcoun (the French Embaflador in Sfain) was in- 
defatigably induftrious with the Grandees, in his Infi- 
nuations againft the Houfe of AufirU. But, the ^ueen 
pf Sfain who was nearly related to, and entirely in the 
interef^of that HOUSE, forefeeing the Defigns of 
frame, early concerted Meafures with the Count De 
fiarracb (the Imperial Minifter) to difappoint them. So 
that after having prevailed with the King her Husband 
to mmoye privately from Madri4 to Taleda, (under aq 
Umbrage of preferving his Health) flie there labour’d 
hard with him to fupport the Intereft of the Houfe of 
Aujiria, and to get a Ratification of the Will of Philip 
IV, his Father ; whereby the Succeflion, in default of 
iflue by his Son, was fettled upon the German Branch 
of the Auftrian Family, 

BUT, as Death refpeds Princes no more than other 
Men, it took the young Succefibr to the Monarchy of 
Spain out of the World ; who departed this Life, Pi?- 
iruary Ml, 1699, N. S. So that while the Parliament 
SBcmd Was fitting, there was a feoond Treaty of Partition con- 
elided between Fngland^ France and Holland. Wherer 
’by, inftead of the Eledoral Prince of Bavaria, the, 
Arch-Duke Charles of Aujlria,was to have all the Domi- 
nions both within and without Europe, (except what by 
the former Treaty had been aflign d to the Dauphin and 
^ to France) and that the Duke of forratn, inftead of his 
own Countrey ( which was likewife to be given to 
frame) fhould have the Dutchy of Milan ; and the 
Prince of Vaudemont the County of Bikha conferr'd on 
Him. His Majefty's Pienipotentiaries for this Treaty^ 
Were the Earls of Portland and Jerfey : But this, like 
the former, was but a prefent Amufement, and ferv’d 
the French King only for a more violent Breach of his 
F^ith, and for a Pretence of cafting more Odium upoii 
His Britankk, Majefty and His Minifters.

The MANIFESTO of the SI AXES- 
GENERAL, containing the Reafons of 
their proclaiming War againjl FRANCE 
W SPAIN. 

® States-General of the United Netherlands, Fa 
aifOig, all to whom thefe Prefents Jhall come. Greeting. Kjim 

ye. That the King of France having for a longtime 
hnce, call his Eyes upon thefe Provinces, to feize upon 
the fame, if poflible, or entirely to deftroy and ruin 
them ; has, in Order to compafs his Defign, twice at-, 
tack’d this Republick, (w;(. in the Years 1672, and 
1688.) by a moft unjuft and violent W A R, though we 
had done our umioft to avoid the lame, and preferve 
the Continuation of Peace and Tranquility. That no- 
thing is more evidently known, than that if that King 
had fuccceded in his Defign, and poflclTed himfelf 
of thelc Provinces, he would have thereby made his 
way to the Univerfai Monarchy. And, if he had but 
only weakn'd them, and forc’d them to fit ftill, and 
leparate themfeives from their Allies; ’tis no left noto- 
rious, that he might have attain’d his Aim, by fub- 
duing other Princes and Powers ; whereby this' Re- 
publick had been in a manifeft Danger of being re- 
duc’d, as well as other States, andlofingher Liberty and 
Religion; which are the two precious Advantages for 
which the Subjedts of this Stare have formerly Ihfier’d 
fo many cruel Perfecutions : And, which they could 
never fully and entirely Enjoy, till they had frankly and 
heartily facrificed their Fortunes and Blood, with every 
thing elfe that was dear to them, and maintain’d ^ 
■^YA R of feighty Years ftanding, againft the then power- 
ful King of Sfain.

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THAT, notwithftanding it has pleafed G O D to pli- jiNN 0 
nifli thefe Provinces^ by the Two kft Wars, bccanfe of ijoz. 
their Sins 5 yet he has not permitted^ that the French 
King fliould put in Execution his Ambitious Defigns ; but 1 

on the contrary, has fo favour’d the Arms of the Re- 
publick and their Allies, that they obtain’d in the Years 
i<$ 78, and 1697. a General Peace : Whereby France was 
obliged to reftore large Provinces, Lordfliips, and im- 
portant Places to the Emperor, the Empire, and the 
King of Sj^ain^ which Ihe had poffefs’d partly by a vk 
olent Force, and 'partly by Craft and Artifices, under 
the fpecious Nam^ of Re-union, and other Pretences# 
againft the Treaty of Nmeguen, 

THAT, the Treaty of Peace oi^^ESWlC and 
that of Commerce, being fo folemnly concluded in the 
Year 1697. We had all the Reafon in the World tq> 
flatter our felves, that the fame would be Bona Fide exe- 
cuted in all its Points : But, we have found on the con- 
trary by Experience, that they did not defign on the 
part of France to obferve them, bur only to induce us 
and our Allies to lay down opir. Arms, disband out 
Forces, and feparate us One from the Other, in order to 
Weaken us 9 and in particular, to enervate and ruin our 
Subjeds in I'uining their Commerce, that thf y might 
the more eafily obtain the Aim here above-mentioned. 

This is fo notorious, that the Treaties aforefaid of 
Peace and Commerce Were hardly Ratify’d, * but they 
began manifeftly, to encroach upon the Trade of thefe 
Provinces (which is the Sinew of this State) by their 
openly refufing to grant us the Farljf promifed unto tis' 
by the Treaty aforefaid, putting thereby the Subjeds 
and Merchants of this Republick to innumerable Trou- 
bles upon that Account : Which obliges us after a long, 
tedious, and expenfive Negotiation, to accept a Tariffs 
("though difadvantageous to us) contrary to the Tenor ‘ 
of the faid Treaty, In order to prevent a greater Mif-*

THAT,, notwithftanding it was Stipulated by the* 

Article of the faid Treaty of Commerce, that fuch 
of our Subjeds who fhould Settle in France for carrying 
on their Trades, fhould be free and exempted from the 
Duties and Tax laid upon Foreigners ; yet cxcefilve 
Duties have been laid upon Them, and we have 
been forced to fee and bear the fame, 

C a THAT# 
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THAT, in the mean while, the Kirig of France 0^ 
mitred nothing to perfuade ns, by all imaginable Prote- 
ftations, that he had no other Defign than the Prefer- ; 

vation of the Peace, and the removing of all Obftacles ^ 

that might interrupt the fame : And whereas, the weak 
Conftitution of the King of Spain, could not pfomife a 
long Life, and that his Death was like to caufe great ! 
Wars and Differences,; this occafion'd a TREATY j 
whereby on one Side, it was provided, That the French 
King fhould not have that Exorbitant Power, which 
otherwife he would have had by the Acceffion or Union 
of the Spanifii Monarchy to his Crown, and by thefe 
means prevented the ill Confequences all Europe was 
afraid of ; and on the other hand, Satifadion was gi- 
ven to others who claimed the faid Succeffion, in order 
to preferve the General PEACE. 

THAT, upon this Foundation, the King of France 
having concluded on the Third, and Twenty fifth Day 
of March, 1700, a Solemn Treaty with the King of 
England and this State, we were in hopes to preferve 
thereby the General PEACE: But that Treaty was no 
fooner Concluded, and Ratify *d, butitmoft evidently 
Appear’d, That it was not the Intention of the French 
King to Itand by it and Obferve it ; but on the con- 
trary, that they ufed all manner of Artifices in. the 
Court of Spain, nor only to render the Emperor odi- 
ous to the Spaniards, but alfo to oblige the King to 
difpofe of his Succeffion, by a Teftamenc m Favour of 
France, 

TjH AT, the King of Spain having feme time after 
departed this Life, they produc’d a Teftamenr, where- 
by the Duke cf Anjou, (Grandfon to the King of France) 
Was declared Heir of all the Kingdoms and Dominions

THAT, the faid ^Yill being made ^Publkk, the 
French King did immediately give Proofs of his fccret 
Intentions, of making ufe of all imaginable Means to 
gratific his Vaft Ambition : And in order thereiinro, 
(without any refpcdl or regard to a Treaty fo folemnly 
and newly concluded, and the repeated Proteftations

nions of the Spanilh Monarchy, without any regard to 
jr the Pretenfions of the Emperor ; which were fo fully 
I own’d in the Treaty aforefaid, that they were not only

far acknowledg'd for juft and lawful on all Sides, that

I THAT, the faid King being unwilling to ftop

and to think of their natural Defence ; the Emperor

THAT, his Imperial Majefty having thought fit 
to diflodge the French^ out of the Eledorare of Cologn^ 
and us*d all imaginable ways for it, did, together with 
the Diredors of the Circles concern’d therein, defire 
our Affiftance, which we (conformable to our Engage- 
ments, our own Defence, and the ftrid Alliance we 
were enter'd into) could not refufe; but on the con- 
. trary, thought it neceflary that our Forces there and 
dfe where, Ihould ad as Auxiliaries, by .way of Di- 
yerfion. 

THAT, thefe Broceedlngs of the French^ have, to 
our great Sorrow, kindled a "W A R in feveral Parts of 
the world, which is aduaily begun, and carry'd on with 
a great deal of Violence. 

THAT, as we had not given the leaft pretence 
thereunto ; but on the contrary, made our utmoft Ef- 
forts for the Prefervation of the General Peace, we 
were very glad to fee a M I N I S T E R that the French 
King had fent into thefe Parts, and negleded nothing 
to engage him to make fome Propolals, for maintaiq- 
ing the Peace : Bur, feeing wc could not fucceed there- 
in, wc made (our ftlves) fome Demands, which we 
thought neceffary for recovering a General Tranquility, 
and our private Security ; but there has been no man- 
nerof Anfwcr, nor the leaft Ofer made thereupon. 

THAT, indeed jfbmc outward Proreftations of Peace 
have been made on that fide, bur, as at the fame time, 
theycontinuedtheif “Warlike Preparations, to feize the 
Tahds-of our Neighbours, and to Confederate them- 
felves with fevera! _Princes and Potentates : They have 
dearly manifefted that their Proteftations would come 
ro nothing, unlefs we vyere refolv’d to treat feparately 
from bur Allies, and this they have ftill more evident- 
ly difcoverd, fay recalling fucceffively two Minifters.^ 

^'FINALLY, The King has upon thit foot,caufed’ 
bk Refident to declare unto us in a Membrial, That

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hh Armies were in a Condition to Ad: againft ns, if ANNO 
we came CO no Refolution about the Things contain’d 170a. 
therein. tXlTS^- 

AND,' as there is nothing more evidently known, 
than that the Dellgns of the prefenc King of Spaing'* 
gatnfl: the Libdcy of our State and Commerce, are the 
fame as thole of the King of Frmce ^ nay, as all the 
World mnft be convinc’d by the whole Diredions and 
Management of AiFairs,that the King of France^ and the 
prefent King of Spain, are one and the lame in Effed; 
and that the King of Spain can do, nor will do nothing, 
but what the King of France pleales, and will have him 
to do : Even that the Kingdoms of France and Spain arc 
United into one. It follows from thence, that what- 
ever the King of France has done againft us, and our 
Allies, in the Name of the King of Spain, miift be- 
taken and underftood to be made by the King of Spain 
Jhimfeif, or at Icaft by both of them. Thar by thefe 
mean^, the Ki«g of France (above what has been already 
laid) K'J.s made tifc of the Spanifli Troops, in the Name 
of the King of Spain, to carry on his Defign againft us. 

That in char Name he has ereded a Fort, within the 
reach of the Cannon of a Fortreft belonging to the 
States, contrary to the Treaty concluded with the King 
of Spain in the Year 1648, and contrary to the Laws 
of Nations, and chofe of WAR. 

THAT, the King of Spain, has nor only fuffer d 
thofe Proceedings of the King his Grandfather ; but 
abfolutely approv’d the fame, and the adual Seizing of 
the whole Monarchy of Spain, and in particular, of the 
Spanijh Nethrland^, that neceflary Barrier for our 
State. 

THAT, all Divine and Humane Laws didadng to 
Us, that being thus ftrairen d, block’d up ou all iGdes, 
and adually attack’d by the Kings of France znd[Spain^ 
and chreatn’d by them with fo many Dangers ^ we may, 
and are bound to make ufe againft them, of all the 
Means GOD and Nature have piit into our Hands for 
our Defence ;* proreding our Subjeds, and for prefer- 
it?«g their Religion and Liberty : And to that end,to take 
up ARMS agamftthefaid King of France Sind Spain^ 
who have together Confpir’d our Ruin and Deftrudion ;

DESIRING all Kings, Princes, Republicks, and 
Stares, who love their own Prefervation and Liberty, 
with that of Eur^e j that they will regard this 
rofiaa rf ' onr Declaration, as an Efredi: of an argent and prefling 
Neceflity, fiir defending ourfclves, and protetfting our 
Subjeds, and confequently all Europe ; And that they 
will (in conjundion with us) oppofe the ill Defigns of 
the Kings of France and Spain, and their exorbitant 
Power ; whereby they intend to make themfelves Ma- 
ilers of all Chrijiendom, and to that end to give us Aid 
and Afliftance. 

LASTLY, We command and require all our Sub- 
ycds, and Inhabitants of thefe Provinces, Commanders, 
Officers, Soldiers and Others, of what Quality foever 
they be ; to own and regard the faid Kings of France 
and Spain as Enemies of this State. To invade their 
Country, and fall upon their Subjeds and Vaflals both 
by Sea and Land ; to repell their Violence, and do eve- 
ry thing elfe they are oblig’d to do, for the Defence of 
our Country, and the Damage of our Enemies. 

AND, that no body may pretend to be Ignorant 
thereof, we require and command the Lords-States,

ufually made ; Commanding likewife. That the fame 
be publifh’d and affix’d in the ufual Places, of the Di- 
. r ’ ftrid.of the Generality. Done and Concluded in the 
Affembly of the Lords-Stares-General, at the Hague, 
M^j'the 8th. tyoa. fV.de Naffau, and under- 

neath F. Fagtl: And Seal’d with the Seal of the States- 
General in Red Wax. 

THE French Court, was not a little Surpriz’d at the 
Reception of thefe three Declarations of WAR, all Pub- 
•Hlh’d the fame Day. Immediately upon their Arrival, 
the Marquifs de Tory went into a Great Hall, white 
the King was Walking, and Read them over to Him. 
His Majefty did not exprefs fo much unealinels at the 

Com- 
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Complaint of the perhaps, beOaufe He was ANNO 

nor the moft confiderable Potentate, that had declard I7o^. 
WAR againft Him. He made a great many Refledions 
npon that of the Queen of England, which fo particu- 
larly refpeded the Indignity done to that Nation, by 
acknowledging the Pretended Prince of Wales King of 
Great Britain, But, what moft exafpefatcd His Ma- 
jefty, was, The Declaration of the States-General of the 
United Provinces. For, as foon as the Marqnifs De 
Torcy had done reading’ it, the King took it, and in a 
Tranfport of Anger threw it upon the Table, faying, 

That Mejfieurs the DVTCH MEI^CHJNTS (mean- 
ing thereby, the Lords the States-General) Jhould one 
day Eefent of their Boldnefs, in declaring War againft fo 
great a Monarch, On July 3d, the King of Vrance made 
the following Declaration of War, againft the Emferor, 
England, and the States-General, 


BT THE KING. 

f* ALT HO* the Treaty concluded at in a 

£\ « Time, when the King by the Superiority of his King’ 
Forces, was in a Condition to have given Laws to 
the Neigbouring Princes that were Jealous of his 
** Power, was a certain Proof of the fincere Deiire that 
His Majefty had always to give. Peace to his ,Sub- 
jeds, and to reftore Peace to Eurofe. His Majefty 
neverthelefs finds, that the Emperor without any Law- 
ful Right to the Spanifh Monarchy, hath put himfclf in 
a Condition by the AugmenratioQ of his Troops, by 
Treaties and Alliances with feveral Princes (and par- 
ticularly with England, and the States-General of the 
United Provinces) to trouble the Repofe of Europe 
by a new WAR, as unjuft, as it is ill Grounded. 
They have begun Hoftilities on all fides, againft, and 
contrary to the Treaties, fo foleninly Sworn to : All 
Europe is Witnefs of his Majefty ’s Moderation. He 
hath feen Places Attack’d, advantageous Pofts feiz’d. 
Convoys ftop’d, and Prifoners taken before any De- 
claration of WA R ; and at a time, when His Majefty 
was endeavouring by his Ambaffadors and Envoys, to 
Preferve the Peace. All thefe Steps being fo contrary 
^ to fincere Dealing, and their own Interefts^ and the 
Manifefto’s and Declarations of War of the Emperor^ 
England, and the States-General having* been Pub- 
^ lifii’d : His Majefty finds himfolf under an indifpen- 
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!^NNO fible NecdEty (in Order to preferve his Own, and 

1701. the King his Grand-Son’s Dominions) to Arm on his 

WXJ fide ; and to make Levies fufficicnt to oppofe the CJn- 
** dertakings of the common Enemies. And for that 
End, Hi's Majefty is Refolv’d, to Employ all his 
Forces by Sea and Land, and (by the help of Divine 
Protediion, which he Implores on the Juftncfs of hisi 
Caufe)to declare WAR againft the Emferor^ England^ 
the States^Generd of the United Provinces, and the 
Princes their Allies. His Majefty Orders and Com- 
mands all his Subjeds, Vaffals, and Servants, to 
cruife upon, the Subjeds of the Emp^rer^ England^ 
and Holkndf and on the Subjeds of their Allies ; and 
** ftridly forbids his Subjeds to have henceforth any 
Qjmmunication, Commerce, or Intelligence with 
them on. Pain of Death. And therefore, His Majefty 
hath Revok’d, and by thefe prefents Revokes ail Per- 
milSons, Paftporcs, Safe-Guards, and Safe-Conduds, 
" which may have been granted by Him, his Licute- 
nant-Generals, and other his Officers, contrary to 
, .. ^ thefe Prefents ; and hath declar’d, and docs declare 

them to be Void, and of npne-Effed and Force ; for- 
bidding all Perfbns whatfoever to have any Regard 
" unto thcnfir. His Majefty Orders and Commands the 
** Admiral, . Marefehais of France^ Governours and 
Lieutenant-Generals for His Majefty in his Provinces 
and Armies ; Marefehais De Camp^ Colonels, Camp- 
** Matters, Captains, Chiefs and Leaders of his Maje- 
fty’s- Soldiers, both Horfe and Foot, French and 
^ Strangers, and all his other Officers to whom it may 
pertain, what is herein contain’d ; to Caufe, Execute,, 
each in his Office, within their Towns and Jurifdi-* 
(ftions. For, fuch is His Majefif s and Fieafure^ 

That thefe Prefents be Pubiifli’d in all the Maritime 
fj and other Towns, and in all the Ports, Havens, and 
other Places of the Kingdom and Lands under his 
Obedience, where need fhall be, to the End that 
" none may pretend Ignorance,

TO return to the Seige of I^^yferJhaerP, On the 1702, 
iSth of at Ten of the Clock at. Night, the 

Trenches were Open’d by 600 Pioneers, fupported by seige bf ' 
400 Grenadiers, fecondedby the Regiments of 
and and before Morning, they were Ad- 

vanc*d above 100 Paces, The Enemy, on the 19th, as 
foon as they difeover’d the Workmen, ply’d them with 
their Cannon, but the lofs was not very confiderable. 

On the zoth, the Befiegers did great Execution, by the 
vaft. Number of Bombs they threw into the Town ; 
but the Enemy made a Sally with a dejffgn rp ruin their 
Works, The Dutch^ who upon this Occafion, wece^ 
the moft expos’d, repuls’d the French twice with extra- 
ordinary Bravery : But not being fuccourd in time, 
and being Inferiour to the Enemy in Number, they 
were forc’d to quit their Poft, and make a retreating 
Fight ; till the Cavalry defign’d for their Relief coming 
up, the Ene.my were conftrain’d to retire in great Pre- 
cipitation, with the lofs of Six or Seven Officers, and 
about One hundred Soldiers. The Damage on our 
£de, was a Lieutenant Colonel, three other Officers, 
and about Fifty Soldiers Slain. On the 21ft, the Be- * 
liegers were employ’d in railing Batteries of heavy 
Cannon, in Order to make a Breach in the Wall of the 
Town, which continued to Fire without Intermiffion, 
and difmouiired many of the Enemies Cannon : But in 
the Night, they made a Sally with about Three hun- 
dred Men, which were receiv’d fo warmly, that after 
a very fliarp Difpure, they were oblig'd to retire. On 
the lid about Four of the Clock in the Morning, they 
Sallied out again, with a far greater Number and freflier 
Forces; and having got into the Befiegers Trendies,, 
they oblidg’d them after a vigorous Refiftance to give 
way, till more Forces were lent to fiippoft them: Bur, 
the Cavalry coming up, rhey :^fell upon .the French with 
fo much Furioufnefs and Refolurion, that after a long 
and bloody Encounter, they conftrain*d them to ifly into 
the Town, and v/ere purfu’d to'the Coumerlcarpe 
leaving a great Number of Dead and Wounded Men. 
upon the Spot, and at the fame rime, the Brigadier 
who commanded them, was taken Prifoner. On tfac' 

23^d in the Morning, 1200 Frujfmns a.mciid an Ifland 
in the about doo Paces broad, a. little below the 
Town 5 in which 200 French were Pofted, who had 
built feveral Works and Fortifications, and had two

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feveral Batteries there* Upon the Approach of our Men^ 
they Fir^d-Very Brisklyjjj^ butthe^ Prince of-Anhalp 
faw who Commanded, managd the Affair with that 
Prudence and Valour, that the after a whole 

days Refiftance, being fummon d to Yield,^ or run the 
Hazard of being put to the Sword, mutiny d againft 
their Officers, and throwing down their Arms, iurren- 
dred at.Difcretion. The Commander in Chief was fo 
enrag d, that he kid violent Hands upon himielt, and 
the reft of the Officers attempting to make their efcape 
in a little Boat,*wcre all Kilfd, except a Captain and 
a Lieutenant. The next day 24th) the Befiegers 

carried their Trenches within 200 Ikces of the Town, 
and had four Batteries continually Firing, wuh which 
they had made confiderable Breaches in the Rai^art ; 
fo that they intended to make an Attack upo^i^ the Coun- 
terfearp : For which purpofe,a great number of Fafcines 
and Wool-Packs were Prepar’d, imagining by thefe 
Proceedings, that the Town would foon Surrenden 
However, the Confederates were very much miftaken 
in their Calculation j for tho‘ they proposd at firft to 
be Matters of the place in three Weeks, they found it 
held out near two Months, and had like to have prov d 
t'a bad beginning of a New War. For, Count Tallard 
having potted himfelf with his flying Camp before 
and rais’d feveral Batteries of Cannon up- 
Si the Bank of the fird from thence with fo 

much Succefs, that the Befiegers (nowithttanding their 
Intrenchments) were very much Incommoded; And 
had befldes, the Mortification to fee the Befieg d luc- 
cour’d from that Camp with Troops, Ammunition, and 
all neceffary Rcfrefhments, which occafiond the length 
of the S E I G E. Moreover, the exceffive Rains which 
fell, kept the I^ine continually Swell’d, to the great 
Prejudice of the Afiailants. 

H O W E V E R, all this while, the Befiegers fo warm- 
Iv plv’dthe Town with their Cannon, and having bat- 
tered the outward Fortifications with Forty Eight great 
Guns, and Thirty Mortars, the place was almoft rc- 
, duc’d CO Afties : So that upon *c 91J1 0/ they, 

made a General Attack upon the Counterfearp and Ra- 
velin The Conflid was Bloody and Obftinate, for 
nothing was to be feen for two Hours but Smoak and 
fiamet but at length, the Befieg’d were “nAram d to 
give Grotind, and leave the Confederates Matters, both 
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tof the Ravelin and the Counterfcarp, upon which they ANN 0 
immediately lodg’d themfeives. The Prince of fiaffau 1701, ^ 
Saarbrugh perform’d Prodigies 01 Bravery, giving his 
Orders with great. Contempt of the Danger, and ad- 
mirable f)refence of Mind j and^ all the other Officers 
and Soldiers behav’d themfelves in this Adion, beyond 
Expedation: However, the Lives of many illuftrious 
Men were loft on both fides. The PruJJums loft a Co- 
lonel, four Lieutenants j and had three Colonels, one 
Major, and three other Officers Wounded ; And, by 
the Lift it appear’d, that the UoUAndert and PruJJiam 
had 190a Men Wounded, and 680 Kill’d, Count: 

“Tallard having Information of this Affair, broke up his 
Camp and march’d off; believing he could do the 
Town no farther Service. 

BY another Lift it appears. That the Dutsh loft du- 
ring this Siege, rhree Principal Officers, fix Captains, 
five Lieutenants, nine Enfigns, twenty nine Serjeants, 
and 439 Soldiers Kill’d : Eighteen Principal Officers, 
thirty two Captains, fifty three Lieutenants, thirty thfte 
Enfigns, ninety nine Serjeants, and about rasa Soldier? 
Wounded. Among the PruJJians, one Principal Officer 
Kill’d, and five Wounded : Eighteen inferioar Officers 
Kill’d, and ninty nine Wounded : 108 Soldiers Kill'd, 
and 180 Wounded : Five Engineers llain, and four 
Wounded. It is likewife thought, that the Befieg’d loft 
near as many Men as the Allies, although they fprung 
three Mines during the Attack. The Ground was co- 
verid with dead Bodies, and a great Number were 
drown’d in the Moats, into which the Defendant? 
threw themfelves, endeavouring to make, their Efeape 
into the Town. The . Marquifs De .BkimilU (who 
was Govemour of the Place) defir’d a Ceflarion of 
Arms, in order to bury his Dead, which was granted, 
and was no fmall Argument of a very confiderable lofe 
on their fide. The time . limited being expir’d, both 
fides began to Fire upon one another with incredible 
Fury j and the Befiegers having all things in Readinefe 
for a General Storm, the Enemy beat a Parley, and onj|“S • 
Jme ,15th, Surrendred on the following Conditions.

THE War beginning now to be carried on with’ 
the utmoft Vigilance, General Cohorn was Lent into Ocnetdl 
S^znifh Flatiders, with a Body of roooo Men, to de- ^ 
molifti the Lines eroded between Fort St. Donate, and tines in " 
Fort JfabeUa ; which he manag'd with fo tnuch Prii- Plaudern 
dence, that after he had taken Middkburg (afmall 
Towm in the Spanifh Territories) which the French had 
begun to Fortifie, and made himfelf Mailer of Fort 
Sr* Donat ^ he in a few days, Icveli’d rhofe LINES 
with the Earth, which the French had been making 
many Months, at an extraordinary Expence, and laid' 
part of the Caftellany of Bruges under Contribution to 
the Confederates. Hov^ever, after theie SucceiTes, up-^ 
on the Approach of the Marquifs De Bedmar^ and the 
Count De la NLotte, with the French Troops under theit 
Command (who were Supcrioiir in Number to him) he 
was forced to retire under the Walls of Sluice to 
prevent the Enemies taking Fort St. Donate he firft laid 
the Country under Water, and forc’d the Spaniards tq 
retire cowards Ghent. 

THE Confederate Army was drawing together all’ 
this ivhiie, under the Earl of Athlone^ near CUrcnbsck , ; 
while the French under the Marefchal De Bouffiers^ with ' 
a great Army lay encamp’d at li^anteny near Cleve, They 
were very watchful of cadi other, and the Earl of Ath^ 
lone, having detach’d Major General Dampre with 
1000 Horfe towards the Enemy, he happen’d to meet a 
Party of about 600 French Horfe, whom he bravely 600 fmch 
Attack’d, and totally DEFEATED; killing zoo of 
them upon the Spot, and taking near as many Prifoners : Contedc- 
Among whom, there was a Lieutenant Colonel, who 
commanded the French^ and five or fix other Officers. 

On the Confederates fide, there were not above thirty 
Troopers and Dragoons Kill’d, and it was Obfervable, 
that the Dutch Horfe particularly diftinguiflfd theav 
felves upon this Occafion.

170^. ABOUT the beginning of June, the Marefchal 
De Boufflers, being reinforc’d by feveral DetachmentSj? 
Marefchal and particularly with the Troops of the French Kings 
ff" Houlhold, decamp’d from ^ANTEN, and ben» his 
^ancen/ March without found of Trumpet, or beat of Drum, 
through the Plains of Goch, towards the Mookerhide, 
clofe by Nmeguen, with a Defign to get between the 
Confederates and that City, and lb to cut them off from 
their Provifions, Ammunition, and Forage, Where- 
upon, the Earl of Athlone, having early Information of 
the Enemies Motion, and difeovering their Defigns^ 
call’d a Council of General Officers, wherein it was 
unanimoufly Refolv’d, that the Confederates fiiould 
begin their March that Evening. The Baggage was fem 
away to Nimeguen, and after feveral Marches and Re- 
gulations, the Earl about break of Day, receiv’d par- 
ticular Intelligence of the ftrength of the Enemy, and 
thereupon caus’d the Cavalry to be drawn up in Order 
of Battle, to cover the March of the Infantry. About 
Eleven in the Morning, the French HoiTe advanc’d in 
great Numbers, with the Troops of the Hoiifliold afc 
their Head, and prefs’d hard upon the Earl, who be- 
hav’d himfclf with abundance of Refolution : Hov\;- 
ever, as the Confederate Squadrons were Wheeling, 
the French Troops pufli’d them upon the Foot, and put 
two or three Battallions into Confufion 5 but by the 
Condiid of the General Officers, the Eueiiiy was foon 
Repuls’d. On the other iide, there happen’d an En-* 
counter between feme of the Squadrons of the French 
King’s Houfliold, fome Da7iijh Squadrons, and fome 
of the Earl of Athioie's Carabineers ; who fo remark- 
ably diftingui&’d thcmfclves upon this OcCafion, that 
the French w^re Repuls’d, though with confiderable 
Lofs on both fides. Hereupon, the Confederates re- 
tir’d tov^rards NIMEGV BN, and the Burghers having 
brought their Cannon upon the Ramparts (where eve- 
ry thing was in the greateft Confufion) ferv’d the Of- 
fices of Gunners themfelves, for there was not one of 
Md h K7r that Fundion in the Town. They began to play upon’ 
Enemy with a great deal of Vigour, who perceiving 
pn Nime- that all their Endeavours prov’d Ineffedual, were forc’d 
to Retreat with confiderable Lofs 5 for their Army rbe- 
ing expos’d to the perpetual Fire of the Cannon of the 
"Town, could not remain there without the greareft 
Danger. Thus was Marefchal Boufflers difappointed 
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in his Defign of taking ATIMJSGt^jEN, which 
in great danger of falling into his Hands ; the place 1702. 
being but indifferently provided for an Attack, and the 
Enemy miffing but half an Hour of arriving in the Out- 
works before the Confederates. This fuccefs muft be 
Attributed chiefly to the Condud of the Earl of 
the Duke of Wirtemherg^ and the Count De Tilly ; who 
Without incommoding themfeives, made a Glorious 
Retreat, which was the only Method they had to take^ 
againft an Army fo much Superiour to them. It may 
be alfo faid, that the Zeal and Courage that the Inha- 
Htanrs of the Town fliew*d for its Defence, very mucil 
contributed thereto. 

THE Enterprize upon Nlmeguen thus proving Abof'^ 
tive, and the Redudion of IQe}jerfmert^ was not the 
only Mortification the French w^ere under ; for their Ar- 
my i n Germany being but W eak, and drawing together 
but flowly, under the Command of the Marefchal De 
CaminP; gave the ah Opportunity of bcfieging 

^ LA N DA V, This ftrong and Important Forcrefs, was landao Ini 
Invefted the 1 6th of (as I mention’d in the Pr<v 

ceeding part of my Hiflory) by VnncQ Lems of Bad^n% 
who decamping from Longcncandci^ pofted his Army 
before that place, in Order to befiege it in Form. Mon-. 

{icxLt De MeUc (the Governour of the Town) kept him- 
felf all that Day, with his Regiment of Horfe before 
the Gate, call’d, the Gate ofE^ance; and fir’d continu- 
ally upon the Imperialifts from the great Cannon, info- 
muth, that feveral Men and Horfes were Kill’d : How- 
ever, he could ftand it no longer, arid was forc’d to 
Retreat into the Ciry^ The next Day, a Trumpeter 
Was fenc to Prince Levois of Baden, defiring that he 
would permit the Ladies to go out of the Town ; but 
his Highneis fent word that he would nor allow of it, 
and therefore, it would be in vain for him to make a

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JK hJO fecond Application. The Befiegers having Open’d their. 
tjoi. Trenches, rais’d three Attacks: One, on that fide mxt 
the Gate of France ; the Second, on that fide next to 
Qtiekb toward Keuftat 5 and the Laft, over againft the 
Citadel or Tjrf. On the 25th Inftant, the Be- 
fieg’d made a Sally with 200 Horfe, againft whom 150 
of "the Imperial Cavalry were fent ; who charging in 
diforder, gave the Enemy fomc Advantage over them: 
But, a Detachment of Toot coming up to their Relief, 
and making a vigorous Refiftance, drove them back 
into the Town with confiderable Lofs. ^ Deferters who 
frequently came from the Town, affirm’d, That the Be- 
fieg’d were under great Gonfternation, for Money as 
well as Provifions was very fcarce, and that feveral of 
the Garrifon were fall n lick. There was nothing very 
material happen’d till the ftcond of July- (N. S.) at 
which time, the Befiegers plac’d their heavy Cannon 
upon the feveral Batteries, from which they fir’d up- 
on the Town ; but the overflowing of the Waters of the 
^mch^ and other Rivers, very much retarded the At- 
tacks. On the 9th about Midnight, the Befieg’d made 
another Sally with about 300 Men, who fell upon the 
Ijeft of General Fbungeris Attack, where were only 200 
Grenadiers, who made a brave Refiftance, till a Re- 
inforcement came up ; and then, they repuls’d the E- 
nemy, who had Twenty Men feveral Wounded, 
and a Captain taken Prifoner. The lofs on our fide, 
were Thirteen Men Kill’d, , and Twenty Wounded, a- 
niong whom were Two Captains. 

TkKlngfif ON the 27tb, the King of the arriv’d, in 

^hh Ar^vai Confederate Camp, and was congratulated by Prince 
in'fj&Zcon- Ferns of Baden, wdio prefented him with a very ftatcly 
federate Horfc, upoti which he view’d the Pofture of the Army, 
Camp. vifired the Enemies Works, cxpdfmg his Perfon to 

the rbickeft Fire of the Cannon from the Town : He 
alfo diftributed feveral Florins agiong the Soldiers and 
Pioneers for their Encouragement. The Govertiour of 
Landau, fent a Trumpet to Compliment His Majefty 
upon his Arrival, with an offer to forbear Firing upon 
his Quarters, if he would be j>Ieas*d to let him Under- 
ftand which it was that he had made choice of. His 
Majefty return’d him Thanks for his extraordinary'^Ci- 
I vility, and font him Word that his Quarters were every 
where, and that he ^uiglit Tire where he thought 
fir.

of the States, left the Hague on the 30th of ^une (N.S.)

Earl of Atblone^ and Lieutenant General Dopff^ paid him 
a Vifit. At the fame time, nineteen Batrallions of the 
Troops employ’d in the Siege of ; the 

Troops of Heffe and Lunenburg ; the Engiijh Forces from 
Breda^ under Major General Lumlejf, and other Troops j 
haften’d from all Parts towards Nimeguen^ in Order to 
Form a Camp at Duckemhergh : Where, the Earl of 
Marlborough being come ; on the 8th, he call’d a Conn--

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cU cf War, confifting of all rhe General Officers’ ro 
concert the further Operations of the Campaien, On 
the i6th, his Excellency march’d the Army over the 
Maefe, and encamp’d at Ovcr-Affelt, near Grave, with- 
in two Leagues and an half from the Enemy, who had 
entrench d them felves between Goch and Gennep. At 
that time, the Prince Ernefi Augujlus {the Elcdor of 
Hannover s Youngell Brotlier) was declar’d Major-Ge- 
neral of the Army : And_, Colonel mthers. Colonel 
and Colonel Fredericks Hnmilron, were appointT 
ed Brigadiers of three EngliJIo Brigades. On the a6tb. 
the Confederate Army re-paft the -Maefe below Grave 
and on the iStb encamp’d at Geltlorp ; upon which Mol 
non, the Frenc/> went over the fame River about Fen/o. 
,Two Days after, the Allies remov’d from Geldorpx^ 
Qrfvsnbroeck, where finding a French Garrifon in the 
Caftle, feared in a Morafs, and furrounded with a dou- 
blo J)itch, and good Paliifadocs; they briskly attack’d 
and after fome Rcliftancc, forc’d it to Surrender at 
Difcreticn. From hence, they advanc’d on rhe fccond 
9f ^nguji (N. S.) to Petit Frugal, rcfolving to give Bar- 
rie to the Duke of Burgundy the next Day ; but, that 
Pnnee was oblig’d to retire in the Night, leaving the 
Spanijh Guelderland open to the Confederates. From 
Petit Brugel, they march’d in Order to demolifh the 
Walls of Peer and Bray, two fmall Towns, which had 
been of great Ufe to the Enemy in fecuring their Con- 
yoys. On the lath, the Confederate Army pofted it 
lelf at Everbec1i_, and on the 2id came to Holchtcren 
yrhere they found the French preparing to receive them 
^ing ycry advanrageoufly Pofted ; and having receiv’d 
divers Re-mforcements, making about i8 or aoooo 
Men : ha, that they were in a Condition to venture an 
Engagement, rho they had no fuch Orders from Court, 
i he Earl of Marlborough, rang’d his Troops in Order 
^ Bmlc, in which manner he continued his March. 

■ 4 he Duke of Burgundy, and the French Generals, rang’d 
ttecMlfo m Order of Battle, being very well fatisfied 

that titcjy would be no Blows. For the two Armies, were 

feperated by Marfhes and Defiles, in fuch manner, that 
ir was jmponible for either to attack the other without 
the greateft Rifque. They remain’d in this Difpofiti- 
on two Days, cannonading each other, and expedring 
whiohof the two, would begin the Attack: But, the 
Wrpneb Army, not willing to run any Hazard, decamp’d 
Elenriy w tiio Night, and took Poft at Beningcn. The

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Mies feeing they could not find any means to bring the ANNO 
Duke of Burgundy to a Battle, form’d a Defign of taking 170a* 
Towns, and making all the Conquefts they could in 
the Abfence of the Enemy. ^ Upon this Projed, they 
came and encamp’d at Afih, to cover the Siege of (a) 
VENLO, which was invefted the 29th of Auguji, by venlo i&t. 
General oWiSJW, on the fide of Fort Su Michael^ and by 
the Baron De Meyde, on the other fide of the Maefe^ with 
the Frujjtan Cavalry : General Cohorn had the Diredion 
of the Attacks y and, the Prince of Najfau Saarburgh^ 
had the Command of the Siege. 

THE Trenches were Open’d before the Town 
(Sepcmber 6th) on both fides the Maefe, without any 
Lofs. On the 8rh, the Confederates were Reinforc’d 
by a Body of 2000 Foot, and 500 Horfc^ and the fol- 
lowing Days, the Attacks were carried on with good 
Succefs. The iSth in the Morning, the Fort of St. 

Micknety over againft Venlo^ was taken by Storm, in 
an Attack made by the Englip^ under the Lord Cum. 

There were particularly concern’d in this Adion, Bri- 
gadier General Hamilton^ the Royal Regiment of Ire* ^ 
Und^ and general Huk^lomss Regiment; with 172 
Grenadiers, and loc Fufileers, under a Lieutenant 
Colonel: Befides, 300 Workmen, and a Competent' 
Number of Engineers, under Colonel Blood, After 
the neceflary Difpofitions, the Lord Cum gave Orders 
to the Officers who led the Grenadiers, that they fliould 
arrack the Ravelin Sword in Hand ; and, that they 
might proceed with Courage and Alacrity, he gave 
them an abfolurc Aflurance, that as loon as Fifty of 
them were lodg’d on the Top 'of the Ravelin, he would 
run through any Danger or Difficulty, to fuftain them 
with the reft of his Troops : Moreover, he promis’d in 
Her Majefty’s Name, that he would generoufly Re- 
ward all thofe, who fliould diftiiiguifli themfelves upon 
this Occafion. His Lordfliip’s Orders were executed 
with the greateft Refolutlon and Bravery, and (not- 
wirhftandiog a Mine which was Sprung by tUt Enemy)

, V E N L O, is a very firong Toron in the Lm Countries^ in the 
Df itchy of Guelderknd, a 72 d Territory of Ruermond: ABanfe Totfn^fuh^ 
jeB to the Spaniards, hut taken hy the Confederates this prefent Campaign.

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they attack’d the Ravelin Sword in Hand, encourage,

l.ordfhip lent Orders to the Officers that were at the 
Head of the Grenadiers, to throw in their Grenadoes, 
and Attack it Sword in Hand, if it was poffible to find 
a Paffage. The Enemy made a very lliarp Refiftance, 
from the Flank of one of their Baftions ; but the Eng^ 
charg’d and follow’d the Enemy fo clofe, that after 
they had attack’d the Bridge, and clamber’d tip the 
Ramparts, they pour’d in fo fall upon them, that they 
were no longer able to Refift. We took about zoo 
Prifoners (whereof Thirty were Officers) with a Bri- 
gadier-General, and the Governour : Bur, all the ’ reft: 
that were in the Fort (to the Number of 600) were 
Kiird or Drown’d, endeavouring to make their Efcape, 
except Twelve, who were fo Fortunate as to get over 
the Mitefe in fmall Boars. 

THERE were fcvcral Perfons of DiftinAion who 
fignaliz’d themfelves upon this Occafion : The Lord 
Cans was remarkably eminent in his Poll: • as alfo, the 
Eari of Huntington, the Lord Lorn, the Lord Mdrclin}\ 
the Prince G" Auvergne, Sir ^iclwd Hemph, Colonel 
Webb, and Mr. Dalrlwple, The Prince of Anhalt be- 
hav’d himfelf with Gallantry fiiitable to Ifis Birth ^ 
and, the Prince of Hannover (a Voluntier at the Siege) 
accompanied the Lord Cutts in the Trenches before the 
Arrack, and continu’d with him great parr of the Night 
in the Fort. Colonel Blood (whoaAed asfirft Ingincer) 
and Monficur Dc La Manlnerle (a French Proteftanr 
Ingincer} were likcwifc very fcrviceable in this AAion, 
as well, by their .Bravery as their Skill, 'The Englljh 
Upon this Occafion, had. two Ckptains IS^ounded ; two 
Licutenatipi^'and'onc Enfign Kilfd, and three Wound- 
ed; one Serjeant KMi’d, and three Wounded; 13a 
Kill’d, and 13a Wounded: And, Captain Bolas 
(the Lord Cutts\ Aid De Camp) with Mr. Eley (an Eng-^

The Prince of NaJJau Saarburgh (who commanded the 
Siege) having caused a Difcharge of all the Cannon and 
fmall Arms, to exprefs their Joy for the News of the 
taking of Landau^ the Belieg*d took it as a fignal of an 
Approaching Storm upon the Town 5 fo that the Count 
pe Vatq (the Governour) order’d, immediately that the 
Chamade fliould be beat.

Bavaria^ a Writing was drawn up, requefting his Im- 
perial Majefty to Act againft the faid Elcdor, accord- 
ing to the Conftiturions of the Empire. In the Interim, 
great Care was taken to prevent his Conjundlion with 
French; and whilft the Confederates were entirely 
Ignomnt of the Ele6tor s Defigns, there were acciden-^ 
tally fek’d three Difpac<jhes between Waldput and' 
whereof one was from Marefchal Catinat 
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ko the Eledor, and the ocher two. Were from the Ek- ANKO 
dor to the Marefcbai : Which being perus'd, the Con- 1702* 
rents very much enlighten'd the Imperialifts, and gave 
them an Opportunity of making an effeduai Oppoiiti- 
on, to ail the Eledor s treacherous Contrivances. 

AFTER the taking of Vhiy the French made them- 
felves Mafters of the iittic Town of (n) Neuhourg: Battle of

Prince Lewts of Baden being very much dilTatisfied that 
"Neubourg jfliouid fall into the Enemies Hands, made a 
Motion with one part of his Army, in order to retake 
that place, and to cover Brifnc ; but, he was fo much 
weaken'd by the Detachments that he had fent towards 
Smbia (in order to hinder the Conjundion of the B/z- 
mrians and French) that he had not above 8000 Men 
in his Camp, near Fridltnguen. Of which, the Enemy 
having Intelligence, thought there could not be a more 
feafonable Opportunity to Attack him. In order there- 
unto, the French^ who were divided into two Bodies, 

(one whereof, was commanded by the Marquifs De 
Villars^ now Marefchal of France^ and the other, by 
zheCount De Guif card.) On the 13th of OBober (N.S.) 
pafs'd the Rhine with the Infantry ; which the next 
Day were follow'd by the Cavalry. Hereupon, the 
Prince of Baden decamp'd from Fridlinguen (for fear of 
being enclos'd by the two Bodies of the French) and 
whilft he was upon the March, Count Merci^ who 
brought up the Rear with 400 Horfc, fent him Word, 
that Monfieur Villars was advancing towards him, 
with Thirty Batrallions, and Forty Squadrons, in or- 
der of Battle.

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^ MNO the Enemy, bothfides made a_ Hair 5 and the Priime 
^i7oz began the Engagement by playing upon the French with 
his Cannon.

Cannon Balls. Printe Eugene being inform’d of thefe 
Morions, advanc’d with the Imperial Troops (which 
conlifted only of zsooaMen) within fight of the Left 
Wing of the French Army ; and if the Nature of the 
Place had permitted, he would prefentiy have engag’d* 

Bur, having thought it ueceflary tb alter the Difpofition 
of his Men, {Augnji: 15) about 5 iii the Evening, he 
gave the Signal of Battle, and then the Artillery began 
to Play upon the Enemy. About an Houf after, the Battle 
Right Wing ef the Imperialifts, charg’d the Left of^"^ 
the French’, and attack’d them in their Poll, which ex- 
tended it felf along the Banks of the Po. This hap- 
pen’d to be unfucceisful on our Side ; for the Prince of 
Commcrci (who was entirely belov’d) being kill’d bn rhb 
Spot, caus’d the Troops which he Commanded, to be 
in fo great a Gonfternacion, that 3 Batcaiicns, and as 
many Squadrons, were put into Diforder by the Ene-^ 
mies fmail Shot, and the furious Onfet of the Cavalry, 
that charg’d rhe Flank of the Imperial Horfe. But, this 
Confufion was foon over; for, the Battalions and Squa- 
drons that had given Ground, Rally’d again ; and feveral 
Regiments advancing to their Relief, they charg’d the E-« 
nemy fo vigoroufly, that they were driven from their Poll : 

And,tho’ the French King’s Gens D'Armes made a very ftout 
Refinance, and rally’d four times in their Retreat ; yet, 
they wete chac’d above a Thoufand Paces from one In- 
trenchment to another. The Left Wing^fought with as 
great Refolution and Intrepidity as rhe Right ; for, Ge- 
jierai Guide deStaremberg (who commanded the Infantry) 
began the Attack with the Grenadiers : And, altho’ the 
Enemy endeavour’d to penetrate their Flank with their 
Carabineers, the Imperialifts ftood their Charge with 
fuch extraordinary Courage and Firmnefs,and afterwards 
fell upon them with fo much Bravery, that they could no 
longer ftand k, but were forc’d to Retreat : Sometimes 
they Rally’d by favour of the Ground, and the Super!- ths French, 
ority of their Numbers ; but, being repuls’d three or 
four rimes, they were quite driveq out of their Pofts, 
and Night put an end to the Engagement.

TALLAH^B was thought imprudent, in not having 
fufScient Care of the King's Intereft, by negleding to

Her Britanick Majefty was pleas’d on mpns, 
the Fourth of Jmmry, to^ fend a Mef- 
fage to the Commons, wherein fhe inform'd them, that 
She had receiv’d feveral Letters from the States-general 
of the United Provinces (and feveral Memorials from 
their Ambafladors^ fetting forth, the great Apprehen- 
fions they lay under, from the extraordinary Prepara- 
tions of France, to attack them early in the Spring, and 
the Neceflity of making an Augmentation, of the Forces 
of England and HoUatid, as the only means to prevent 
the Ruin which threatn’d their Country. She was 
pleas’d to intimate, tha,t fiic had propos'd fianc Expe- 
dients 
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'ANNO dientsto the Statcs-General, which ftie imagin'd might 
1703, have been Advantageous to the Common Intereft, and 
have reliev’d them, in feme meafure, from their juft 
Apprehenfions ; but thofe not proving Sarisfadlory, the

1 0000 Foreigne^rk fiiould be hir’d for an Augmentation 
of the Forces, to ad in Conjundion with the Allies j 
and they return’d their hearty Thanks, for Her Ma- 
jefty ’s moft gracious Condefeention, in communicating 
to Them the feveral Memorials, Tranfadions and Let- 
ters, that had pafs’d between Her and the States-Gene- 
ral upon that Occafion. But, J^umbly defir’d,... that 
ENGLAND lliould not be charg’d with fhe TPay of 
fuch additional Troops, but from the Day that the 
States pur a Stop to all Trade and Coaimerce with 
France and Sfam. Her Majefty was pleas’d to approve 
of their Opinion, as being abfolutely neceflary for the 
Good of the whole Alliance ; and forthwith fenr Di- 
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To which purpofe, he fiimmon*d the Stares of Aujlria ’^NNO 
to attend him in the great Hall of the Imperial Palace, 
where the Grand Chancelor a Speech 

to them to this Effedl. Thar the King of France^ 
had made nfe of the Duke of (his Grandibn) to 
^"' fulfil his unjuft DcTires of obtaining the Univerfal 
Monarchy, by uniting the Crown oiSfain to That of 
France, That, to accomplilh his DefignS more eafily, 
he had drawn in other Princes, (and particularly, the 
EleAors of Cologn md' Bavaria) and oblig’d them to 
take Courfes quite contrary to the Common Caufe, 

^ as the Event has fuiSciently teftified ; The firft, ha- 
ving refigad his States, and his Strong-holds, to the 
Troops of France ; and the other, nor only having 
^ made himfelf Matter ( by furprife) of the City of 
and of the greateft part of the Circle of Suabia% 
but exadted large Contributions from the Hereditary 
Countries of the Emperor. That, his Imperial Ma- 
jefty, was therefore oblig’d to oppoie thefe Violences : 

That, Heaven had fo favourably blefs’d his Arms, 

** that the King of the Bpmans had taken the Important 
Fortrefs of Landau : Thar, the Arms of the Queen 
of England^ and their High-MightinelTes the Srates- 
** General, had reduc’d Liege, and feveral other confi- 
derable Places : And laftly, had taken and ruin’d in 
the Port of Vigo, the Galleons, and a Numerous 
Squadron of French Men of War : And, that to ini- 
prove thefe Progreffes, and find out neceflary Funds 
to carry on the War, his Imperial Majefty was con- 
ftraiad to demand of his faithful Subjedls and States, 
a more than ordinary Subfidy, &c. This DE- 
MAND, was afterwards deliver’d to the Count D*A^ 
vensberg ( Marlhal of the Province ) and feconded by 
the Emperor with a fliort Speech, for which, he had 
the Thanks of the whole Affembly return’d him. 

THE French, in order to repair the Difadvantages 
of the laft Campaign, refolv’d that their Troops ftiould 
be very early in the Field 5 and having promis’d the 
Elecftor of Bavaria fin whom they repos’d the greareft 
Confidence) fuch Powerful Reinforcements, as would 
effedually break all the Meafures of the Imperial Court, 
tliey us’d their utmoft efforts to bring a great Army 
together on the Ehine, that they might facilitate their 
JWay to joyn that Prince.

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'anno DcHgn {on Fehruary 19) they invefted (a) Fort 
1703. over 2.pL\Xi{i Strushurgh^ which was defended by a nu- 
merous Garrifon, but not well provided with AmmunU 
Jort Kfchl tion and Provifion. The Siege was commanded by 
Marefchal De Vil/ars with 30000 Men, and the Tren- 
ches were open’d on the 25th at Night, which w-exe 
compleated the next Evening. The Approaches went 
on but flowly till the sth of Mdrch, when the Befiegers 
having made a Breach in the Horn- work, attack’d it 
with great Fury 5 and norwithftaftding they w^ere re- 
puls’d with no fmall Lofs, the next Day they renew’d 
the Aflault upon the Horn-work, and carried it ; and 
immediately railing a Battery thereon, made a very 
^ wide Breach in the FORT : fo that upon the 9th, 
they were preparing for a general Storm, but the Sieur 
Emberg^ ( the Governour ) defiring to capitulate, the 
Place was furrender’d upon Honourable Terms.

* purfuance of the Articles agreed on, the Garifon f con- 
fining of 2400 MenJ march’d out on the i ith, with 
Colours flying, Two Pieces of Cannon, and other 
Marks of Military Honour, and were condudled to 
Fhilipsburgh 

POUR Days after Fort was evacuated, 

Marefchal Villars feparated his Army, and fent them 
into Qiiarters of Rcfreflimenr, except 1000 Horle, and 
900 Foot ; with which, he march’d up towards the 
Brifg 4 Uy to take a view of the Country. And, having 
come near to KiENT^INGEN (a Fortified Town, 
Scituate on the £//”;(, defended with a ftrong Wall, 
Ramparts, and a Ditch full of running Watcr^ in 
which was a Garrifon of 7 or 800 Men, he refolv’d to 
Attack the Place. In order to execute his Defigns, he 
caus’d his Infantry to advance within 150 Paces of the 
Ditch ; which put the Garrifon under the greateft Con- 
fternation, imagining them to be the Van-guard of the 
whole Army : So that having fent an OlEcer to Treat, 
Kentxingfcnit was agreed after fome Conteft, that they fliould 
March out with Anus and Baggage, and be conduced 
to Friburg.

T H E S E Proceedings foon alarmed the Councils of 
War at Vknm ; fo that the Emperor s Generals pre« 
fentiy enter’d upon Adion againft the Eledor of Bava-* 
ria ; Count SC HLIC Ki on the Side of Sak:{bvurgh, 
with one Army, and Count ST I £(V M on the Side 
of Neumnrkfl with another. The latter, having taken 
a View of the Bmanan Lines near Ditfort^ and finding 
them unguarded, fent a Captain with 100 Dragoons, 
to fill ixp rhe Trenches of the Lines, that the Horfe 
might pafsover 5 bur, the Enemy appearing with 150 
Horfe and Foot, and rhe Impcrialifts imagining they 
would be fuftain’d by a greater Number, thought fit to 
make their Retreat. Ac the fame time, Count SHrum 
.drew up all his Cavalry upon a rifing Ground, which 
the Bavarians perceiving, their Horfe retir’d. After

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\ANNO the other two, began to play on th€ 9th in the Mor- 
1763. ning ; and the.BeSegers having Intelligence that the 
Garrifbn of ihc FORT was not Numerous, and the 
Battery whibh play’d upon it rnaking^ a very wide 
Breach, they refolv*d to STORM it in the Evening, 
which ^ais executed by 400 Grenadiers, fupported by 
Four Battalions. During this Attack, the Enemy fee 
Fire to all the Barracks, and other Buildings, that they 
might retire into the City by favour of the Smoak ; but 
moft of them were fo clofely purfu d into the Ravelin, 
that they had not rime to efed their De%n.. Some 
who were taken Prifoners upon this Occafion, reported, 
tb^^t 50 Men ^remain’d in a Redoubt within the Fort ; 
whereupon, .bur }Atn prefently fcafd the Ramparts, 
Tbevottta-isitii took that Redoubt Sword in Hand, after a fhort 
moft of thofe who defended it were Kill’d 
Upon the Spot, and feveral were made Prifonersas they 
were endeavouring to efcape in a Boat : The Comman- 
der of the FORT and Three other OlEcers, were 
alfo taken Prifoners : And on our fide, there were but 
^Three Soldiers Kill’d, and Five Wounded. 

THE Confederates having thus made themlelves 
Matters of the Fon, they fooii after caus’d a new Bat-^ 
tery to be eredled againft the .TOWN, of yo Peices 
of Heavy Cannon, and 18 Mortars, which began to 
Hay the I Xth, in order to make two Breaches, with a 
Defign to Aflault the Place. , The 13th about Noon, 

' the Befieged with abofit 1000 Foot, fupported by all 
their Horfe and Dragoons, made a Sally upon General 
Dedem s Attack: Our Men were at firft put into Di& 
order ; bur, after fome Refiftance, the Enemy were re- 
puls’d with the Lofs of about 100 Men Kill’d, and as 
many Wounded, befides a Major and three Captains 
taken Prifoners ; whereas the Eofs on Our fide, did not 
- amount^ to above half the Number. All things being 
. i-ihow 4 h'k;^%adinef^for the firft Councerfearp 

oii feiie Prince oi B^0s fide, in order to make a Lodg- 
melff was’ begun the lame Evening. And 
the Prince t^ing there in Perfon, animated the Soldiers 
with fo much Courage and Refolution, that in lefs 
than an Hours time, they beat the Enemy from their 
. Works, 'and made their JLodgmear. In this Adion, 
Major-General Tettm (who Commanded) was Wound- 
with feven or eight Inferior Officers 5 and 1 50^ Sol- 
and Wounded, together with the Engineer 
■ ' who 
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who commanded in the Works. The next Day (M^y ANNO 
i4rlb) the Bcfiegers made fuch a terrible Fire from their 170*^, 
Artillery, that at Three in the Afternoon, the Marquifs 

Alegre (the Governoiir) caus’d a Parly to be beat 5 at 
Six the Hoftagcs were exchang’d ; And, the next Day, the Town 
the Duke of Marlborough having agreed to the Capitu* 
ktion, it was Sign’d and Exchang’d on the i6rh, and 
three Days after, the Garrifon march’d out, and were 
conduded to Lvxemburgk ^ 

WHILST the greaceft part of the Confederate 
Troops were Engag’d at Banne^ the French King Or- 
ders the Marefchals Bouffers and Villeroy to undertake 
the Siege of the Town and Caftle of Leige 5 and in 
order thereto, all their Troops alTembled between Mons 
and Namur, and Diredions w^erc given for 15000 Pio- 
neers, and 3000 Waggons to be got ready. But the 
Marquifs D" Alegre having acquainted thofe Generals, 
that he could not defend Bonne many Days longer, 
they made a Motion towards Maejiricht^ pretending to 
furprize the Confederate Troops that were aflembled 
there, and to Bombard the Town. So that on the prh ^ 

of May, they advanc’d on a fudden into the Ncigh- 
bourheod of {a) FONGEBJEl^, with an Army of 
40000 Mien 5 Soufflers , coming up with part of thefe 
Forces on one lide of the Town, and Villeroy with the 
reft on the other. The Confederates who were niarch-p^l^ch/ ^ 
ing with a Defign to have potted themfelves in that 
Place, were, upon this Motion, oblig’d to Retreat with • 
fpeed under the Cannon of Maejlrich. In the mean 
time, the Enemy fell upon Tongeren, where the Batta- 
lions of Eliot and Partmore were Quarter’d ; who ha- t 
ving made a Refiftance of a8 Hours, with extraordi- 
nary Bravery, were forc’d at laft to furrender at Dif. 
cretion- After this, the Enemy advanced forwards, 
with a Defign to have forc’d the Confederate Cavalry 
to re-pafs the Maes at Nimeguen, and the Foot to retire

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UN NO lindcf the Outrworks of Maeftricht^ ^nd there to have 
1703, play’d npon them with their Bombs ; but contrary to 
Expedktions, they found the Confederate Army 
drawn tip in Order of Battle (under the Command of 
Monfieur Auver^uerque- ) advantageoufly Pofted, and 
ready to receive them, altho* they were much Superior 
in Number. The Two Marefchals being fruftrated in 
their Defigns, and having made feveral Motions to no 
PurpoTe, they thought it not proper to attack the Con-f 
federates, and fo march’d back, the fame way they 
came, to Tongerm ; leaving to Monfieur Auverquerqm. 
all the Honour of that Day. 


SOON after the Siege of Bonne was at an end, 
the Duke of Marlborough return’d to the Confederate 
Army edniifting of 130 Squadrons, and SS^Baitalions, 
and fet forward towards Leige^ with a Defign nor only 
to fecure that Place, bur to force the Enemy to decamp 
from Tongereti, where they feem’d to be very advanta- 
geoufly Pofted. This gave a new Face to the Affairs 
of the French Army, and alter’d the Plan of their De- 
ligns : For, the Allies having then a Powerful Armyj^ 
(being Re-inforc’d with the Troops that had form’d the 
Siege of Bonne) made feveral Motions, in order to 
oblige Marefchal Villeroy to a Battle, who conftantly 
declin’d it.. So that (on May a 5th) the Duke of Mnrlho^ 
roughs having pafs’d the River Jecl^r^ advanc’d to 
Haufin^ where the Enemy intended to have Forag’d that 
Morning ; bur, upon Notice of the Confederates Ap- 
"proach, they march’d with great Precipitation to Book^- 
worn, not thinking fit to ftand the Hazzard of a Battle ; 

^ . . They alfo abandon’d TONGERJEN, after they had 
up the Walls and the Tower. The Duke pur- 
preach of fu’d them with all poffible Diligence, and advanc’d 
^ League of their Camp 3 and altho’ the 
^eckyr parted, the two Armies, and the Enemy had fe- 
cur’d all the Bridges and Paffes of the River, yet they 
ima*ph’d themfelves not fecure enough, but retreated 
to Banut^ 4 '^.,{joi that the Allies march’d to Thys^ and 
there Encamp’d : Whereupon, the French drew up in 
Order of Battle, and fenr away their Baggage, as if 
they had intended to have come to an Engagement; but 
they thought better of the Matter, and immediately 
rerir d Before 'tbe Confederates.,,. 

. T H E Allies by thefe means, finding it impracticable 
■ p bring the Enemy to a Battle, refoly'd vo put feme 
' • ■ ' ' “ ‘ Importani 
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Important Defign in Execution in SjpaniJh-Flanders ^ A N N O 
and in Order thereto. General Coehorn (who had drawn 1703- 
together a very confiderable Anny) towards the end of 
June, made the neceflary Difpofirions for attacking the 
French LINES in feveral Places at once. Baron 
Spaar was appointed to Command fome Troops, that 
were to adt near Steken j Monfieur Coehorn with another 
Detachment, pafs’d over the Scheld, to make an Attack 
near Liefkenjhock -• And, General Ohdam (with the reft 
of the Army) ftaid on this fide the Scheld, in order to 
make an Attempt on the Lines before Antwerp). The 
French had at that time two flying Camps j one com- 
manded by the Marquiftof Bedmar, and another about 
Bruges, by the Count De La Matte. Baron Spaar on 
the ayth o| June in the Morning, perceiving that the 
Count obferv’d him Diligently ; to deceive him, feign’d 
a March towards Bruges ■ but returning, advanc’d di-

in Hand. Upon this Occafion, xzco Men of Baron 
Spaar s Detachment were Kill’d and Wounded, among 
whom, were feveral Officers of Diftindion ; particu- 
larly, two Brigadier - Generals Wounded, and Mon- 
fieur De Vajfy ( Governor of Sas-Van-Gbent ) Kill’d. 

Baron Spaar had alfo one flight Wound, and his Purfe . 

(which had only one Piftol in it) fav’d his Thigh. 

About the fame time, Monfieur Coehorn attack’d the 
Enemy’s LINES at the Point of Cailo, which were 
(after a fliort Refiftance ) forc’d ; the Redoubt on the 
Point of St. Anthony was alfo attack’d, which the Ene- 
my feem’d at firft rcfolv’d to defend p but at laft, they « 
furrender’d at Diferetion. 

THE forcing of the French Lines, occafion’d no

But, as nothing is more Preca- 
rious than the Fortune of "War, their Expedations 
were foon at an End, by a furprizing Account fent by 
-General pbdam from Breda, wherein he acquainted the 
STATES, that the French had furrounded the Body 
of the Forpes under his Command, and having march’d 
from Lille to Eckgren, had put them to a total Rout ; 
That, he had made his Efcape to Breda with only 30 
■ Horfe, and could give no farther Account of their Ar- 
my. This put the Dutch into a very great Confterna- 
tion, till they had receiv’d feveral more fatis&dory Re- 
lations of this Battle j panicularly one from Monfieur 
Mep, and another from Lieutenant-General Slandenbourg. 
jBut to give a juft Idea of this Adion (which was the 
, moft confiderable, that this CAMPAIGN afforded 
in the Low-Countries) I fhall recite General Slanden^ 
hourgh’s Letter to the States, which will plainly fliew to 
whom the Vidory ought to be Attributed.

Gemrd ** AFTER that, by Order of your High and Migh- 
slangen- “ A* tineffes,' your Army under the Command of the

tbe Battle ofu pgj.^ thjs little Army ftiould march from the Camp

felf, reprefented the ill Scicuation of a Camp there, 
“ with fo fmall a Number of Troops, being but three 
“ quarters of a League from the Enemies Line, who, 
“ according to the Reppet of General Coehorn, were 
“ able to Affable 50 Bittalions, that they had Pofted 
“ from iiiNr . to Oftendi befides that, they might be 
■“ reiqfomd from their Grand Army, whereas we had 
“ no fuchotifs to exped upon an Exigency, even not 
.* from the Troops that General Coehorn Commanded. 


“COUNT Tilly and my felf further Reprefented, 
“ That the Enemy being fuperiour to us there, they might 
* ■ at any time cut off our Retreat ; and having repeated 
^ Advice that the Enemy were ftronger in their Lines, 


fJithJta we in our Army^ and th^t our Grand Army 
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had march'd on the other fide of the feeder, as alfo, ANNO 
that of the Enemy, which was advanc'd as far as 1703. 
Tirhmont^ and that we had befides. Advice, that the 
Enemy expeded Reinforcements in their Lines : We 
have not been able to obtain any thing more, from ail 
thefe Remonftrances, than that our heavy Baggage 
imglit be fent to Bergen vp :^oom ; which was fent 
away the fame Morning, about the time, that 
Marefchal JBouffiers arriv’d in his Lines, with a confi- 
derable Body of Cavalry and Dragodns, and, ac- 
cording to the Report of Prifoners, 70 Companies 
of Grenadiers ; who, without lofs of Time, drawing 
all the Troops together out of their Lines, with the 
Marquifs de Bedmar^ Prince Serclas, Marefchal Pi 7 - 
■ lercy'^^ Son, and feveral other General Officers, 

' march'd with incredible Diligence ; and, having poft- 
' ed an Ambufeade of Dragoons before our Left Wing, 

^ advanc’d with the Grofs of their Army to Cafeile^ 

' which is on the back part of our Camp, before w^ 

‘ had the leaft Advice of their March^ or of their 

* Dcfign, We Ihould not have had any Intelligence 
' of ’em, before we had been furrounded, if Count 
‘ Tilly y my Self, and fome of our Major Generals, go- 

* ing a little out of our Camp, had not met the Am- 

* bufeade of Dragoons about one a Clock, very near 
' our great Guard of Cavalry* We all difeovering 

* the faid Ambufeade, believ’d the Enemy defign’d to 
attack us ; wc put our Troops under Arms, and in- 
form’d Monfieur Obdam of what we had done* A 
Guard, that was upon the Tower of Eckeren Church 
at the fame rime, advis’d us, that the Enemy appear’d 

** with a great Force about Cafeile^ and that they con- 
rinu’d to Advance* Monfieur Obdam refblv’d there- 
upon to retire under Lilloy and order’d two Squa- 
drons of Dragoons to poffcfs themfelves of the Pofl: 

** of Homny to cover the March of the Army. Whilft 
** Monfieur D'Ohdam was buly in difpofing the Troops 
for their March, we had Advife that the Enemy 
were advanc’d to Bowen, and had puOi’d back the 
two Squadrons of Dragoons, by which our Retreat 
to Lillo was cut off. Brigadier Schulemburgh was 
detach’d, in the beginning, with two Regiments of 
Saxe Gotha, to take Poft at Muisbroc^, and Gel^ug, on 
this fide Bowen, ro cover our Retreat* But, being ^ 
arriv’d there, he found that Poft., well guarded by ^ 
f the Dragopns and Grenadiers 5- and their Forces be-

“ the Enemies alfo poffeft of that, which oblig’d him

It was reiblv’d thereupon, to Attack the Enemy, and

a U p O N this, we refblv*d to make the moft Vi- 
gorous Attempts we could : Count Tilly detach'd feme 
Cavalry, under Major General Bomfe/ch, tofupporc 
the Infantry along the Dike, which had been a long 
time engag’d in a moft Bloody manner ; and the 
Fre72ch Cavalry had done the fame thing, to fupport 
their Infantry. Major General Hompefeh^ upon this 
Occafion, Conduded the Cavalry with fo much Pru- 
dence, and Bravery, that feveral French Squadrons 
were forc’d, from whom we took fome Standards, 
and Kettle Drums 5 feveral Battalions were put to 
the Rout, and the pnemy pufli’d back above a quar- 
ter 'of a ieague. 


« BRIGADIER Wyk^, and all the other Briga^ 
diers and Colonels, having fpenr their Powder and 
Ball, caus’d their Bayonets to be fix’d to the Mouths 
of their Muskets, to purfue the Enemy. As the 
B A T T L E was Obftinate and Bloody, all the Way 
along the Dike, and thereabouts, was cover’d with 
Dead and Wounded Mei|. 


I THEN took Poft upon the Key of a Canal; 
joining to the Dike, where I put two Battalions, and 
the Cavalry behind, to maintain it to the laft Exrre- 
micy, in cafe the firft Troops fhould happen to be 
brolten 5 and for the Security of the reft of the Re^, 
giments, which were expeded in the Night. 

BUT, the Enemy was fb much Diforder’d, tfiai 
they had no defire to renew the Fight there : They 
tried, during the* Heat of the Attack, (which I have 
juft niow fpoke of) to force us behind ; having caus’d 
four Battalions of Antwerp, and of Fort U Croix, to 
Attack us on the fide of the Village, and along ano- 
ther Dike of Willemerdonck,. But, as they found that

nets in the Muzzels of their Muskets. 

" MAJOR General Freijheim, and C. De Dona, (a 
“ Brigadier,) were detach’d with four Battalions, and 
march’d over Ground Travers’d with Ditches, where 
they were forc’d to wade up to their Middle in Wa- 
“ ter to attack the Enemy in the Flank, and behind 
“ that Poft. We caus’d allb feme Regiments to Ad- 
“ vance along that Dike, and Count Tilly march’d 
“ with fome Squadrons of Dragoons, after having fired 
“ leveral Cannon Shots upon that Poft, To that the 
“ Enemy was Attack’d with the utmoft Vigour, in 
" Flank, Front, and Behind j and oblig’d, not only to 
“ abandon that Poft, from whence we drove them, 
“ but we alfo puflt’d them from the Sluices, where. 
“ they were Intrench’d : We Purfu’d them as far as 
“ Fort Ia Croix, which open’d us a Paflage along the 
“ Dikes to Lilio j where we Retir’d in good Order,

" I CAN affure your High and MightinelTes, that alt 
“ the 'Troops, Cavalry, Infantry, and Dragoons, have

the Officers High and Low, and the Soldiers, for the

ACCORDING to the beft Computation, the 
Dutch loft in this Engagement 1717 Men Kilfd, 1005 
Wounded, 694 Prifoners or Deferted, and 376 Horfes^ 
whereas the French bad near 1600 Men Kill’d and 
Wounded, befides 150 Officers: And notwithftanding^ 
Monficur Ohdam (whole Conducfl was feverely cenfur’d) 
went off in the midft of the Adion, yet the other Dutch 
Generals, maintain'd the Fight with fuch admirable 
Prefence of Mind, that the Enemy were oblig’d to 
abandon the Field of Battle, and march off by Night, 
without Beat of Drum, or Sound of Trumpet, towards 
their Lines, Marefchal Bouffiers Army was at leaft 
30000 Men : The greateft Part of their chofen Troops, 
a great many General Officers, and Young French Lords 
accompanied him : The firft to affift him, and the lat^* 
ter to acquire Glory, and fignalize chemfelves : Where- 
as the Confederate Army did not exceed above 10000 
Men, But, the French Court, to make that Adion ap- 
pear with all the Luftre of a compleac Victory on their 
fide, made no Scruple to Acknowledge, that the Allies 
were Stiperiour in Infantry, Advantageoufly Polled, 
Oblig’d CO abandon the Field of Battle ; as alfo, their 
Wounded, Tents, Baggage, 6 Peices of Cannon, 44 
Mwars, their Ammunition, Provifions, 150 Artillery 
Waggons, fevcral Colours and Drums, with the Lofs 
of 4000 Men upon the Spot, and 500 made Prifoners, 
But the Relation Monfieur Slangenbourg has given of* 
the Battle, feems to be more Faithful and Aurhentick, 
than any chat have been given in France^ where general- 
ly a greater Regard is had to the Glory of the K I N 
than to the Truth of the F A C T, 

T iy[E Allies, being willing to repair the Difadvan-' 
tages they fuftaiffd in the Adtion at Eckeren^ join’d all 
their Forces . wk|i^ a Delign to come to an En-* 

gagemenr with Marefchal who encamping near 

St, rang'd a-if his’ Forces in Order of Battle ; and 
gave our, that he refolv’d to ftay there for the Duke of 
Mdrlbcrough, The Duke, and General Juver^juer^ue^'' 
looping he would be as good as his Word, march’d with 
theitj^Aro^y under their Command, in feveral Columns 
to Mi^eg^kaat (which was bur half a League from the 

Enemies 
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Enemies Camp) who, to all outward Appearance, made ANNCt 
great Preparation for a Vigorous Adion. General Sinn-- 1703, 
genhourg^ decamping from Lilh^ march*d all Night, LOiTnJ 
and arriv'd early in the Morning, between Eckeren and 
Cafdle, to attack them on that fide : And, the Duke of ^ 

Marlborough^ with his Army, advanc'd in a great Plain 
over againlt the Enemy, and caus'd four Peices of Can- 
non to" be difeharg d for a Signal to General Siangan^ 
bourg, in order for him to begin the Attack.

In which Motion, a Detachment of the Royal LIN ES. 

Regiment of Dragoons, happen'd to fall in with one of 
the Enemies Out-Guards of Forty Horfe ; who, after 
one Difcharge retir'd, and were chas’d by the Englijh^ 
to the very Barrier of their Intrenchm^nrs ; which 
afforded a very feafonable Opportunity to the Confede- 
rate-Generals, to have a perfed; View of the Enemies 
Lines* 

ON the 1 6th of Auguft, a great Detachment of the Jawj!- 
Confedcrate Army under the Duke of Marlborough^ 
came before {a) HVT; upon wfaofe Approach, the 
Governourof the Place broke down the Bridge, and 
retir’d with his Garrifon into the Caftle and Forts. 

The Trenches were Open'd on the 17th in the Night; 
the Prince of Anhalt^ commanded the Attack againft 
Fort Sc. jofeph^ and Colonel Frederick, Hamilton^ that 
againft Fort Picard.

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'ANNO Garrifba quitted the Forts, of which the Befiegers took 
1703. Pofleffion : As alfo, of Fort ^ouge, which is in a man- 
ner commanded by the other Two. On the 23d, the 
Befiegers began to Play upon the Caftie 5 and on the 
4 25th, all things «being ready for a General Storm, the 

Batteries Fir d without Intermiffioii the whole After- 
noon : And, feveral Ladders being fix*d to the Foot of 
the Caftie, the Befieg'd thought fit to beat a Parly, and 
offer’d to Surrender, provided that the Garrifon fliouid 
be allow'd to March to Namury with the ufual Marks 
of Honour. This Propofitio^ was rejeded by the Duke 
of Marlborough ; who fent Word to the Governor, That 
{notwithftanding the Advantages he had over him) if the 
Garrifon would lay down their Arms, all that belong’d 
, to the OiEcers and Soldiers fliould be allow’d them, 
and they ftiould be exchang’d for a like Number of 
the Confederates Men, whenever Marefchal Villercy 
Ihould require it. Thefe Conditions not being at firft al- 
low’d of, Orders were given for renewing the Affault : 
But, the Soldiers refufing to defend the Place any longer, 
TjbpGatdfonMonfieur Milton (the Governor) was forc’d to accept 
furrender Terms offer’d him by the Duke of Marlborough ; 

and, the Garrifon (amounting to 900 Men) were made # 
Prifoners of WAR, and to remain till the two Regi- 
ments taken fome time before in Tongeren by the French^ 

’ were releas’d. There was found in the Caftie, a confi** 
derable Quantity of Ammunition and Provifions ; And 
during the whole Siege, the Confederates had not 
above 20 Men Kill’d, and 35 Wounded : Whereas the 
Lofs of the Enemy was above double the Number. 
In purfnance of the Articles agreed on, the Garrifon 
march’d out of theXiradel the 27th in the Morning, 
and were all difarm’d except the Officers, who had the 
Favour granted them of keeping their Swords. 

• THE Duke of Marlborough (as I have intimated 
before) having with great Care and Diligence, inform’d 
Condition of the Enemies LINES,- 
and taken the beft Advice where they might be Farc’d 
with greateft Probability of Succefs; occafion’d a Grand 
* Council of W A R, which was held in the Confederate 
Camp, at Val-Notre^Ddmey a few Days before Huy was 
furrender’d. The Duke of Marlborough^ the Deputies 
of the States-General, WiviCitm D" Auverquerquey Mon- 
■ iieur Slangenbourghy and feveral Lieutenant and Major- 
Generals yfcre prefent^ .Queftioju in Debate 
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Was, What would be inoft proper to be put In Exedu- dNNQi 
tion, after Huj fliould be in their PolTellion. And, the lyoj, 
Siege of Limbourg being Propos’d, the Duke of Marlbo- 
rough, and Ibme other Generals, were of Opinionj that 
Attacking the Enemies LI N E S between the Mehaigne 
and the Leuve, might be an Enterprife, that would 
coniribute much more to the Glory and Advantage of 
the Confederate Arms. But, this Propofar(tho’ back’d 
with very cogent Arguments) was Oppos’d by the De- 
puties of the Stares, and the Dutch Generals, who 
would nor confent to hazard their Troops in an Adiott , 

fo very Precarious ; and in which, if the French Ihould 
gain the Vidory, the United-Provinces would remairl 
expos’d to their Incurfions. So that, the Projed of at- 
tacking their Lines was kid afide, and a Refolution 
taken to Bcfiege (a) LIMBOV^G, which was accof- Limbotirg 
diagly invefted (on September 19th) by Lieutenanr-Ge-*®^^‘^.^. 
nerai Brulau, with Z4 Squadrons of Horfe and Dra- ^te^^**'’** 
goons. The next Day the Foot arriv’d, and the Can- 
non and Ammunition being come to the Duke 

of Marlborough came the Morning following, with the 
Hereditary Prince of Hejfe-Caffel, and a farther Detach- 
ment of 1 5 Squadrons, and 24 Battalions. The Befiegers, 
having march’d to their fcveral Pofts, and ail the Artille- 
ry and ether NecelTaries being come up j a Lieutenant- 
Colonel with 300 Men, was order’d to Attack the Lower 
Town, from whence the Enemy retir’d upon the firft 
Aflault, and the Befiegers rook PolfelEon of it. On 
the lyth, and zdth, the Confederates play’d upon the 
Upper Town with their Cannon Night and D4.y, with 
fuch Succefs, that having made a very wide Breach, 
they were preparing for a General StoPm the next Day ; 
which the Enemy perceiving, beat a Parly, and Sur- 
render’d to the Allies : The Garrifon, to the Number 
of 1400 Men, being made Prifoners of War.

Taking of which Place, the Allies became entire Ma-- 
fters of the Sfanijh Gueldcrland, The Lofs of fo many 
important Places, was no fmall Difadvantage to the 
French, and the Duke of Marlborough held daily Con- 
fultations, and us’d all poffible Stratagems to bring 
them to a dccifive Battle 5 but, they were contented to

^proceedings HAVIN G already mention’d the Jundion of the 
ijiCcmany*fr^.^j2c/?

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^ N NO their Lines on the i6th enfuing j but on the i sth, when 
1703. his Highiiefs thought to have been Re-inforc’d by fome 
other Battalions, Count Naffau came Riding to the 
Princes Quarters, and told him that the Enemy was at 
Hand, marching direcSkly to Attack him, and defir d 
him to Command the Right Wing to their Arms. This 
was very fnrprizing News to the Prince, becaufe the 
Count had conftantly aifur d him, that Marefchal Taliari 
was not in a Condition to come out of his Lines. How« 
ever, he mounted immediately, and obferving, that 
the Palatine Quarrer-Mafter-General had rang’d the

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"anno ticukrly Refpeded for his Acqiiifitions in the Battle of 
1703, Sfirebach^ ^nd liking of Landau, Marefchal was 

highly Applauded for having fo well Conduded the 
Army, as to Preferve the Lines, and avoid coming to 
a General Battle with the Duke of Marlborough, (who 
endeavour’d all he could to ^engage him to it:) And, 
Marefchal Boufflers was look’d upon as a Heroe of the 
Campaign in Flanders ; and (according to the Talk at 
Court) had done Wonders at the Battle of Bckerenv 
Bur, all thefe Advantages were Eclips’d by the King 
of Portugal^ and the Duke of Savoy, having declar’d 
themfelves in Favour of the Allies 5 and did not make 
the French King amends, for the Lofs of fo many Towns, 
that the Confederates had made themfelves Mafters of

" cciv’d a Numerous Army of F J^E NC H into his 
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^MNNO tries, into the utmoft Confufion and Uneafioefs : Sd 
170^ that, there was great Rcafon ro believe, that there 
** would be a General Revolution, and Defolation in 
German;^ unlefs a feafonable Provillon was made. Pro* 
portionabifi to the Greacnefs of the Impending Dan- 
ger. H E Intimated, that he was entirely Satisfied 
" with the 2 'eai that Her Majefty's Minifters bad Ex* 

• prefs'dTor the Common Caufe, and with the Regard

In the 
Scheiienberg jx^ean time, the Artillery began to Fire upon the Enemy, 
who anfwer d briskly from their Batteries, and caus’d 
us to judge by their Difpoiitions, that the Difpute 
would be very Sharp. After the Cannon on both fides 
had Play’d above an Hour, the EngHfa and Dutch Foot, 
fupported by the Horfe and Dragoons, began the At- 
tack with wonderful Bravery and Refolution, before 
the Impridijis could arrive ; bur, having the greateft 
‘ part of the Enemy’s Forces to deal with, they were at 
firft oblig’d to give Ground. Soon after, the Imferk^ 
lifts came up very feafonably, and being led on in good 
Order by the Prince of Badeuy advanc’d to the Enemy’s 
Works, without once firing, threw their Fafeines into 
the Ditch, and pafs’d over with inconfiderable Lofs. 
The Enemy’s Horfe charg’d them Vigoroufly, but were 
Repuls’d ; and then the hnferial Cavalry entring their 
iatrenchments, and the Engiijh and Dutch breaking in 
about the fame time, the Confederates made a terrible 
Slaughter of the Enemy. Lieutenant General Gm^ 
(who commanded the firft Detachment of Foot) and 
Major-General- Sdnhmn (both in the Dutch Service) 
Joft their Lives, very much lamented. The Horfe and 
Dragoons fhar’d the Glory of the Day with the Infan- 
try ; and all the Confederate Troops, behav’d them- 
fclvcs with incredible Bravery and Refolution : Bur, 
as the Attack vjas begun by a Battalion of the Englijh 
Foot-Guards, and the Regiments of Orkney and Bz- 
goldshy^ they fuifer’d very much. The Enemy’s Forces 
confiftedof 31000 Men, (all choice Troops) comman- 
ded in chief by Count D'Arco^ and under him, by two 
Sav^rian, and two French Lieutenant-Generals. As 
. foon as the Confederates had poffcfs’d the Intrench- 
ments, the Enemy ran away in great Confufion to Do^ 
ftawert^ and the Danube 5 but, being clofely purfued by 
the Horfe and Dragoons, a great many follow’d the Ex- 
ample of their Generals, who fav^d thcmfelvcs by fwim- 
ming over that River. The Lofs of the Enemy wa§ 
computed to be about 600a Men. The Confederates 
made thcmfelvcs Matters of t 6 Pieces of Cannon," 13 
Colours, with all rheir Tents and Baggage. The Duke 
of Marlborough acquir’d great Honour in this Adion ; 
giving '•i)ircd:ions with mraordinary Pfcfencc of Mind,* 
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anti expofing his iPerfon m the greateft Danger. Prince ^NNO 
Lewis of Baden was Wounded, who perform’d the Part 1704, 
of a brave Experienc’d General, as was alfo the Here- 
dirary Prince of Heffe Cajpl, who, throoiic the whole 
Adlion, gave fignai Proofe of an undaunted Courage. 

The Hcroick Count Stirum was mortally Wounded. 

General Thungen^ Count tiorn^ Lieutenant General 
PVood^ Major-General Paland, and fevcral other Officers 
of Diftinliion, were likewife Wounded. The next 
Day the Bavmm Garrifon quitted (n) DO NAWEBT, 
upon the Approach of the Confederates, and broke 
down the Bridges ; bur, had not rime to deftroy their 
Ammunition and Provifions, as they had intended. 

The Elcdor of Bavaria, hearing of the Defeat of his

During which time, the Duke of Marlborough order’d 
a little Rivulet and Morafs in the Front of the Enemy 
to be founded ; and, where^it was found Impaffible, 

Orders were given to the Horfe of our fecond Line, to 
Provide themfelvcs, each vSquadre^ with 20 Fafciiies, 
to facilitate our getting over. 

THESE Preparations being made, the Duke of 
Marlborough gave Orders for a. General Attack, which 
was begun about One o’rh* Clock. Prince Eugoie, and 
the Imperial General Officers, were on rhp Right : 

General Churchill, the Lord Cuttsf Lieutenant-General 
Lumhy, the Lord Ork^ney, and Lieutenant-General J«- 
gotdshy, wich the reft of the Englijh and Dutch Gcne- 
x^als, were on the Left : And, the Duke of Marlborough 
(in the Centre) Commanded the Whole. The Difpute 
was wonderfully Sharp and Obftinate, and continued 
near 4 Hours ; at which time, the Troops under Prince 
Eugenie, being hard Prefs’d by the Bavarians, began to 
give Way ; Whereupon the Duke of Marlborough went in 
Perfon thither, and Order’d the Corp Be E^ferve to Ad- 
vance, who having pafs’d the Rivulet, ftopp’d the Ene^ 
my from any farther Progrefs. In the mean rime, the 
Englijh and Diitch Troops gain’d Ground upon the 
Erench ; and foon after, oblig’d their Horfe to retire in 
great Confufion, leaving their Foot behind them, which 
were for the moft part cut in Pieces. The Battle was 
^exceeding Blocjdy- and Obftinate, and lafted 'til! Sun- 
fett s when it pleas’d 'G O D 10 give the Allies a Com- 
" ' " ' pleat 
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anno pleat and Glorioos Vidory : Great Numbers of the 
170A. Enemy having been cat off in the Adion, as well as in 
. -,^^the Retreat, befides, above 30 Squadrons of the French 
T^Coa^ Horfe, which the Duke pufh'd into the Danube, where 
derates ^ain jjg ^he grcatcft part Perifli ; Marefchal TA LLA l^D 
theViSory. . pgyejal of his General-Officers) being at the 
fame time taken Prifoners. Thofe who fled towards 
HO CHST£T rallied once, making a fliew of defend- 
ing the reft ; but the Regiment of Bothmar fac’d them, 
and kept them in awe for fome time, and bein^ foon 
ioin’d by other Regiments, the Enemy Gallop d fuff 
freed tow-ards Hochjiet. The French Horfe being en- 
tirely defeated, and our Troops Mafters^ of alt the 
Ground, which was between the Enemy’s Left, and 
the Village of Bleinheim ; 2,8 Battalions, and 12 Squa- 
drons of Dragoons, which were in that Village, find- 
ing themfelves cut off from the reft of their Army, and 
defpairingof making their Efcape, lard down their 
Arms, deliver’d their Cojpiirs and Standard's, and fur- 
render’d thc-mfelves Prifoners at Diferetion. 

IT muff be acknowledg’d, that this Memorable 
Battle, was one of the moft Stupendious that has been 
Recorded in Hiftory ; and at the fame time, it muft 
be allow’d, that the two Confederate Generals, (the 
Duke of Marlborough, and Prince Eugene) defeiye the 
Higheft Encomium : BOTH, giving their Commands 
with ail imaginable ^edatenefs and Prefcnee of Mind ; 
and expofmg their Perfons (where-ever their Prefence 
was ncccffary), 'with unparalell’d Courage and Refolu- 
tion. The Duke very narrowly cfcap'd beirrg^ fliot by 
a Cannon-Ball’, which graz’d under his Horfe’s Belly, 
and cover’d him all over with Dirt 5 inforauch, that 
lie was thought to have been dafli’d in Peiccs : The 
Prince was alfo in the rhickeft of the Enemy’s Fire, 
bur, had the good Fortune to efcape unhurt. _ The o- 
ther Generals of the Confederate Army, difeharg’d 
their refpedkive Commands with great Condud: and 
Valour : And, among the reft, the Hereditary Prince 
of Hejfe Caffet, and the Prince of Hannover (Generals) 
l.umley, Hmpefeb, and Buloto (Lieutenants -General) 
JVood and Villert (Major-Generals of Horfe) the Lord 
Cutts, the Lord Orkney, and IhgoLlsby (Lieutcnants-Gc- * 
neral) "rhe Prince of HolJlein-Beck_, M'ilktns, and Sr. 
Fita/ (Majors-General) and Fergufon, and Bterow/- 
dorf. deferve particularly to be Recorded. 

THE 
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■ THE Enemy's Lofs (according to their own Co!v f704, 
fcffion in feveral Intercepted Letters^ amounted to neat 
4G000 Men 5 in v^hich Number they include 4 or Sooo Lofs of the 
they loft in their Precipitate Retreat to the Black-For- 
Tcft, either by Deferdon, or by the Purfuit of Huffars^^ 
and Fe^fdnts, who made a great Slaughter of the 
Stragglers. This Computation does not feem impro- 
bable^ conlidering the Number of Prifoners wc made 
exceeded 13000 Men, of which above 1200 were 
Officers : That we cut in Peiccs 10 French Battalions 
on their Right, and overthrew into the Danube above 
30 Squadrons of Horfe and Dragoons, moft of whom 
were Drowned : That their Left-Wing did alfo fuifer 
very much, (efpecially the Foot) That befides 95 Offi- 
cers that were found at Hocbftet^ Diliingen and 
gen ; the Number of the Wounded that they brought 
off from Vlniy were above 7000 Men, Befides, in the 
great LoCs which they fuftain’d, there were included 
feveral OFFICERS of confiderablc Diftindion. 

The Count De Verue ( General of the Horfe ) was 
Kilfd : Monfieur De Bufen, and the Count De Clernm-^ 
haut fLieiitenants-General) were drown'd in the Drf- 
nuhe : Meffieurs De Blainville^ and Surlauhe (Licurc- 
nants-General) Died of their Wounds : Monfieur De 
MnriUc ^Brigadier, only Son to the Councellor of State 
of that Name) the Duke Dc Hunuers (Brother of the 
Duke D" A M O N T) the Marquifles De Arfajou^ Dt 
Hauteford, and# De Bennghen^ were cither KUrd or 
Drown'd : The Marquift De La Baulme (only Son to 
Marcfchai TAL LA J^D) was Mortally Wounded, and 
Died a feiv Days afer the Adion.

veil that Night,* wc had an Exprefs from Him, that 
the Enemy were come over, and defiring that he 
might be Rc-infbrc*d as fooii as poffiblc; ‘Where- 
upon, I orderd my ’Brother Churchill to Advance at 
One o’th* Clock in the Morning, with his ao Batta- 


lions, and by Three, the whole Army was in Mo- 
tion. For the greater Expedition, I order d part of 
the Troops to pafs over the Datiube, and follow the

Whereupon, we refolv'd to Attack 
them, and accordingly, we March’d between 3 and 
4 Yeftcrday Morning, from the Camp at Munfler^ 
leaving all our Tents ftanding 5 and, about Six, we 
came in View of the Enemy, who, we found, did 
not expedh fo early a Vific. The Cannon began to 
Play, labour half an Hour after Eight, and form'd 
■** rhemfelves in two Bodies ; the EledJror, with Mon- 
fieur Marjin^ and their Troop on our Right, and 
Marefifhai Mallard, with all nis own, on his Left, 
which laft fell to my Share. They had two little Ri-

And, in the Village of B LBI H- 
HEIM fwhich the Enemy had Intrench'd and For- 
tified, and where they made the greatefk Oppofeion) 
I Obliged i 6 entire BaccaUons^ and i x Squadrons of 
Dragoons^ to furrender themfelves Prifoners at Dif- 
crecion. Wc took likewife^ all their Tents ftanding, 
with their Cannon and Ammunition, as alfo, a great 
** Number of Standards,' Kettle-Drums, and Cdours, 
in the Adion : So chat, I reckon, the greateft part 
^^ ofMonfieur Tailards Armj m Taken or Deftroy'd. 
The Bravery of all our Troops upon this Occahon, 
cannot be cxprcfs*d ; the Generals, as tvell as the 
Officers and Soldiers, behaving themfelvcs with the 
greateft Courage and Refolution : The Horfc and 
Dragoons, having been Oblig’d to charge 4 or 5 
** feveral times. The Elcdor, and Monheur De Marfm^ 
were fo Advantageoufly Polled, that Prince Eugme 
could make no Impreffion on them till the Third Ac- 
tack, at near Seven at Night, when he made a great 
Slaughter of them : But being near a Wood fide, a

Evening, we tindcrftood that they had pafs’d the Drf- 
nul^e at Lnmngen ; upon which, at Midnight, 1 or-

gene ; and, at Three in the Morning, I began to March

“ and Bdnheim) fuffer’d very much. Prince Eugene^ 
with the Imperial Troops, the Pruffmns and Danijh 
“Foot, attack’d on his fide, the Eledorof Bavaria, 
f %nd found fo great Refiftance, that the French were 
** Routed, and the Eledor retir’d with better Order, 
but not without great Lofs. That Prince, and the 
French being thus defeated, Battalions of the 
French retir’d into HOCHSTET; where, being 
I cover’d by a Caftle, they could not be forc’d without 
Cannon : They defended themfelves till towards 
J Night, againft the EngUfh and Dutch, but were then 
Oblig’d to furrender themfelves Prifoners at Diferetion, 
with all their Generals.

** Here (Brigadier) have been made Prifoners. We have 
taken a great deal of Cannon, but, I cannot yet 
learn the Number of Pieces, and other Particulars, 
The Prince of BolJiein^Beck (Major-General) who 
arriv’d in our Camp but the Day before, was dange- 
rouily Wounded, taken Prifoner by the Enemy, and 
** put upon a Waggon to be carried awayj but, the 
Cavalry being defeated, we found him on the faid 
Waggon^ having 3 or 4 dangerous Wounds ; Majo#^ 
general Naefmnr (in the Prujftan Troops) was alfo 
dangeroufly Wounded, We have likewife loft a- 
mongft our Cavalry fome Officers ; and, of the Re- 
giment of the Count De Erpach^ we had his Brother

and another : But, I fliall fend a Lift of the Officers 
Kill' d and Wounded with all poffible Speed* The 
Fight was very Bloody and Obftinate in the Begin- 
ning, becaufe we Attack’d the Enemy with great 
Difad vantage, and befides, they were confidcrably 
ftrongcr than Us. 

T H E Enemy (according tv> the Report of Defer- 
ters) earneftly wifh’d that we would Attack them in 
their Advantageous Pofts i but, thro’ GODs Blef- 
* fing, the very Difadvantage that we lay under, has 
been the Occafion of fuch a compleat Vidory, that 
'Vnone can ' fufficiently return Thanks for the fame. 

The Duke of Marthmugh gave Orders with great 
** Prudence and Condud, and expos’d himfelf in the 
moft dangerous Places during the whole Adion, gi- 
ving Diredions with a great Prefence of Mind, a- 
midft the hotteft Fire. Prince Eugene^ on his part, 
has done as much as poffible : And, the Hereditary 
Prince of HeJJi-Cajfel, was in the midft of the Adion, 
and has very much diftinguififd himfelf.

cover’d by a thin Wood. The Eledlor having prefs’d 
"to march forward, upon a Belief that the Enemy 
" were not join’d, Monfieur Be Fatlari conknt^i to it, 

" and rdy’d upon People who had ferv’d a Year and 
half in that Country, to poft himfelf as L told you^^ ~ 

" The Camp was hardly marking, when Information 
*’ was brought to the Marefcbal, that the Enemy ap- 
” pear’d on the other fide of the Rivulet, that border'd 
*’ the Front of our Camp. He went that way imme- 
" diardy, and, having caus’d fome Troops to go over, 

" the Enemy retir’d to their Camp. Several People 
” prefs’d the Eledor to march up to them, affuring 
** him that they were not join’d. The Marelcbais dit 
" fuaded him from it ; reprefenring to him, that, be- 
” fore they advanc’d, they ought to be throughly In- 
form’d. In order to that, a great I>etachment was 
” made to approach them nearer ; and we made fome 
” Prifoners, who ^ffur d us, that they were join’d : 

” Whereupon we return’d back, find had no other 
■’ Thoughts than to Encamp. About Five of the Clock 
” in the Morning, the Enemy march’d in their turn, to 
” view us, with the great Biquet^, with whom they ad- 
” vanc’d as far as Sminingen^ and then retir’d. The 
next Day, at two of the Clock in the Morning, the 
"Enemy beat the Genera!^ and march’d in order to 
" Attack us. We were ftiil ignorant of their Defign at 
" Six of the Clock in the Morning ; but feeing them 
*’ advance towards us in Four great Columns, we began 
to^beiieve that they had a mind to fight us. We beat 
” the General in our Camp, and fooa after, founded to 
'' Horfe : And in that Interval, the Refolution was 
Z taken, how we fliould Poft our felves. To make yon 
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'A N N 0 . ” comprehend ic wirhout a Plan, and at this Diftancej! 

1 704* ” I muft refume the Scituation of our Camp. Our 
” Right reach’d to the Danube, having the Village of 
” Bleinheim in our Front, where was Monfieur De TaU 
’’ lard's Quarters ; and the Village of Lutv^ingen to the 
” Left of our Camp, where was the Eicdor’s Quar- 
*’ tors. All the firft Line of Foot of Monfieur De Tal- 
” lard had its Right to the Danube, that it might be at 
” Hand, to be Pofted in the Village of Bleinheim, 
” which was before it. That firft Line was of Nine- 
” teen Battalions, on the Left of which we had Pofted 
” all our firft Line of Horfc j fo that they join’d the 
” Horfe of Monfieur Marcin. Next to this was the 
’’reft of his Army, which reach’d as far as the Hill, 
*’ and of which I fliall not give you the Particulars, 
” Ixjcaufe I was not there, having been fufficiently em- 
” ploy’d in our Right. The Second Line was drawn 
" up as ufual ; that is to fay, the Infantry in the Cen- 
” tre : 'The two Armies having Communication one 
’’with another, and making together 80 Battalions, 
” and 140 Squadrons. In the Centre of both our Ar- 
"mies there was a Hill, which Commanded all the 
” Plain, and whofe gentle declivity reach’d as far as 
” the Rivulet that ran along the Front of our Camp j 
” and over againft that Hill, was d Village call’d On- 
” derkiave, which we caus’d to be fer on Fire,, as well 
” as two Mills, that were on the Rivulet, in the Way 
” down to Bleinheim j fo that it was refolv’d to defend 
” only the Paffage of the Rivulet, and the Morafs, 
” the Generals being order’d to Charge the Enemy as 
” they pafs’d, and to take heed not to let too many of 
“ them f aft. This Refolution being taken, we Pofted 
” in the Village of Bleinheim, the 19 Battalions of 
” our Firft Line, and Seven of the Second. We plac’d 
’’ there alfo, our Four Regiments of Dragoons, on 
” Foot, to the Right, along the Danube ; and, from 
" the Village of Bleiidieim to that of Overklawe, we 
” Pofted on Two Lines, 48 Squadrons of Monfieur 
" De TaSards Army, and 3a of that of Monfieur De 
*’ and 9 Battalions in the Centre j and the 
” Brigades of Chtmfagne and Bourbonnois, to the Right 
*’ of Monfieur De Marfms Village, that might be at 
’’ Hand, to fuftain either his Village, or the Right of 
” his Cavalry. We placed Batteries in all the Front, 
” and both Armies Cannonaded one another, till 10 or 
” ii a Clock in the Morning, when the firft Attack 

"began. 
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’’began. During this Gannonading^ Advice \vsl$ ANNO 
’’brought to Monfieur De Tallard, that the Enemy 1704. 

” march’d a great Number of Infantry to the Right, 

’’ but that their Dcfign was to /attack the Left of Mon- 
” ficiir De Mnrfiny as the weakeft Side, by reafon of 
** the thin Wood, to which it reach’d, fje went with 
” fpced to the Right, which the Enemy did really de- 
” fign to Attack, being advanc’d to pals the Rivulet, in 
” the whole Front of the Hill I have mention’d before, 

” where all their Horfe were potted, over againft the 
” Right of Monfieur De Marjln. Monfieur De SHly^ 

’’ and one t of his Friends, were upon that Hill, and 
’’feeing that our Men were drawing off our Battery, 

” they went thither and ftopp’d them ; and feeing the 
” Bnglijh preparing themfclves to Attack the Village of 
” Blemhehn^ they refoiv’d to caufe the firft and fecond 
’’Line of Horfe to March, as if the Marefchal ('£>«» 

” T/iUnrd) had been there prefent. He rode up to them 
” full Gallop, and made them, indeed, Advance : 

’’ But unfortunately the Brigades of the two Rights 
” did only March, nor did the Gendarmerie move, 

’* which gave the Enemy Time to form, without Di« 

” fturbance, feveral Lines of Horfe, in all the Space of 
” Ground, whither the Troops did not March, till a- 
” bovc Three Quarters of an Hour after that firft 
” Charge. All the Men the Enemy had in the Bottom 
” of the Valley were repuls’d, as well as thofe who 
” happen’d to be in the Way of the Gendarmarie^ who 
** march’d at laft intoxicated with Conceit, upon that 
” little Advantage. Wc prepar’d our felves to receive 
’* the Enemy a Second time, and ncgledlecl the great 
” double Lines, which were forming at the foot of that 
fatal Hill Monfieur De Stilly bad his Horfe kill’d un- 
” der him, and was thinking how to get another, when 
” his Friend, feeing the Marefchal De TaSard^ pin’d 
him, and gave him an Account of the Attack of the 
” Village. Monfieur De TaUard refoiv’d to go thither, 

** and fo the Hill was negleded, not being able to per- 
” ceive what pafs’d at the Foot of it. Thus they en- 
tred the Village, and Monfieur De Tallard redoubled 
” his Care to feciirc that Poft. At laft he went out of 
that Village, and return’d to the. Cavalry, As h,e 
c|me to the Right, the Enemy began a frefli Attack: 

** ILey advanc’d* to the Village of Bleinhdm^ to the 
^ *’ very Muzzcls of our Muskets, but weife |^epul$*d. 

The gendarmerie^ who, with Sword in Hand, thought

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^ ly N 0 to havf: repuls'd the Enemy that were before them, 
1704, ’* were expos’d to the Fire of fomc Infantry well pofted, 
^nd were charg’d by Ibme EngHp Squadrons, which 
’* made them give Way, and drove them beyond a 
** Rivulet they had behind them. In this Charge, 
Meffieurs Be Surlaube, and D^Imecourty had their 
Horfes kill’d under them, and, the firft receiv’d Six 
” or Seven Wounds. The Brigade of Silly fthro’die 
** Intervals of which the Gendarmerie pafs’d to rally 
** themfelves, charg’d the Engli/h, and made them re- 
” pafs the Rivulet with Precipitation. During this 
’’ brisk Attack, the Generals of our Left, and of Mon- 
** jfieur Marjins Right, awak’d out of their Fatal Drou- 
fineft I and caus’d fome Brigades to march to the 
Enemy, whom they faw almoft advanc’d to the Top 
” of the Hill All our Brigades charg’d briskly, and 
** made all the Squadrons they Attack’d, give Way ; 
but thefe Squadrons being fuftaih’d by feveral Lines 
of Horfe and Foot, our Men v^ere forc’d to flirink 
** back, and throw themfelves on our Second Line, 
’’ which being at fome Diftance, gave the Enemy time 
’’to gain Ground, which they maintain’d by their 
Numbers, and their flow and clofe March. We ral- 
’* lied, the Squadrons of qur Firft Line, and they 
’’ Charg’d ugain with the fame Succefs, but were ftill 
over-power’d, as were alfo the faid Brigades, and at 
• the Second Line. Monfleur Be Tallard inter- 

” lac’d our Battalions with our Cavalry, with Defign 
*’ to make a laft Effort, to break the Double Lines of 
the Enemy* Our Men March’d up to them Gallants 
’’ ly, an 4 the Enemy’s Firft Line threw themfelves on 
’’their Second. We gain’d fome Ground, and ad- 
vanc’d^ to Charge the Second Line 5 but this being 
” fuftain’d by a Third and Fourth, our Troopers fled, 
” and our poor Battalions were cut in Pieces. We 
” rallied ftijl, the third , time, that broken Cavalry, 
’’ which diminifli’d by the Charges, and form’d now 
’’ but one Line. Things being in this Condition, 
Monfieut Be TaSard corxfider’d that it was high time 
” to draw off the Dragoons and Infantry out of the 
” Village of Bkinheimy and refolv’d upon it, exerting 
’’ his Cavalry to ftand their Ground. He fent a trufty 
” Man to Monficur Be Marchy to defire him to Face 
the Enemy, with fome Troops on the Right of his 
2 Village, ro keep them in Play, to favour the Retreat 
of our Infantry : But Monlicur Be Marcin reprefcnt-* 
" . ' ' *’cd 
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ed to that trufty that he had coo much Bufinefs nNO 
in the Front of bis Village, and the reft of the Line, j-q. 
"'rofpare any Troops, he not being Victorious, but 
only maintaining his Ground, During this Difcourle ^ 
our Horfe had faced the Enemy, but on a fudden, 
they were order’‘d to wheel about, which was done 
with all the Diforder you may imagine. In fliorc, 

** this was fo precipitate a Flight, that many caft them* 

" fcives into the D/inube, and the Enemy let loofc 
Three Regiments of Dragoons after theni. Monfieur 
i}0 Tallard was invelop'd with the Run-aways, and 
taken in that Rout. Meffieurs De Maujfermx, De U 
VaUkre^ Silly ^ Seffei;iile^ Mejfcliere, Pomge L/- 
gonde^ and feverai others, were alfo made Prifoncrs. 

The Taking of Monfieur De TalUrd is a gpeat Mi£- 
** fortune for the King; For ’ds certain, that with his 
Infantry he might have made a very Honourable Re- 
treat ; whereas, that Infantry is now the Laughing- 
ftock of Nations, and ufelcfs to the King for a Idng 
time, in a War ib violent as this is. In fliort, to 
give you an Account of all that happen'd, on that 
fatal Day, Parc of our Cavalry, and all thz Gendfir* 

« fnme^ having thrown themfelves towards the Danube^ 
into a narrow Nook, which form'd a Demi-Ifland, 
they found themfelves cut off from the reft of the 
Army, which forc'd many brave Men to throw tfaem- 
felves into the Dnmibe to fave themfelves. The 
News of this being brought to Grigmns Brigade, 
which were retir'd more to che Left, to pafs the Mo- 
** rafs at Bochfiet^ they Rally ’d and march'd to the Ene- 
my, and made them abandon the Defile in which 
tb^y were ; and fo difengag'd all thofe who were not 
either hill'd or taken : And then forMifig themfelves 
^'on the Height of BochJlH, march’d on, facing the 
Enemy, which gave us time to drawoff the woun- 
ded from that Place. This was the fad Fate of a 
brisk and good Cavalry, which might have been ufed 
to better Purpofe; but which we give over lament- 
ing, as foon as we confider the wretched Deftiny of 
our Regiments of Foot. *Twas Meffieurs De Cleram* 
bant and who commanded the Dragoons 

^' and Infantry in the Village of Blfinheim, and all 
that we learn from feme Officers, who were made 
Prifbners, and are come to our Camp, is, that Monr 
fieur De CUremhmt, without taking a Refolution

1704. “ valry, caus’d his PoftjUion to found the Danube, and 
** throwing himfelf into it, was drown’d. The Ene- 
“ my having furrounded the Village of Bleinheim by 
“ feveral Lines, advanc’d to ftreighten it, clofe on the 
** Left Flank, where our Right of Horfe was before 
“ Potted. Our Men were foon alarm’d, and the Colo- 
“ nel of the Royal Regiment bethought himfelf of fa- 
“ ving his Life, and that of his Soldiers 9 whom he 
“ caus’d to lay down their Arms, and furrender’d him- 
“ felf the Colours. The Soldiers of Surlaub, who 
'' were allb in the Left Flank, put themfelves into dif- 
“ order, and enter’d the Centre of the Village in Con- 
“ fufion. Monfieur De Sivtere being inform’d of this 
“ Diforder, call’d the Regiments of Provenee ana ArtoK,

“ fieur De Siviere had his Wrift broken. My Lord

“ mile his Prifoner, to exhort them to accept of their 
** Lives. Monfieur De Blan^ac confented to it, and did 
his belt to get the Confent of Kavane, who buried 
" their Colours. All yielded. Monfieur De BUn!>aa 
** Sign’d the Articles : But Siviere and Joarry refufed to 
" fet their Hands to it. They were all Diiarm’d, and 
“ had their Colours taken from them : Grief will not 
“ fuffer me to carry this Recital any further. You may 
" well imagine what a fad ^edacle it is to fee i 6 Bat- 
“ taliohs, and Four Regiments of Dragoons, Prifoners.

to Prince Eugene^ On the 25 th, the Duke of Marlho^ 
roughs Prince Eugene^ and Prince Lewis of Baden, had 
a long Conference, wherein they concerted the further 
Operations of the CAMPAIGN; and it was Re« 
folv'd. That feeing the Enemy were returning towards 
the RMwe, all the Confederate Forces lliould likewife 
marchthatWay, except 23 Battalions, and fome Squa- 
drons, which fliould be left under the Command of 
General Thungen, to carry on the Siege of VLM. In 
purfuance whereof, the Confederate Troops, began 
their M2Crch from the Neighbourhood of Vim, on 
guB the 26th, by different Roads, to the general Rcn- 
defvouz of the Army, which was appointed to be at 
Bruchfal near Philifsburg. From that Day, the Confe- 
derate Army was in Motion, till September the 9th ;

T H E Siege of LA N DA V (which I mention’d before) 
was carried on with all pofEbIc Application : Bur, 
notwirhftanding the great Condud and Vigilance of 
the King of the lipmans^ and Prince Lewis of Baden, 
the Place was bravely defended for above two Months, 
by Monfieur De Laubinie the Governor. However, on 
November the 23 d, the Befiegers having lodg’d them- 
felves oh the Counterguards both on the Right and 
Left, and fulScient Breaches being made 5 the next 
Morning, the neceffary Difpoficions were made for a 
General AlTauIr, and 5000 Men were’ commanded to 
go upon that Service. So that, the Befieg’d being 
drove to the laft Extremity, were oblig’d to beat a Par- 
ley between 10 and ii oW Clock : Whereupon, Ho- landau fur* 
ftages were Exchanged, and the Capitulation was fign’d 
the fame Day, which confifted of 28 Articles, which Jates^^ ^ 
were in Eflfed, much the fame as thofe granted by the 
ImjperiaHBs to Mohfieut De Melac two Years ago, and 
by the French to the Count De Frio^e the Preceding 
CAMPAIGN. On the 26th, the Befiegy march*! 
our of Landau, to the Number of 3400, which ftt- 
viv*d out of 7060 Men, of which the Garrilbn cohfi- 
fted at the beginning of the Siege. The King of the 
Homans having enter’d the Place, found it reduced to a 
Heap of Rubbifli, and having given the Command of 
it to the Count De Fri^e (who had before maintain’d 
that Poft with great Courage and Ability) his Majefty 
fet out for Vienna, having Order’d Prince Eugene to 
fetfle the Affairs of Bavaria^ and left to Prince Lewis 
of Baden, the Difpofidou of the Forces on the Hhine. 

THE Confederates omitting notliing^ that might 
advance the Glory they |iad already acquir’d in Bfva* 
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'ANNO ria^ refolv’d to profecute the Siege of Tl^AEB^BACU. 
1704 , To which end^ the Duke of Marlborough march’d to- 
wards the Mofelk with a confiderable Army, v^hich he 
•Traetbach left tmder the Command of the Hereditary Prince of 
Befteg^d. BeJfe^CaJJily as alfo the Dirediou of the Attacks of 
that Place. The Caftle was Invefted the Beginning of 
November, and the Approaches were carried on with fo 
much Succefs, that on the lift, the Befiegers attempt- 
ed to Storm it : But, as they were climHng up the 
Eminencies (the Rock on which that Fortrefs is Wit, 
proving very fteep, and the Weather being exceeding 
Stormy) the Garrifon made fo vigorous a Defence, 
that the Affailants were Olig’d to retire with confide- 
rable LojS. Notwithftanding thefe Difencouragements, 
the Prince of Bejfe was rcfolv’d to carry on the Seige 
with the utmoft Vigour, and, on aorfi, oblig’d 

Sum?!- the Garrifon to Surrender on Honourable Conditions* 
to the Xhe Confederates met with a great deal of Difficulty 
and Oppofition in all the Attacks ; dnd the Baron De 
Trogne (the States chief Ingineer ) was fliot by the 
Prince of Bojfes Side, as he was giving the neceffary 
Diredions. Moreover, we had above 1000 Men Kill’d 
or Wounded* 

TbeDuie of DURING the Siege of Traerbach, the Duke of 
Marlborough (whom the Emperor, for his fignal Services 
to the Houfe of Auftria, had made a Prince 
Berlin, Han- of the Empire) went to the Court of PruJJia, to nego- 
nover,&c. ^ooo of the Prujfmn Troops might be feut to 

Italy the next CAMPAIGN, to ferve there for the 
Relief of the Duke of Savoy, under the Command of 
Prince Eugene, He was received at Berlin, and all 
other Places thro’ which he pafs’d, with the higheft 
Teftimonials of Refped ; Perfons of the greateft Di- 
ftindion, endeavouring in a particular Manner, to ex- 
prefs their Senfe of his Perfonal Merit, and of the Sig- 
nal Advantages the Empire had receiv’d by his Con- 
dud and Courage. His Frujfzan Majefty prefented 
him with a Hat, having a Button, Loop, and Hat- 
band all of Diamonds, valu’d at 30000 Crowns, bc- 
fides two fine Saddle-Horfes, with very Rich Furni- 
ture. His Highnefs, having feded all Matters entirely 
to his Satisfadion, proceeded to the Court of Han£o^ 
ver, where he arriv’d the fitft of December, and was 
receiv’d by the Eledor, the Princefs Sophia, and all the 
Eledoral Family, with particular Marks of Eftcem.

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Froiir thence he continu'd his Journey by the Way of ^JVNO 
Amfierdam^ to the Bague^ where he was congratulated 1704, 
upon his Vidories at Sdieliehberg and Bochjiei^, and re- 
ceiv’d as the Heroe of all the Profperities which at- 
tended the Confederate Arms this Campaign. Having 
ftaid a few Days in Holland^ he embarked for England 
on the I irh, and arriv’d in London on the I4rh, where AndAnms 
he was gracioufly receiv'd by the Queen, and receiv’d 
the Thanks of both Houfes of Parliament, for the 
eminent Services he had perform’d to Her Majefty, and 
the Kingdom, as well in the Glorious Vidories he had 
Obtain’d, by the Arms of Her Majefty and her Allies 
under his Command, as for his Prudent Negotiations 
with feverai Princes and States. 


THE Occurrences in B BANT and E LA N- froceedmgs 
DBB^S this Campaign, were of no confiderable Im-^ 
porcance : As the great Bodies were in fuch Violent 
Motion in Bavaria (which was the Bloodieft Theatre of 
WAR) little befides the Protedion of each others 
Country was intended here. However, on the firft of 
^une, Monfieur D' Auverrjuerque decamp’d from the 
Neighbourhood of Maejirkh, and march’d diredly to- 
wards the Enemy 5 who being furpris’d at this Mo- 
tion, and unwilling to hazard a Battle, after they were 
prevented in their Dcfign upon Tongeren^ they march’d , t 
about, and got into their LINES. .General Dofff 
perceiving them to be in fome Diforder, advanc’d with 
30 Squadrons of Horfe and Dragoons, and forc’d the 
French Lines with little Oppoficion. Bur, a Council of 
War being call’d, it was thought not advifeable for him 
to continue in that Poft, left the Enemy fhould fall upon 
his Detachment with a Superior Force, before the reft of 
rhe Army could come up : So that ht had not conti- 
nued there above 3 Hours, but he Quitted the Lines, 
and Re-join’d the Army. On the ift of the Ba- 
ron De Trogne was detach’d with a confiderable Body 
^of Men, who march’d towards Leige^ and Monfieur 
D* Auverquerque follow’d him. On the 5 th, the Baron 
being Re-inforc’d from Liege and Huy ^ he Advanc’d to 
the Enemies LINES, which he enter’d at 8 in thu 
Morning, and cook Poft at Meerdorj?, Monfieur D'Au-- 
mrquerque endeavour’d to fuftain him, but this Enrer- 
prife had no better Succefs than the former, for the 
Rivers Berk, and Berner ovedlowing, and retarding the

Bruges Sew- UPON the ^ Second of a Body of 9000 

Dutch Tfoops (commanded by General Sfaar) appear'd 
^ ^ * before S GES^ and were warmly receiv'd by the 

Camion 'of the Town. In the Evening, they rais'd 
Batteries, and the next Morning began to throw Bombs, 
Carcaries, and Red-hoc Bullets into the Place, which 
did great Execution ; feveral Houfes being entirely de- 
molifli’d, and others very much ftiatter’d. Whereupon, 
the Inhabitants to prevent further Mifchief, offer'd t 6 
pay 600600 Guilders in Six Months time, which tho 
Baron accepted, and fo retir’d to Maldeghem, On the 
aad, the Army (under the Marefchal D* Amerquerque) 
i^amurB<j«i-pafs’d the Maefe^ and advanc’d to N A M V R, which 
'MMcbai Bombarded from the a6th to the 29th, ferting oh 
Fire their Magazines, and doing very great Damage tq 
querejut'* the Inhabitants : The Lofs the Dutch fuftain’d was very 
inccnfiderable, tho’ the Garrifon Fir'd furioufly all the 
Time from their Cannon and Mortars. During rhefe 
Hoftilities, a Detachment-^ of Horfe and Foot was fenc 
up to Dinant, where they took Poft, and parr of them 
pafs'd over from thence into the Country, between the 
Sambre and the Maefe^ which ftruck fuch a Terror into 
the Neighbouring Country, that they exidled from 
thence great Contributions. About the fame rime, the 
Forces made themfelves Matters of Fort ISA^ 
Pm,um. ^ Demolifli‘d it. 

THE EieAor of Bavaria (who retir'd to Brujfels 
after his Misfortunes) form’d at the End of thejCam- 
paign a Projed of Surprifing General DAuverquerque^ 
hoping thereby, in fome meafure, to repair the Difad- 
vantages he had fuftain’d in Bavaria : And to this End, 
he order’d all his Forces, with a great Number pf 
Waggons, to join at Tirlemont, The French Court be« 
ing apprehenfive of the Eiedor’s Defigns, fent Maref- 
chai Viileroy^ to watch his Motions, and to prevent an 
Engagement, unicfs he had a very fair Profped ofi 
return of better Fortune. At his Arrival in the Army, 
he was fiirpris’d to fee Monfieur DAuverquerque^ wait- 
ing in his Camp at BorchAoen, ready to receive^them. 
This Oblig'd him to reprefent to his Eledorai Highnefs 
the Difficulties of Atra<!king the Confederates 5 the

■ * encouragd 
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encourag’d by the Succcfs of rheir Affairs in Gemi/jwj', ANNO 
and the ill Conlequences, the Lofs of a Battle would 1704, 
be attended with, The Eletftor (who was over-bur- 
thea’d with Difgraces) was bent uporf nothing but Be- ^ 
vcnge, and infitted upon an Engagement. The Maref- The EUSor 
chal, after a very warm Debate with him upon that Sub- 
jed, told him, that he would not March, and to make an 
End of the Difpute, produc’d the King’s Orders. His «.f 
Eledoral Highnels, being thus fruftrared in his 
figns, and finding no Remedy fiifficient to call Fortune mi'erqa^' 
on his Side, return’d to Brujfels, his former Seat of 
Plcafure and Gallantry; 


T O conclude my Relations of this CAMPAIGN, 
I fliall only add, that the French King was fo much 
Exafperated at the Lofs of the Battle of Hochjiet, that 
he did not only highly blame his General Officers, but 
to give further Marks of his Rcfcntment, He broke 
a Marefchals Dr. Cam f, 14 Brigadiers, and good part 
of the Squadrons^ and battalions, which were fnrpris’d 
at the Village of The Prifoners taken in 

that bamous Adion, were divided between the Duke 
of Marlborough, and Prince Eugene : Some remain’d in 
Germany; feveral were font into Holland; and others 
were brought over into England The Standards and 
Colours taken in the fa id Battle^ were broiight over ac 
the fame time, and landed at the Tower j from whence 
they were (by Her Majefty’s Order) carried in Pro- 
ceflion, thro’ London to WeJlminfier-HaU, by a Detach- 
ment of the Horfe-Guards and Horfe Grenadiers, and 
a Battalion of Foot Guards, and there ^P> ^hc 
Number of i 6 i, on each fide of the Hall, to remain 
as Trophies of that Memorable and Glorious Vidory.

as his Word, and Forage being fo very fcarce,. that the 
Army could not long fubfift between the Mo/elle and 
rhe Sanr ; the Duke of Marlborough was very Impatient^ 
and fent frequent Exprelfes to quicken the iMarch of 
the Imperialists, and to exhort the Princes who had 
promis’d to furnifli Artillery, Horfes, and "Vlraggons, to 
fend them with the utmoft Expedition.

"(GENERAL Homfejbh being return’d from the rfa confer 
^ Haguo (where he had been to make fome Propo- derates force

L I N E S) The Duke of Marlborough held two Coun- piandcrL 
** cils of War, wherein the General Officers of his Army, 
and thofe of Marcfchal D' Auverquer^ue s were prefenr* 

The Forcing of the Enemy’s Lines was the Subjed 
** Matter in Debate ; bur nothing being refblv’d upon 
" the firft Time, a Second Council was call’d. Some 
Generals in the Service of the Stares, oppos'd the Pro- 
jed of Attacking the Lines, and gave jfeveral ftrong 
Arguments againft it : But, his Excellency Monfieur 
D' Auverquerque, the Hereditary Prince of Bejpf Cajfel, 

Count Noyiiles, and feveral other Perfons of Diftin- 
dion, declar’d, that it was their Opinion, that the 
Attacking of the faid Lines was neither Dangerous, 

*‘nor the Succefs^of it Improbable, if the Judicious 
** Meafures propos’d by the Duke of Marlborough were 
** put in Execution ; and therefore, it was refolv’d to 
Attack them. The Enemy being potted along the 
Lines, with 100 Battalions, and 146 Squadrons, 

** which made the two Armies near equal, according to 
that Computation ; the Allies being 95 Battalions, 
and 159 Sauadroils ; it was refolv'd to make a Feint 
' to divide their Forces : And accordingly, the Army 
under Marcfchal D’ Auverquerque, decamp'd from Fig^ 
namonp the 17th, at b a Clock in the Morning, and 
Z march’d towards Burdinc on other fide of the

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'ANNO Mchaigne^ and the Duke of Marlborough made a 
1705, tion at the fame Time, as if he intended to fupport 
Monfieur D* Auverquergue in the Attack of the Lines 
** about Meffehn, where they were not fo ftrong as iri 
other Parts. This Feint fucceeded even beyond Ex-* 
pedation, for tlie French mov’d that Way ; but the 
fame Night, after the Signal was given to the Soldiers 
to repair to their Tents, the Army under his Grace 
was order’d to March ; and alfo that under Marefchal 
** D'Auver^uer^ue^ which re^a.{s*d the Mehazgne, both 
advancing with all poiTible Exedition, to fupport the 
" Detachment which was ordered to Attack the Enemy’s 
Lines about H E TL IS HEM. The Execution of 
the Defign ^was kept fo fecret, that the Enemy knew 
nothing of it, and this being the Itrongeft part of 
, their Lines, was leafk fufpeded ; fo that the Troops 
pafs’d without any Oppofition. However, 24 Squa- 
drons of Bavarian Horfe, and 20 Battalions, ad- 
vanc’d to repulfe our Troops, which occafion’d a very 
** fliarp Dilpute : But, the Horfe and Dragoons of the 
^^RigkWing Defeated them, and the Enemy fled in 
great Confofion, leaving their Standards, Colours, 
and 18 Pieces of Cannon behind them. All the 
'^Troops behav’d themfelves to Admiration; and a- 
" mongft the Horfe, Brigadier Cadogans Regiment par- 
ricularly diftinguifh’d themfelves, having had the 
Honour to Charge firft. They defeated 4 Squadrons 
** of Bavarian Guards, and drove them thro’ z Bacta- 
^Mions of their own Foot, and took 4 Standards. In 
** this Adiion, the Marquils D* Alegre^ and Count Horn

rate Army march’d the fame Day to Tirlemont ; the 
French decamping in our Sight, and pafs’d the Geete^ 
breaking down their Bridges with fo much Precipita- 
tion, that they left 14 or 1500 Men on this fide the. 
River, who were taken Prifoners, together with the 
Battalion of Monluc in Tirlemont : We would have 
follow’d them, but found it impradicable, by reafbn 
** of a Defile. Yefterday we came to this Camp, and 
the Enemy feem refolv’d to defend Louvain, The 
" Regiments of Mark and Alface^ were almoft all 
** cut in Pieces near Hetlejhem: The Attack of the ^ 
Lines, was commanded by Count Noyelles ; the Foot 
under him, by the Lieutenants-General Ingoldshy and . 

** Scholten I and the Horfe, by the Licutcnants-General 
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Ingoldshy and EomfefcL This ill Succefe has caus’d ANNO 
great Divifions among the French and Bavarians, who 1705* 
accufe each other of Misbehaving rhemfdves t Bur, 
they endeavour to palliate their Lofs as well as they 
can, an^i to prevent a greater, they have pofted them- 
** felves very advantageoufly at ParJ{ near Louvain, on 
** the ocher iide of the Dyle, to oppofe the Paffage of 
the Confederates, who are encamp’d over-againft 
them. Notwithftanding this Precaution of the Ene- 
my, the Confederates, on the 2L9th of ^uly, attempted 
to pafs that River in two Places, toward the Village ^ 
of Neer-^lfche and Corhecli, with a Detachment of 
iS Battalions, and 20 Squadrons, with fome Artillery, 
follow’d by the whole Army, who join’d them the 
next Morning by break of Day ; and the FonPons 
** being immediately laid upon the River, fome Batta- 
lions pafs’d over, and drove back thole of the Eiie- 
my which offer’d to Oppofe them : But, the Head of 
their Army appearing at the fame time, it was not 
thought fit to pufti that Attempt too far ; and fo 
** the Allies who were got over, re-pafe’d the River, 

** With the Lofs of a very few Men : And, the Duke 
of Marlborough (with his Army) march’d, and en- 
camp’d at MelderP, and Marefchal D* Auver^uerque 
{witn the Army of the States) at Bojjfu,

SOON after the Forcing the Enemy’s Lines, the 
Duke of Marlborough fent Lieutenant-General Homfe/ch 
to the Staces-General, with an Account of this great 
Succefs : And, Marefchal JD* Auverquerque likewife wrote 
a Letter to Monfieur Fagel^ to be communicated to 
their High-Migheineifes. Which Letters I incerc here, 
as giving a more Circumftancial and Satisfadlory Ac- 
count of this Memorable Adion. 

HIGH and MIGHTY LORDS. 

CONGRATULATE your High-Mighti- 
** neffes upon our happy Entry into the Enemy’s ^ 
Lines, and upon the Defeat 6f a great Body of the ter to the 
Enemy s Army which oppos'd tJs there. We began 
our March Yefterday about 10 a Clock at Night ;

O N the 3d of Auguif, Baron Spaar (wfm comman- 
ded a fmall Body of Dutch Troops in F/Wer/) 
march'd from Bfemen, with all his Grenadiers, anda*^ 
fufficient Number of Fufiliers to fupport them, being^^^^ ^ ^ 

follow'd by the reft of the Forces under his Command ; 
and in his March, defeated a Party of French Troops. 

He came^in the Night to Bpboth, on the Canal that 
goes from Bruges to Ghent,*whet& his Men made a 
Bridge, and pafs'd over it, althp* the Enemy had a 
Guard there, who pretended to make fo^e Oppofltion. 
After this, he Attack'd their LINES (which were de- 
fended by feveral Forts] forc'd them Sword in Hand dt 
Lovendegen ; and in lefs than 3 Quarters of an Hour, 
took Poffeffion of 4 of thofe Forts^ and made feveral 
Officers, with 300 Private Men, Prilbners at Difcre- 
tion. Then they march'd towards Brugffs, but having 
Intelligence, that the Enemy were advancing towards 
* them with a Superior Force, which they had drawn 
out of feveral Garrifons in the French and Spanijh Flan-^ 
dm, they thought fit to retire 5 carrying away with 
riiem feveral Hoftages, for the Security or the Payment 
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'ANNO of Contributions; and having burnt the Pallifadoes" 
* 705 . Houfes, and Corps De. Guard along the French LincZ 
thrown the Cannon they found there into the Canal

THE Duke of Marlborough (who wifli'd for an Op- 
portunity of trying the Vigour of his Troops in a dL 
cilive Barrie) made feveral Marches, and at laft, ad- 
vanc’d to Corbais, from thence to Genap, and fo to Fi- 
chermont I znA having pafs’d feveral Defiles, he arriv’d 
in a fpacious Plain, and found the Enemy between 
Over-l/che and Neer-Ifche, with the fmall River Ifchc 
before them.

THE Confederate Army having taken Sout-^Loum^ 
the Duke pf Marlborough order’d the LINES of the 
Enemy to be Levell’d, and TII^E L MMO NT tohe 
difmantled, and having pafs’d the Demer^ encamp’d at 
Arfehot^ where his Grace continued feme Days, to give 
Directions for the beginning and carrying on the Forti- 
fications of DiVif, Hajfeit, Tongeren, and feme other 
Places. The Army march’d afterwards towards Htf- 
rentais and Turnhout, where Monfieur Boys (Penfionary 
of Amjlerdam) waited upon his Grace on the Parc of 
Holland and FFeB^Frkfeland^ and had a long Confe- 
rence with him. His Grace fet out a few Days after 
for the Hague^ and left the Army under the Command

H I LE the Allies were taken up with the Siege 
^ ^ of Santvliet, the Eledor of Bavaria made a De- 
tachment the a4th of OBober to furprife D I ES% under 
the Command of Don Marcello De Grimaldi^ and at the 
fame time, lent Word to the Count D*Artagmn (Gover- 
nor of Louvain) to join them on the March with his Gar- 
rilbn. Whereupon they unexpededly appeared before the 
jPlacc 5 immediately fccur’d ail the Avenues on eacli^ 
fide the Demer^ and lent a .Trumpeter to fummons the 
Governor to furrender which he refufing, about ii a 
Clock the Spanijh Troops attack’d a finall Fort on an 
Eminence, and carried it with the Lofs of^ 30 Men 
Kill’d or Wounded. About two, all the Spanijh, French xAtWta^en^ 
and Bamrian Troops of the faid Detachment, advanc’d French. 
Sword in Hand, to make a general Storm ; but the 
Garrifon not thinking fit to ftancl it, beat a Parley, and 
furrehder d Prifoners of WAR, and about 5, the Troops 
of the Two Crowns took PolTeffion of the Town* 

The Garrifon confifted of 4 Battalions, and i. Regi- 
mSit of Dragoons, and was commanded by Brigadier 
Gaudecl^r, who being carried Prifoner to Brujfels, font 
a Relation of this Misfortune to the States^ concluding, 

** Jhar he was excreamly concern’d, that after 34 Years

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"^NNO Semccj perfoim*d without the leaft Difgrace or Stain 
ifo5. to his Reputation,, that he hiould be put into a Place, 
UOr'Nj " where a Man of Honour was not capable of defen- 
ding himfelf. Thus ended the C A M P A I G N in 
iixt Netherlands, 

Tromdhigs HAVING obferv’d what pafs'd moft remarkeabic 
Tu-nf this Year between the Armies of the Allies, and thofe 
of the two Crowns in the N E T H E R LA N D S, 1 
will rake a fliort View of the Morions of the Confede- 
rates on the Upper S^nne, with which I will finifli the 
Campaign, The Emperor having exprefs*d to Colonel 
Durei his great Diffatisfadion on the fatal Caufes which 
had broke the Duke of MarlhrougFs Mcafures on the 
Mofelle^ difparch'd immediately General Gronsfelt and 
Count Wells^ to Prince Lewis of Baden^ to expoftulatc 
the Matter with him, in order to prevent the like 
Mifmanagemenrs for the Future. The Prince finding 
his Honour fully*d on that Accouiit, publifli*d a Ma^ 
mfefioy endeavouring to clear himfelf^ which con- 
tain fome Refledrions upon a particular Perfon, and was 
induftrioufly fupprefs*d. In the mean time, the Impe- 
rial Army continued at Lauterburgh^ in which advan- 
tageous Poll, Marefchal Vlllars did not think fit to At- 
tack them. However, the beginning of July^ he ad» 
vanc*d to Crcon-Weyfeyihurg^ took part of the Garrifon 
Prifoners of WAR, and came in fight of the Imperial 
Army. They made fome Attacks ; but found all the 
Pofts fo well Guarded, that after having confum'd the 
Forage between the Lnuter and Landau^ demolifh’d the

1706. D' Auverquer/(Hi came to Maejiricht on the lath, and 
the next Day they re*vicw'd the Army. On the 21 ft, 
the BngUjh Troops join'd the Dutch between Borkjoen 
and Groes PFurem ^ and the Z2d, the Danes in the Con- 
federate Service, likewife came up. About the fame 
time, the Brench having been join'd by the Horfe of 
the Marefchai De Marcm$ Army, and confiding in 
their Superiority of Number, came out of their Lines, 
and encamped between Hirkmont and Judoigne. Where- 
upon, the Duke of Marlborough^ and Monfieur D"Au^

And what is a very great Addition to the Glory of the 1706, 
Confederate Arms, is their vanquifliitig the fineft Army 
that France has fliewn fiace the beginning of the WAR ; 
confifting of their beft Forces, particularly, of their 
Gens-D^Arms, and ocher choice Troops the French 
King*s Houfliould : Moreover, the Enemy were pofted 
very advancageoully, and had the Superiority of Num- 
ber. Norwithftanding, it was computed that they had 
about S009 Men Kill'd (among whom, were the Prince tops of th& 
Dc Monbrn^on^ Prince Maximilim^ and feveral other 
Perfons of Diftindipa) The Allies took about 6000 
Prifoners, among whom were Meffieurs PaUvkini and

War, they refolv’d to abandon that Place, and retire 
towards Brujjels. On the other Hand, the Confede- 
rates having halted at Bevejheim, the 24th of Ma;f, for 
the Refrelhment of their Troops, difpos’d all things 
for their March early the next Morning, in order to 
force the Paffage of the Dyle*^ but he receiv’d advice 
in the Night, that the Enemy had quitted their Camp, 
and abandon’d LOVVAIN : Whereupon Bridges 
being laid over that River, a Detachment of 500 Men 
was fent to take Pofleffion of the Place, and the whole 
Army pafs’d the River the next Day about Noon, and 
encamped at Bethkm.

The SubmilTion of BJ^VS SB IS, which had fo 
great an Influence on the other Towns i^Brabant and

** Your High»Mightinefles will give us leave to com- 
plain once more, that there is not here one Prefident 
of the Council of WA R, nor Fifchal or Provoft, 
nor any Perfons belonging to the Hofpital ; tho* che 
former are abfolutcly neceffary for keeping the Troops 
under a good Difeipline, and the other for looking 
after the Wounded, and taking care of fo many brave 
Men, who have courageoufly and joyfully eKpos‘<i 
their Lives for the Service of the State. We cannot 
** likewife forbear on this Occafion, to defire your 
High-Mightinelfes to rake into Confideration, whe- 
ther it will not be proper to give fome Gratuity to 
rhofe Soldiers, who have fought with fo much Bra- 
** very and Refolution, that even our Enemies admire 
them. 

T H E French had all the Troops of the Houfltold, 
and the choiceft Regiments of all their ocher Forces, 
in the Place of Adion 5 and having befidcs the Ad- 
vantage of the Ground, and 50 Pieces of Cannon in 
Front to cover them, they thought themfelves Invin- 
cible. Bur notwithftanding, the Army of the two 
Powers (England and Holland) and in particular, the 
Tfoops of your High-Mightinefies, which being poft- 
ed on the Left, had the Right of the Enemy to en- 
gage, attack’d them with fo much Vigour in Front 
and Flank, that they facilitated the Vidory to our 
Right Wing: Therefore, we rake the Liberty to re*

‘Line. He reports, that the Eiedor (notwithftanding 
‘ his great Courage, and the Bravery he exprefs*d in 
the Battle) could not forbear to melt in Tears in his 
Prefence, as did alfo feveral other Generals : In 
ihorr, the Vidory is compleac, and the happy Confe- 
qucnces thereof begin to appear. We congratulate 
your High-Mightineffes upon that Account, and hope 
to have Matter enough to repeat the Complement, 
the Conjundure being very favourable, and the Duke 
applying himfelf to it with all poflible Zeal We 
Ihall on Sunday next, return our Solemn Thanks to 
Almighty G O D, to whom thefe great Succeffes are 
' owing, and offer up our Prayers that he would be 
pleas’d to continue to blefs the Arms of the Allies, 
and put a Stop (by means of a Lafting and Honoura- 
ble Peace) to the Effufion of Chriftian Blood.

(A place which was a Key to the Frmcif Conquefts in 
the Netherlands* on whofe Fortifications, the Celebra- 
ted Ingineer Monfieur D* Vauhan had exerted his ut- 
snoft Skill, and the Redudion whereof, would both 
add great Reputation to the Arms of the Allies, 
fccure their late Acquifitions) It was invefted the i/j|r 
agd, by General Salifch ; but waiting for the coming up 
of the Artillery from Ghent^ the Trenches were not 
Open’d till the 4th of Augufi 5 And then the Approach- 
es were carried on in the ufuai Forms, without any rc-» 
markeablc Occurrence til! the i 8th, when the Saps on 
the Right and Left being advanc’d as far as the Saliant 
Angles of the Counterfearpe, the Difpofition was made 
for Attacking it in the Evening.

to its FortificatioiiS, and took all the Care and Prccau- 
tion'riiat Humane Nature was capable of. The French 
Kingj at the fame time^ us'd all poiUble Means to per- 
fuadc his Royal Highnefs to forfake the Allies, by not 
only offering him the Government of the Milane:{e for 
his Life, but feverai Millions of Livres for repairing 
his Fortified Places that had been dcmoiifh'd : But, he 
rejeded thofc Propofals, and declar'd his RefQlutioa 
firmly to adhere to the Intereft of the Grand Alliance. 

The King of Frmice^ finding that the Duke of Saucy re- 
fus'd his Offers, rcfolv'd (if poElble) to reduce him by 
Force : and forthwith difpatcn d his Orders to the Duke 
De la FeuilUde to form the Siege of TVJ^IN with all 
poflible Diligence. Accordingly, he caus’d the Lines of tu h i H 
Circumvallation and Controvallation to be carried on : 

And, the latter being finifti’d by the 3onh of May (N.S.) 
and the other the id of June, the Trenches were open’d 
the fame Night, both againft the Town and Citadel. 

His Royal Highnefs having the next Day view’d the 
Enemy's Works, order’d the Guards in the Citadel, 
and at the Gate Su:(a, to be doubl’d, and gave other 
neceffary Diredions for the Defence of the Place. On 
the 6th of June, his Royal Highnefs gave Orders for 
the planting of 60 Pieces of Cannon on the Baftion 
De la Confolare, near the Citadel, and upon feme other 
Works. The next Day, the Duke De la Feuillade, fent 
Monfieur De Martgnan (his Quarter-Matter General) 
with a Trumpet, to the grand Guard, to acquaint his 
Royal Highnefs, " That the Duke had receiv’d Orderlf 
from Court, to form the Siege of RI N ; and at 

the fame time, to have all imaginable Regard to the 
Royal Family there 5 and offer to themPafports with 
a Guard before the Siege was begun* In Anfwer to 
which, his Royal Highnett fent Word, That, he was 
very much oblig’d to the King, for the Offer his Ma- 
jetty was pleas’d to make him : That he did not think 
at prefent to remove his Family : Thar whenever he 
fliould remove them, he Ihould have no Occafion for 
a Pafs or a Guard 5 and that the Duke De la FeuiUade 
might execute his Matter’s Orders, and begin the 
Siege when he thought fir. So, the Befiegers (on 
the Sth of June) began to Bombard the Citadel and 
Town, arid continu’d the three following Days, with- 
out doing any conlidcrable Damage : And, at the fame 
N % time. 
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'y( N N O rime, the Befieg’d fir’d inceffanriy from their MortarsJ 
1706* Cannon, and fmall Arms, which very much difturb d 
rhe Enemy in rheir Works.

but were as often Repuls’d, and the Duke made an 
orderly Retreat. Soon after, he rtxeiv’d Intelligence,

"Vhereupon, he remov’d the Dutchdfes and Princes to 
Mondom, being accompanied (at his Royal Highnefs s 
defire; by the Sieur Vander Meer (Envoy extraordinary 
of the States-GeneralJ From thence, they remov’d to 
Ceva ; but the Duke imagining they were not fafe there, 
he order’d them to retire into the Territories of Genoa, 
where after many Inconveniences and Dangers, they 
faflly arriv’d about the middle of ^uly. 

THE Duke De la Veuillade being tir’d in the Purfuit 
of the Duke of Sarny, return’d the 5th of July, to the 
Camp btfore TVdil N, to receive the Duke of Orleany 
(whom the French King had appointed General of his 
Forces in Italy, in the Room of the Duke of pndofme, 
who was made General of the French Army in the 
therknds) leaving 45 Squadrons (under the Command

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of the Count D^Jubeterre) with Orders to pur fuc the ANNO 
Duke of Samj : Which purfuit proved very advanta- 1706. 
geous to his Royal Highnefs 5 for, from the loth of 
§une to the 5rh of July^ great part of the Forces em- 
ploy'd in the Siege of Turin^ being engag'd in this Ex- 
pedition, it not only very much retarded the Progrcfs 
of the Siege, but gave Prince an Opportunity 

at laft, to come up juft time enough to relieve the Place, 
in hopes of which Succours, tho' the Siege was vigo- 
roufly pufli* d on, yet it was as nobly Defended. How- 
ever, on Augu^ the 4th, the Enemy Attack*d the firlt Ths M 
Counterfearp of the Citadel, and took it after a Bloody 
Refiftance, which lafted for about three Hours, having 
# had %o Officers, 3 Engineers, and 300 Men kill'd, be-* 
fides 400 Wounded in the Adfion. After this, they 
continued to perfed: their Lodgments and Batteries ; 
but, the Befieg'd fprung fo many Mines, that they had 
no Batteries ready till the 21ft. On the 25th in the 
Morning, the Befieg'd fprung a Mine, which buried 
feveral Men, blew up Nine Pieces of Cannon, and 
threw down three out of five Batteries, that were on 
the cover'd Way. On the 26th, in the Night, the rb? mlf- 
Half-Moon and Counrergiiards were attack'd, and car- 
tied by the Befiegers : But, thofe who defended the 
Half-Moon, retir'd into a Wall'd Redoubt at the 
of it, and from thence to the Flank of the Baftions, 
and made fuch a terrible Fire upon the Enemy for 3 
Hours together, that the next Morning they drove them 
from the Coanterguards with fuch Slaughter, that they 
own'd themfelves, they had in thofe Attacks, near 500^ 

Men Kill'd. On the zSch of AuguB^ the Duke of Or^ 
kans arriv'd in the Camp, with 40 S^uadtpns, 1 1 Re-» 
gimenrs of Dragoons, and 40 Battalions- The Befieg- 
ers (encourag'd by thefe Re-inforcements) on the laft of 
Auguib^ made a fecond Afiault upon the Half-Moon,' 
and the two Counter-Guards before the Citadel, but 
were Repuls’d with greater Lofs than on the 26th ; the 
Befieg'd making a terrible Fire with their fmall Arms,* 
and fpringing feveral Mines with extraordinary Succefs : 

For of feven Batteries (Tome of 5, others of 6 Pieces 
of Cannon^ which the Befiegers had on the Cover'd- 
Way, not one was left ; the Mines of the Befieg'd ha- 
ving ruin'd them all. Notwithftanding, thefe Repul- 
fes and Difadvantages on the fide of the Befiegers, and 
the admirable Courage and Refolution of the Befieg'd 5 
yet muft inevitably have been loft, for

OrVJ lief. Who having crofs’d a Country, full of deep 
Ditches and Canals; pafs’d the Po, penetrated into 
the Perrare^e and the Modane^e, rook Pinal, Carpi, Peg- 
gio, and other Places; and not only march’d to the 
Enemy towards Guajialla, but even went thro’ the 
Important Paflage of Stradella (.v/hctc he might Ea- 
fily have been ftopp’d; at laft, on the 29th of Augufi, 
PrnccEo- happily joyn’d the Duke of Savoy, and made Way 
;W*^for the Ever-Famous Battle of TVl^IN^ which in 
„Dukeef Hours time, defeated at once, both the Ambitious 
Projedts and Forces of the Enemy. An Account of 
that memorable -Aftion, is particularly compriz’d in 
the following Relation from the Baron De Hobendorf, 
to the Stares-General, which deferves to be tranlmit- 
led to Pofterity.

F T E R fo conftant a Series of prodi- ^ js/NO 
gious SucceffeS;, with which the Con- 1707* 
federate Arms were attended the Pre- 
ceding CAMPAIGN, k was the ge- ^ 
neral Opinion f which did not wane 
probable Reafons to fupport it felf) that 
the King of France^ would never be a- 
ble to Retrieve fo many and fuch great Misfortunes ; 
and that he would foon be Oblig'd to wave his Preten- 
fions to Spain, to obtain Peace, which his fubjedls begg'd 
of him in folema Speeches and Orations from the Pul- 
pit, Bur, notwithftanding the great Hopes %ve enter- 
tain'd then, the Year prov'd almoft the entire Rc- 

verfe of the former : France having made greater and 
fpeedier Efforts to recover her Loffes, than the Allies 
did to improve their Vidories. This appear'd moft fen- 
fibly in Spain, by the fatal Lofs of the Battle o£^ JL- 
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MA N^A, a particular Account of which is incertcd 
here, as Publifh’d by Authority. 

IN a General Council of War held at Valencia, in 
December 1706, about the Operations of the enfuing 
CAMPAIGN, his Catholick Majefty being prefent, 
it was Agreed, That all the Confederate Forces in that 
Kingdom, as alfo thofe that were expeded with the 
Earl £(ivers, fhould Ad in one Body, and enter Caf- 
tile, by the .way of Arragon, where the Paffage of the 
Tagus was mofk Pradicabie : Bur, for the Prefervarion 
of the Kingdom of Valencia, the Army fliould take the 
Field early, and endeavour ro deftroy the Enemy’s Ma- 
gazines, on that Frontier, as likewife to take fome For- 
trefifes for their Security, when the Army Ihould march 
away ; and, if polTible, to fall on fome Body of the 
Enemy’s Troops, before their whole Force was Affem- 
bled. The Earl of Galway, the more to ftrengthen our 
Army, fent Orders to the Lord Tyrawl/s Regiment, and 
the two Battalions of Marines fwho were Quarter’d in 
Catalonia) ro march and join him : Bur, the Viceroy of 
that Principality, would not fufifer them to March from 
their Quarters, dr part with any Troops our of the Pro- 
' vince, without the King’s Order, which was often So- 
licited, but could not be Obtain’d. His Majefty was 
pleas’d towards the End of 'February, to declare to the 
Generals of the Allies, his Intention of going into Cata^ 
Ionia-, and a few Days after, proceeded in his Journey 
thither, taking with him the Regiment of Dragoons of 
VVinterfeldt, confifting of Five Squadrons, with Count 
Valais’s Regiment of Dutch Foot : But, at parting. His 
Majefty promis’d the Confederate Generals, that when- 
ever it fliould be thought proper to march to Madrid, 
he would be ready to join them with the Troops from 
Catalonia. 

A'LL theConfederate Forces that could be brought 
into the Field, amounted only to 14 Battalions of Foot, 
and 53 Squadrons, Englijh, Dutch, and Portugue:^^ 
making in all, about 4500 Horfe, and nooo Foot, Ef- 
fective. With this Body, the Marquis Das Minas, and 
the Earl of Galway took the Field the 6th of Afril 
(N. Sj and having with very good Succefs, deftroy ’d 
the Enemy’s Magazines, at Caudet, Tela, and Montale- 
gre, and forc’d feveral Bodies of the Enemy’s Troops to 
retire, farther into Cajiile, return’d with the Army ro 

Villena, 
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Villena, and laid Siege to the Caftle of that Place ; But, ANNO 
the Captain who commanded in it, made fo refolure a 1707. 
Defence, that before the Breach was acceffible, the E- 
nemy’s Army joy n’d at ALMANm^A, confiftingof 76 
Squadrons of Horfc, and 54 Battalions of Foot. Tho* 
the Accounts we had of their Numbers were Various 
and Uncertain, we were inform’d, that their Delign 
was to Atrernpt the Relief of ViSena, or to cut off our 
Communication with Valencia, from whence we re^ 
ceiv d all our Provifions. The Duke of Otleans was 
then on his Way, to joyn the Enemy’s Army; and 7 or 
800 of the Fretfcb Forces were on their March, to Rein- 
force them : 0 n the contrary, our Army was daily di- 
minifh d by Sicknels, efpecially the Troops that came 
laft from England. We had no Profped of beitw joyn’d

Colonel Dormer was Order d with a De- 
tachment of Dragoons, to attack the Battery , buP be* 
fore he got thither, the Enemy retir d with their Guns 
in great Precipitation. As foon as our Left-Wing was 
Advanc’d within 100 Paces of the Enemy s Horle^ 
THEY likewife advanc’d our of theirLine to meet 
our Charge; and the Engagement was very Gbfti- 
nate and Bloody on both fides. The Enemy by the 
"Weight of their Squadrons^ forc’d Ours to Retreat 
about 50 Paces; But, Colonel Southwel and Wade’s 
Regiments of Foot, who were on the Left of that 
Brigade, which was Interlin’d with the Horfe of the 
Firft Line, coming up; gave their Rre upon the E- 
nerny’s Flank and Rear; and our Cavalry, at the 
fame time, renewing their Charge in the Front, drove 
them in Diforder thro’ their own Lines, with a very 
great Slaughter. By this time, the EngUp and Dutch 
Foot Cunder the Command of Lieutenant-General 
and Baron Trepeim) were fharpl^ Engag’d in the 
Centre, and broke thro’ the Enemy’s firft and Second 
Lines, beating down all before them, as far as the 
Wg lU of // L MA N :?[A But, this Succefs did not laft 
long, for the Enemy’s Squadrons of the fecond Line, 
fell in upon their Flank, and forc’d our Infantry back 
with great Lofs. Whereupon, Colonel UiS’s, and 
the Lord Mark Karr’s Regiments, who had been . Inter- 
lin’d with the Horfe of the fecond Line,advanc d, aftd 
attack’d fome Sj>amp Regiments to Favour their Re- 
treat.

'Right-Wing made off, and ' left their Infantry, who 
were^ furroiinded,. and moft of them either Kill’d or 
taken, Frifoners. , ' 


TWO Pmugue:{e Battalions^ who were pofted at 
fomediftance when their Cavalry were retiring, fup- 
pofing it had been the Enemy coming down upon 
them, unfortunately gave them a Volley, and Kill’d 
and Wounded feveral of their own Men, The Bat- 
tle continued on our Left-Wing, the Enemy ftill charg- 
ing Us with freOi Squadrons, but without Succefs; 
for qiir Horfe (both EngHJh and PoHuguc::;^e) out d 
by the Fire of the Englijh Battalions that were In- 
terlin’d, broke the Enemy, driving 15 or 16 of their 
Squadrons into a Crowd, who retir’d to a Riiing- 
Ground in the Rear of the Line, but could not be 
brought to charge again. 

THE Enemy, finding they endeavour d to no Pur- 
pofe to break our Left with Horfe only, fenc for 9 
Battalions (moft of them French) and drew up before 
their Front Line of Horfe, in Oppoficion to our Bri- 
gade of Foot, which conlifted of Colonel Scnthwelfs, 
Blood's, Wkdes, and Mountjofs Regiments ; and Was 
re-inforc’d by Lieutenant-General Regiment 

from the Rear Line. At the fame rime, they brought 
up feveral frefli Squadrons to make another Charge 
upon our Left-V/ing of Horfe, who had fuffer’d ve- 
ry much, and loft moft of the Officers that com- 
manded Squadrons ; Brigadier Cnrpe^tter being the on- 
ly Perfon that remain’d unhurt : For, the Count £>* 
Attalia (who commanded the Portiigite^;^^ Horfe that 
were mixt with our DragoonsJ was carried off Woun- 
ded. Our Troops in this Condition, were not a- 
ble \o fuftain their Charge, and gave Way ; at which 
time, the 9 French Battalions, charg’d the Englijh 
Brigade of Foot, in Front and Flank, mid entirely 
broke them. The two French Regiments that fell in 
upon tlieir Flank; being, too far Advanc’d, the Lord 
O Tyrnwlej 
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^NNO ryravDlq, order’d Colonel Hoper Twho commanded 
Major-General Harvey % Horfe; to artafck them ; which 
was done with fo much Vigour, that they broke thro* 
them, and made them beg for Quarter, before the 
Enemy’s Cavalry could come to their AlEftance. The, 
Enemy now had nothing remaining but to furround 
our Foot {which were broke on the Plain) and for 
fome time, gave no Qiiartcr. Hereupon, Major-Gene- 
ral Shrimpon, Brigadier Mackartney, Colonel 
Colonel Hill, and fcveral other OfScers, affembled 
the broken Remains of the Englifh Regiments, and joy- 
ned fome of the Dutch and Portugue;{e Infantry, who 
had been Rallied by Count Dhom^ arid Don Juan M- 
manuel j and this Body (to the Number of about_ 4000 
Men) retreated about two Leagues, to the Hills of 
Claudete : But, the Men being tir’d with the Fatigue 
of the Day, and wanting both Provifions and Am- 
munition, were unable either to march farther, or_ to 
make any Defence : So that the next Morning, being 
furrounded by two Lines of Foot, the Commanding 
Officers agreed to the fame Capitulation as was gran- 
ted to the French at Bleinheim, and furrendcr’d them- 
felves Prifoners to Count D'Asfelt. 

THE Enemy’s Lofs during the Adion, was much 
greater then Oursj but our Foot being at laft broke 
and expos’d to their Cavalry, were moft of them 
Kill’d, Wounded, or taken Prifoners. His Excellen- 
cy the Earl of Gal'way ; (who gave fignal Proofs of 
his Condud and Bravery, j receiv’d a great Cut over 
« his Right-Eye, and being over-power’d by the Ene- 
my, was, at laft, forc’d by thofe about him, to pro- 
vide for his own Safety, with a fmall Party of 
lijh Dragoons. Brigadier Ejllegrc'po being Wounded 
in the firft Affault^ ftill kept the Field, and was 
Kill’d in a fecond Charge.

aoms «/va- after attended with very fatal Confequeuccs to the Al- 
lies, by the furrender of fcveralfimporrant Places to the 
iubmki Enemy. For the Duke of Orleans having taken upon 
him the Command of the French and Spanijh Army, ad- 
vanc’d iwith a Body of Foot, and fummoned the City 
of Valencia to fubmit. The Inhabitants, knowing that 
they were not in a Capacity to maintain lb defencelels 
a Place, fent Deputies to the Camp, and declar d that 
they relign’d themfelves to King Philips Clemenqy, and 
Ijefought the Duke of Orleans to intercede with his Ma- 
jefty in rheir behalf. They requefted alfo, that a fuf- 
ficient Garrifon fliould be fent into the City, to lecure 
the Inhabitants from the Fury of the Soldiers : Where- 
upon, his Royal Flighnefs fent in Don Antonie Del Val 
fMajor-GencraU with lo Battalions of Spaniards, % of 
French, and 6 Squadrons of the Regiments of Pro^^oV- 
lanco and Cere:{an. After the Redudion of Valencia, 
the Duke of Or/e«(K& divided his Forces, part of whjch 
Ivas left tinder the Command of the Duke of Bermck., 
■tvho fellovv’d the Allies towards Tortofa j and with the 

left* 
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reft, his Royal Highnefs fet out on the 15th, of May for ^d'NNO 
Arragon. By that time, he had advanc 4 within a 1707. 
League of Saragojfa (the Capital of that Kingdom) the* 
Inhabitants fent a Deputation to him to make their 
Submiflion. Whereupon, his Royal Highnefs fent De-f 
tachments to take Poffeffion of th<? Fort and Palace of 
the Inquifition, and of the 3 Gates of the City, The 
next Day, that Prince enter’d the Placq, and impos’d 
upon the Inhabitants a Tax of 45000 Pijftoles, 4000 
Sacks of Corn, and Oblig’d them to build a Citadel at 
their own Expence.

IN the mean time, the Earl of Galway having caus’d 
the Bridge oi Tort of a to be Fortified and Furnilh’d with 
Troops, the Duke of Merwick, (on the 23*d of May) Ad- 
\"anc’d thither with his Forces, and made the neceffitry 
Difpofitions for attacking it • But, the French and Sfa-- 
ninrds met with a more Vigorous Refiftance than they 
Expeded, being repuls’d in two Attacks, wherein they 
loft a confiderable Number of Men. Oii the other Xati^a, A!-. 
Hand, The Caftle of X A T IV A was Oblig’d to furren- 
dcr to Count Mahoni, who granted the Garrifon very 
Honourable Terms. The Garrifon of^/cym did the like, 
who march’d out with the ufual Marks of Honour, and 
was conduded to Catalonia.

Quantity of Provifions. The fame Day, the Marquis 
JDeVivans (whom the Marefchal had fent out with 15 00

that a Body of German Horfe were coming towards him, 
he advanc’d to meet them, who at his Approach, poftr 
ed themfelves behind a Rivulet: But, he charg’d them 
fo Vigoroufly, that they were Broken, and enrirely De-r 
feated : 150 of them were Kill’d, Bo made Prifoner$

dofely purfu d, quitted their Horfes, arid made their 
Retreat thro ■ the Hedges : So that the brought 
away 4 Standards, 1 5 o Prifoners, and near 1300 Hor-* 
fes 5 having had only 2 Lieutenants, and 30 private 
Men Kill’d.

THE Confederate Forces, were this Year, more Afdn h 
Adive in Italy where the Fre^, inftead of Re-^y« 
trieving their Defeat before Turin, Iq&. all the States 
and Places they poffefs’d in Lombardy, in the Name 
of Kmg Fhilif. ’Tis certain, the Frw^ might have 
ftood their Ground there feme time longer ; but they 
prudently chofe rather to Preferve their Troops (for 
which they had Occafion in Spain and eljCewhere, 
and which it was impoffible for them either to Sub-ii 
fifty or Succour) than run the Hazard of lofing them, 
by an Ill-tim’d , and unprofitable Refiftance. 

IN the N ET BE EJL 4 ND$, the Neceflity of Se* Campamk 
curing the Conquefts made in the Preceding Year, 
hindred the Duke of Marlborough from Extending fideralfie^ * 
them ; So that nothing of Importance happen’d on 
that fide : For, the Enemy f notwit hftanding their Lofs 
at B^miUies) having fo well recruited their Army, as 
robe ftill Superiour in Number to |:he Confederates, 
and, at the fame time, carefully avoiding an Engage- 
ment ; The Duke of Marlborough, to his great Regret, 
found it Impoffible to come at them in their ftrong 
tamps, tho’ he feveral times attempted it: And fo 
on the 20th of OBober, both Armies feperated, and went 
intotheir Refpedive Winter-QLuarters. 
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HIGH and MIGHTY LORDS. 

* nr H E Autumn is come again, and as in this Sea, 

-I fon of the Year, the Council of State is Oblig d,

Thirdly, the 
Caufes and Accidents whereby the Series of thefe Suc- 
ceffes has been fometirnes Interrupted.

And Sixthly, what In- 1707. " 
conveniences and Misfortunes are to be Fear’d and Ex- 
peded, if there be any Slackening in the Efforts that 
are to be made againrf fo Formidable an Enemy, 

THIS WAR, High and Mighty Lords (which 
the State has hitherto thought fit to continue) does not 
proceed from bare Motives of Honour and Glory, 
nor from a Dcfire to Enlarge the Frontiers, or Revenge 
the Affronts fuffer d by our Confederates ; or laftly, 
from a Forefight too Uneafy and Timorous, many 
rimes no lefs Dangerous in its Confequences, than 
Negligence it fclf, or Security, Such WARS (dio* 
fometimes Juft) ought, however, to be carefully avoid- 
ed as Unprofitable, and even as Dangerous, .as long as 
it can be done any wife, or may confift with Fidelity, 
and folemn Engagements, by fuch a State as this, 
whofe Welfare does for the moft part, and even for the 
greateft, confift in Trade, Navigation, Fifliery, and 
Manufadures, and which muft fupply the Defedsof 
the Narrownefs of their Territories, and fet forth their 
Glory, and providing Care, nor by Conquefts, or the 
Eclat and Fame of their Arms, but by endeavouring, 
by all poffible Means, their Safety, and preferving and 
Improving thofe Sources of their Welfare and Profpe- 
rity, and thereby Procuring the increafe of their Inhai* 
bitants and Subjeds. This WAR, is in its Nhture 
unavoidable, it being undertaken, befides the main*^ 
raining the Liberty of Europe, for vSelf-Prefervation, the 
greateft Mark, States and Men are us d to Aim ^ac in 
this World. It has been more particularly obferv'd bcr 
fore this, how, after the Death of the King of Spain, 

C HA E^LE S n, of Glorious Memory, the Peace of 
Ryfwkh^, which had put an End to^ a Nine Years 
WAR, and the Treaties made fince, for preventing the 
Troubles which were like to enfue upon the Death of 
that Prince, were on a fudden broke. That the Terri- 
tories confining to this State from Sluyee in Flanders, to 
theEaft-Bank of the Rhine, were in the Poffeflion of the 
French : That they made in FR^A NC E and SPAIN 
great Preparations of WAR : That the two Crowns 
made fuch dangerous Morions on the Frontiers, and 
even in fight of Your High-Mightinefles, while by 
their Specious Embaliies, they neither made Reafonable 
/ 9FFERS, 
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NNO offers, nor accepted THOSE that were made 
1707, to them : That for removing the juft Fears and Appre- 
heafions occafion’d by Enterprifes and Morions fo evi- 
dently Dangerous, there was no other "Way or Means 
left to Your High-Mightincffes, or your Allies, than to 
Undertake a WAR, which by thole Means aforefaid, 
w^as render'd no left Nccellary than Juft , and liich as 
the Repubiick was formerly oblig’d to Undergo, in its 
moft dilEcult Times, without complaining thereof, 
And, as She owes the Eftabliftiment of her Liberty, to 
that former WAR, fo She may upon good Grounds, 
Hope, that the fame fliall be fltortly fecur’d and ftreng- 
tben’d by this Prefent WAR, if it be maintain’d and 
carried on as it fliouid. 

TH E Succefs of the Arms of Your High-Mighti^ 
neffes, and: your Allies (which is the fecond Article un- 
der Confideration) will appear in a more confpicuous 
Manner, if it be conllder’d, that when this WA R be- ’ 
gan, the Crowns of France and Spain were moft ftri- 
dly United, by the Eftablifliment of a French Wines 
on the ’Throne of and the Introducing there- 

in a. Frewch Power and Manner of Government. 

THAT the Eledors of Cologn and Bavaria, had 
efpous’d the Party of the two Crowns, and Augmented 
their Troops for their Service : That the former Eledor 
had receiv’d French Garrifons into his Fortreffes, under 
the Name of Troops of the Circle of Burgundy : That, 
however, notwithftanding the Efforts of thefe fo Great 
and fo. Formidable United Powers, and the great Ad- 
vantages they had in the Beginning of the WA R, it 
has pleas’d the Divine Goodnefs fo to Blefs the Opera- 
tions of WAR on this fide, and that of the Allies, 
that the Nether-Rhine and Maeri^e are freed from the 
Garrifons of the Enemy, and the Eledor of Cologn de- 
priv’d of his States and Territories (except that incon- 
fiderable Part, feituated along the Sambre, which he en- 
joys ftill at this time) That by forcing of the L I N E S 
in Walloon Brabant, and by the Famous Battle of 
BAMILLIES, and fevcral Sieges that follow’d^ the 
fame, the Provinces of Brabant, Malines, and Flanders, 
with the Fortrels of Mcnin, and the Diftrid thereof 
were Reduc’d and Gain’d, whereby the Frontiers of 
the State from the Rhine, to the Sea, are better cover’d, 

■ ■ ■■■ ^ V : : :That 
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That in Germany, thro’ the Glorious Adions and Bat- ANNO 
'ties of SCBELIENBE^G. and BOCBSTET^xhc 1707* 
Arch - Dukedom of Anuria, the Arch - Biflioptick of 
Sabsbourg, the Billiopricks of Pajfau and Augshmrg, 
and the County of Tirol, have been Paclfy’d and R,e- 
ftor d to their former Tranquility 5 many Towns and 
Fortreffes on both fides the Danube gain’d, and the 
Eiedor of Bavaria difpoffcfs’d of all hit Dominions. 

ALL the Territories, between the Alp and the 
Apennine, belonging to Spain,.^ and poflels’d by the 
Duke of Anjyu, with the Affiftance of Prance -^ as alfo 
the States of thofe Princes, who had either declar’d for 
King CHAI^LES III, or were fufpeded to be in his 
Intereft, which the Enemy had fiez d, have been Re- 
cover d ; fo that Lombardy has been wholly abandon’d 
by the Enemy, who befides, were reduc’d to the Ne- 
ceiTity of withdrawing their Garrifons from the Caftles 
of Milan, Mantua, Modena, Cremona, Mirandola, Se^ 
jiola, Sabionetta, and Finals all which Places arj&ftrong, 
and of the urmoft Importaynce : But above all, the 
Dutchy and State oi Milan, becaule of the Fertility of 
its Soil, the Excellency of its Manufadures, the vaft 
Number of its Inhabitants, and its advantageous Sci- 
tuation, ^ The faid State having had time to breath, 
and repair the Damage it had fuftain’d by Foraging, 
Encampments, and Winter- Qiurters, it may be affirm’d 
upon good Grounds, that by the Frugal Admiaiftration 
of its pubiick Finances, it maybe put into a Condi- 
tion to fend and maintain s fine Body of Troops into 
the Field, for the Service of the Common-Caufe : And 
we may reckon as a great Advantage obtain’d thereby, 
the great Supplies they have given, according to Agree- 
ment, for the Military Cheft of the Emperor, and the 
maintaining of his Forces in Italy, By the Scituation 
of the faid Dutchy, the Hereditary Countries of the 
Emperor on the fide of Tirol, are cover’d ; the Commu- 
nication with the Duke of Savoy reftor’d; and the Cor- 
refpondence between the two Branches of the Houfe of 
Auftria, render’d more eafy by Final, than by any 
other Way. The Circumftances are fueh, that *tis re- 
poil:ed, that the Emperor C HA I^LE S V, had fo great 
an Idea of them, that in order to poifels that Dutchy 
in Peace and Tranquility, he offer’d his Daughter to 
the Son of Frmaii the Firft, King of Frame^ with al! 
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NNO the Netherlands, and to Bred the fatrie into a King: 
707. dom. It was upon the fame ConfideratioilSj that the 
faid Emperor could never be perfuaded, to grant the 
Inveftiture of that Dutchy to France, or leave her in 
Poffeffion thereof, tho’ the French us’d all poffibic means 
obtain the fame. The BmperOts who have fucceed- 
that Prince, have inherited the fame Sentiments j 
and the laft decfcas’dj could never be induc’d, in the 
Negotiations about the Sfanijh SuccelEon, to confent 
to part with the The faid Dutchy, and 

other States in Lombardy, are fo feituated, that they 
do nor only contribute to their mutual Defence, but 

are alfo of great Importance for fubfifting the Armies 

of the Allies, and thereby ftrengthen the common 
Caufe, laftly, by the Redudion of Lombardy, feveral 
Noble Rights of the Roman Empire in Italy, have been 
Recover’d and Re-cftabliQi’d j and namely, the Impe- 
rial Rights on the Fiefs of Mantua, and Modena, is 
vidl as' Milan i the Principalities of Guajialla anA Ca- 
fiiglione, and the Marquifate of Final, belides other 
Places, which for Brevity fake, are to be Omitted. 
The Duke of Savoy has been reftor’d to his Principality 
of Piedmont; and having lately recover’d the Town 
and Caftle of has thereby open'd a Way to his, 
and the Arms of his Allies, for a farther Progrefs. The 
Kingdom of Naples, is now entirely reduc’d to the 
Obedience of the Houfe of Aujiria ; and 'tis likely 
that Sicily and Sardinia will foon follow that Example ; 
whereby the Territories of the Emperor, on the Adria- 
tickSca, will be farther Cover’d ; the Is’'ayigacion and 
Commerce to the Levant fecur’d ; and the Party of the 
Allies both by Sea and Land confidetably ftrengthen d. 
■fhefe Kingdoms being fo Powerful in themfelves, as it 
has formerly appear’d, that thro’ a good Governinent, 
agreeable to the Genius of the People of that Country, 
and by an Orderly and Frugal Adminiftration of the 
Finances, they may be pur ih a Condition to furniflt 
and maintain a great Number of Troops and Gallies, 
for the Service of the Common-Caufe. To conclude, 
the Principality of Catalonia, and feveral Places and 
Forts in Valencia and Andalufia, have been Recover’d, 
and are ftill PolTefs’d by King C HA R^LE S III. 

HOWEVER, High and Mighty lords, notwidi- 
ftanding thefe Great and Impoitaift Advantages, the 

Affairs 
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'Affairs are not yet brought to fuch a Pafs and BallanceJ 4NNO 
as may fecure the Safety and Tranquility of your High- 1707* 
Mightineffes, and your Allies. The great Power of 
the Enemy you had to Wreftle with, and efpecially 
that of the Fre?icl>, which tho* feveral Times glorioufly 
defeated ( and erpecially, at S C H B LLB N B E 
MOCHSTBT, J^A MILLIBS, md TV B,IN) 
have yet found Means every time to rife again, and 
have fo far Improv’d the Defeats they had receiv’d, as 
to make them Incentives for greater Efforts. That very 
Power has now and then ftopp’d the Profecution of the 
Advantage Obtain’d, and the Rapidity of Vidrories. 

To this Stop, have like wife contributed the Diforder, 
Dilatorinefs, and Slownefs of feme of the Allies, and 
their Want of good Intelligence, of the Motions, and 
Defignsof the Enemy: And, it were to be wifli’d, that 
in the Courfe of this WA R, there ihould not be found 
by' Experience, what has been formerly obferv’d, 

That great Hopes^ and great Succeffes, do not always 
go together ; and That Profperity which gives Birth to 
fuch Hopes, commonly brings along with it, at the 
fame time, a Wrong and Groundlefs Opinion of the 
Weaknefs and Declenfion of the Enemy, and confe- 
quently, produces Supinenefs and Negligence. 

B E S I D E S all this, the Advantage of the Ground, 
the Natutal Strength of the Rivers and Canals, in the 
Countries where the WA R was to be carried on ; the 
Number, Scituation, and Extent of the Fortified Pla- 
ces to be Attack’d ; the Backwardnefs of the Seafens, 
and Unfeafonablenefs of the Weather, and even fome 
inconfiderable Accidents, may aifo retard and ftop the 
Profecution of Advantages obtain’d. ’Tis to rhefe 
Reafons (or at leaft to fome of them) that we may At- 
tribute, That Campaigns which have follow’d thofe 
wherein great Advantages Were gain’d, have not been 
fo favourable : That the Campaign next after the Vi- 
dories of SCH ELLBNBEIiG and BO€HSTE% 
and which feem’d to Fromife no lefs than the Conqueft 
of Saar Louis ^ and Tbionville, and even of and 

other Places in the Heart of France, had not Succefe 
anfwerabie to thofe Promifes and Expedations : That, 
in the Netherlands, where the Enemies, by many Pre- 
cautions, and CunBando, have endeavour’d to Preferve^ 
their Towns and Fortreffes, the laft CAMPAIGN!? 
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has not been fo fuccefsful as the Former : And, that 
the Expedition into Provence, and the intended Con- 
aueft of Toa/oM and Marfeilles, have had no other effea:, 
than the Devaftation of part of that Province, the 
Bombardment of Tdk/<!», and the Deftroying ot fome 
Men of WA R, and Magazines. However, jt may be 
faid that THAT Expedition has ftopd the Progrefe 
of the Enemy in the Empire, and in j bccaufe, 
they were oblig’d to make Detachments from thence, 
to Itop the Progrefs of the Expedition aforefaid. 

AS to the prefent State of the Enemy, and the Ef- 
forts they have made againft the Allies ( which is the 
third Point under Confideration ) it is to be obferv d, 
that notwithftanding they arc depriv d of the Aniltance 
that their Confederates, the Eledors of Cologn and Ba- 
had given them before 5 as alio, of the ouppiies 
they receiv’d from thole Countries, and the Dependen- 
cies of the Monarchy of which have been re- 

duc’d to the Obedience of the Allies, yet their Power 
remains ftill Great and Formidable : That, France m 
Particular, in refped to the Extent of its Territories 
and Frontiers, is ftill the fame as it was when this 
WAR was Undertaken fLtfwdda and Menin excepted) 
and that, on the other Hand, they are poffefs’d ot the 
whole Dutchy of Sow;*, Brifaci, Pert Kjhl,^adTr}iers 7 

That how great foever the Efforts of that Crown, 
might have been in the two Preceding WARS, yet the 
farne have been confiderably Augmented in the Prefent i 
That it may be Affirm’d, upon good Information, that 
the Taxes and Aids rais’d Yearly for the fame, are 
double what they rais’d in the Preceding WAR, and 
even are Augmented by one Third of all the coin d 
Species, that were found in France : Thar, their Ar-' 
mies, thro’ new Levies, Recruits, and People compell’d 
by Force into the Service, are confiderably ftrong- 
er and more Numerous ; infomuch, that in the laft 
CAMPAIGN, they have brought into the Field 
againft the Allies, above 400 Squadrons, and 300 Bat-, 
talions : And, tho’ it is true, beyond Contradieftioh, 
that thro' thefe great Efforts, the Kingdom muft be 
Weaken’d in refped of Men and Money, and muft 
daily grow Weaker and Exhaufted : That the Com- 
merce abroad, and what they usd to get thereby is 
confiderably Decay’d : That the continual Alteration of 
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tlieir Gold and Silver Coin, the abundance’ of Mmt- jiNNO 
Bills, and Non-Payment of Intereft, mult needs have 1707. 
funk their Credit in a moft fenlibie Manner j and that 
the) muft fend vaft Summs in Specie abroad : Yet it is 
certain, that FJ^ANC E has in her felf fome Refour- 
ces that deferve a ferious Attention, and ought not to 
be pafsM over wirhout Confidcrarion. The fame were 
latt Y E A laid open before }our High-Mightineffes, 
with all their Circumftances ; and therefore, it will 
now fulBce to obferve in a Summary Way and Recapi- 
tulation, that the Defpotick Power of the King, the 
Submiffion, Reverence, and Obedience of the Subjedls $ 
the general Genius of the Nation, and in particular of 
the Nobility (which is very Numerous) inclining them 
to WAR; the Extent of the Territories of Frmce ; 
the Multitude of their Parities, the vaft Number of 
its Inhabitants, amounting to icveral Millions, have 
hitherto given an Opportunity to that Crown, to Re- 
eftablilli their Forces, tho* never fo much defeated, and 
that the Diminution of their Coin is confiderably fup- 
plied by the Prod ud and Goods of the Growth and 
Manufacture of F 1{A N C By wdiich are fold in the 
Northern Parrs of amounting to fcveral Milli- 

ons ; by the Sale of their Fifli and Manufadures, along 
the Medircfranean Sea, and in the Levant ; by the 
Trade of their hinmn of Normandy and Brittany y Into 
the WeH-^lndies ; and efpecially that by their Navigation 
and Settlements on the Sourh-Coaft of Amcricdy they 
have gain’d the Trade of Gold and Silver with the In- 
habitants of Peru : A return of fuch a Quantity of Spe- 
cies Coin’d and Uncoin’d, and other Rich Valuable 
Goods, which exceeds Imagination, and of which, ’tis 
aifur’d, that one third Parc comes to the King’s Profit* 

Befidcs ail this, ’tis to be Obferv’d, that the great 
Number of their Privateers at 'Sea, and the Contribu- 
tions they raife every where on the Frontiers of the 
Allies,- bring no inconfiderabie Sums into FINANCE. 

THIS being briefly obferv’d about Frnnccy it may 
be farther remark’d, that THAT Crown is ftill Uni- 
ted with the Kingdom of Spniny which formerly with 
all k$ Subjeds, States and Dependencies, follow’d the 
Party of the Allies : I'hat T HAT Kingdom is ftil! 
entire, except fome few Places in Andahjla and Falen^ 
and the Principality of Catalonia^ as it has been

NNO already related. That the faid Kingdom is in lomc 
1707. Parts Barren and Unpeopled, by reafon of the Colo- 
nies fent into the Indies, and by the Expulfion of fo 
great a Number of People, of a Foreign Religion; 
while, on the other Hand, the faid Kingdom has fuf- 

fefd very much by the Prcfent WAR, and in General, 

fince the Reign of Fbilif II, and other Kings, to King 
Charles ll, hy the Prodigious Efforts they have made 
to maintain the WA R in the Netherlands, and foment 
and keep up Inteftine Divifions againft their Neigh- 
bours, thro’ a vaft Number of Penfions and borrow’d 
Sums^ at high Intereft, which have occafion’d the En- 
gagement of the Demefnes, and more particularly, 
thro’ the ill Adminifcration of their Finances, the faid 
Kingdom is fallen into a great Diforder and Decay : 
But, nOtwithftanding all this, the French Minifters Jiad 
no fooner taken upon them, after the Death of King 
Charles II, the Adminiftration and Diredion of the 
Affairs of Spain, according to the French Manner, but 
that Kingdom began to make fuch Efforts as was not 
thought of before, and has brought this YEAR into the 
Field of Spain, a greater Number of National Troops, 
and chiefly of Horfe, than perhaps had been feen in 60 
Years before. That the Indies, and the Iflands in the 
Mediterranean, belong ftill to Spain. That the Nether- 
lands, except what was taken from them laft YEAR, 
belong ftill, in regard to their Outward Name and Ap- 
pearance to Spain, tho in Fad to Fra^ice ; and are un- 
der the Dominion of that Crown, unddubtedly, by Ver- 
tue of the Cellion, which ’tis affur’d was made to them, 
by the Duke of Anjou, at the Time of the famous 
Acceptation of the Pretended Will of the late King 
Charles of Spain. 

THE Netherlands, High and Mighty Lords, have 
been a long time fince, the Aim of the Defirea of the 
French, and of their continual Enterprifes, which un- 
doubtedly had their Rife from the Remembrance of 
the Snccelfes of the Battles of St. ^intin a.ni Grave- 
lines, and the Motions of the Arms of the Prince of 
Farma, and others that follow’d thereupon, which made 
F HA NC E tremble more than once, and put themmp- 
on Meafures to feize the Towns and Places on the 
Frontiers, that were moft convenient to Proted them 
for the Future ; and, as it happens commonly, from.

Ambition, Bur, as our Fore-fathers Ehought the Neigh- 1707. 
bourhood of fuch a great Power as Fr^wce, inconfiftent 
with the iecurity of their Country ; the {aid Nefher^ 
have been the Source of Mifunderftanding, and 
continuai Troubles, between that Crown and the State. 

What happened in the Reign of Levois XHI. King of 
Wmc&f under the Miniftry of the Cardinal De R/c/;e-. 
licUf is fufficiently known ; and how that Grown, in 
the Year 1634, having endeavoufd to get PoflelFion of 
the greateft Part of thofe Provinces, by the Propofal of 
a Partition, the confiderable Members of the Repub- 
lick oppos'd the fame, without any other Aim or De- 
fign, than what is above-mention’d. Thar the Cardi- 
nal Ma:{armo^ after the Death of Cardinal Hjcheiieu, 
and of Lems XIIL which happen’d foon after, having 
fuccceded the former in the Diredion of Affairs, under 
the Regency of the Queen- Mother, -dwwe of Auflria^ 
us’d all poITibie Means (without fparing any thing, efpe- 
cially during the Negociation of the Treaty of 
for Uniting the Netherlands to France. That, however, 
the State did at that rime, wifely break the Meafures 
of that Crown, by their feperate Treaty of Peace 
with Sfaln. That France being not difcourag*d there- 
by, endeavour’d to obtain her Aim, by the continua- 
tion of a particular WA R againft and private 

Negotiations with 'Ptote&or Cromwely and clandcftine 
Intrigues in otl^r Courts. That they partly fucceeded 
therein, in the Treaty of Peace of the PjreneeSy in ob- 
taining Bafaumcy and the whole Country of 
tots ‘y the Towns and Bayliwicks of Aire mdL Si. Omer 
excepted; Gravelines in Flanders ^^Landrecy mdUliefi 
my in Haynault ; Avefnesy Marienbutghy zni FhUi faille y 
htmQtn tht Samhre znd tho Mae:{e : Thimviiley M 
tnediy znd DammlilerSy m ihc CounttOYoi Luxemburghy 
and feveral other Places. This, however, was not fuffi- 
cient to fatisfy their Defires and Ambition ; and there- 
fore, in the Year i66>^y new Propofals were made on 
the part of that Crown to the Stare, for a Partition, 
or Cantoning of the Netherlafids^ but both to no Pur- 
pefe. The Partition was declin’d for the Reafons afore- 
faW ; and the Cantoning, or making the Netherlands 
a feperate Stare, rejeded, becaufe it was thought, that 
they would nor make a fufficient Barrier. King Phiiij? 
the IV. of S^ain happening to Dye in the Year 1665 ; 
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'^NNO His Death, and the Decknfion of the Affairs of Sfaln 
1707. in the Netherlands, which decay’d daily, gave foon an 

V/VX; Opportiinity to France, to put up new Pretenfions on 
thofe Provinces : And, notwithftanding the Solemn 
Renuntiation, made by the King ai^ C 2 .ueen, in the 
Treaty of the Pj/reMW, to the Succeffion of the laid 
King Fhilip, they pretended that the Dutchy of Bra* 
bant, and feveral other Provinces were fall’n to Fratice, 
upon pretence of a certain Right of Devolution, by 
Virtue of which, the Daughters of the Firft Marriage, 
were prekrr’d to the Sons of the Second, and depriv d 
the Father, who had contraded a Second Marriage, of 
the Power to difpofe thereof. Thefe Pretenfions, being 
fupported by Arms, which Alarm’d all the Neighbour- 
ing States ; Your High-Mightinefles, and fome Others, 
were nkeflitated to Oppofe the fame, and refolv’d to 
take upon themfelves, by Way of Security, the De- 
fence and Protedion of fome Towns and Places. This 
Oppofition, produc’d the Peace of Aix-La-Chafelle, in 
the Year 1668, whereby, for the better Preventing fur- 
ther Mifehiefs and Inconveniences, feveral Towns in 
the Netherlands , nnd amongft others, DO PVA T, 
’TOVJiNAIl and ilS L£, where yielded to : 

However, upon the exprefs Condition, that the reft of 
the faid Provinces, fhould be fecur’d under the Gua- 
ranty of every one of the Potentates of £V P E, 
Put, when the Famous Triple Alliance, between Eng- 
land,, Sweden, and that State was concluded, for the 
Guaranty of the Peace aforefaid j This was taken by 
France zn Obftacle to their farther Defigns on the 
Netherlands i and fo highly refented, that it may be 
faid, that this very thing, was one of the ElTential 
Caufes of the WAR, in the Year 167a, which might 
have been cafily prevented, by abandoning thofe Pro- 
vinces to France, or hearkening to a Partition thereof : 
Bur, then the Regency of the Republick, thought, that 
this Abandoning could not be agreed to, without, in 
fome Manner, Abandoning at the fame time the State 
it felf ; and that T H AT Partition would render 
an Immediate and Contiguous Neighbour to the State : 
And therefore, they wifely Rcfolv’d to Undergo the Ca- 
lamities of the WA R, rather than by excepting th-vfe 
Fatal Expedients, expofe their Country to the Inevita- 
ble Danger of a Perpetual Subjediion.

THE Peace, of Nlmegusn, by which, amongft other 1707. 

Towns, St. 0 MB VALBNC 1 EN:^ES,\,/'Y\) 

and TFJ^ES, were yielded to put an ]^nd to 

that W A K : Bur, new Pretenfions were foon ftarccd 
up, upon Pretence of the Dependencies of the Places, 
yielded by the faid Peace of Nmeguen. The Country 
of Alo^ was aim’d at ^ or in lien thereof, Cmtrajt and 
Dixmuyde -y or kftly, Luxembourg^ with all its Depen- 
dencies. Thefe Pretenfions were fiipported by Arms ; 
and to obtain the fame by Force, or Good-Will, a great 
part of the Flat Country in F/^^d^w was wafted, and 
Luxembourg^ feveral times;" Attack’d., . The Treaty of a 
20 Years Truce (cho* it lafted but about Faut) put an 
End to thefe Difpures ; and a farther part of thofe Pro- 
vinces (namely, Luxembourg^ with the Countries of 
Beaumont^ Bovines^ and Chmay) were yielded to France^ 

The Peace of I{ ES WIC which put an End to the 
WAR, begun in 1688, made little Alteration in the 
Conftimtioii of Affairs aforefaid, except only in regard 
to Luxembourg^ which was reftofd to Spain : But, as 
ioon as King C RLB S IL was Dead, France ma« 
nifefted again her Ancient Defigns upon the Nctherlande 
(as it has been above obferv'd) So that Your High- 
Mightineffes following the Glorious and Noble Exam- 
ple of your Anceftors, and mov’d by a-no-Iefs AeSlive 
Principle of Courage and Vigour, were forc’d to take 
up Arms to Oppofe and Prevent the Dangerous Neigh- 
bourhood of France^ and Obtain a Barrier to the State, 
that may fufficienriy feciire rheir Tranquility, and may 
not depend on the Negligence, Ill-Defign, or Machina- 
tions of Others, 

IN Order thereunto, and for Promoting the farther 
Welfare of the State, and their Allies, it is, in the 
Opinion of the Council of Scare, of an abfolute Ne- 
ceifity, and undeniably Evident, by the Reafons and 
Obfervations aforefaid, that in the enfuing YEAR, 

1708, the utmoft Efforts ought to be made every where, 
with Unanimity and Finnnefs, againfl fo Powerful an. 

Enemy, as has been abovc-Reprefented. That the 
High -Allies, and your High - Mightineffes, upon the 
earneft and well-grounded Inftances made, may contri- 
^ bute to their Refpedive Powers, and not lay the Bur- 
ihen upon other Peoples Shoulders, and rely indiredly 
P 3! tipom 
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55oH the Efforts of fome of the Allies, for doing what 
they themfelves are diredly Obli^g’d to. That the Con- 


Crates, Gountries,and Provinces, which, by good Di- 
reaion and Gondnd, might fo conflder Jly ftengthen 
the Forces of the AUies, may be em^oy d for the Good 
of the Gommon-Ganfe. That all Negligence, Difor- 
ders and Dilatorinefs, may be, for the Future,_provi. 
ded’aeainft, and prevented: And, that on the Contra- 
S .li neclTaty for fo grca.aoEnd or 

that may any ways conduce thereunto, be done and or- 
der’d with a redoubled Zeal, Care and Applmation. 
That for promoting the fame, the Natural Genius, 
andAdivkyof the Nation the Allies havechie%to 
deal with in this WAR, may be taken into Con- 
fideration ; as alfo the Readmefs, with which Orders, 
which depend of one Court alone, may be Given and 
Executed^: That it may be conlider’d a.fo, rhat by Vir- 
fue thereof, they have fometime finceFegun to remount 
their Cavalry, and to Augment the fame ; as alfo, to 
Re-eftablifh, and Augment them Infantry. That the 
Time or Imerval, between the End of a CA M- 
P A I G N/ to the of the Other, v^ty 

•Hinrt and therefore ought to be Husbanded and Im- 
prov’d with the utmoft Care._ /nd laftly, that m dl the 
WARS that have been carried on againft Fi{ANCJi, 
Experience has Ihewn the Importance and Neceifity of 
feeing Firft ready to take the FIELD, in order to ob- 
‘ any Advantage over them, and prevent and difappoint 
tlieir Projeds and Defigns. 


I N the mean time, it cannot be deny’d, but that the 
great Efforts requifite to obtain the Ends ^brcfai^ can- 
fotbemade, without great Sums of MONEY, and 
a heavy Burthen on the good Inhabitants of this Land, 
who bkdes, feel the Calamities of this WA R, m the 
Means of their Subfiftence, and feveral other Ways. 
The Council of State Acknowledges the fame with 
Grief and is the more fenfible of it, be^ufe they 
know as well as any Body elfe (and perhaps 
Weight of thofe Charges. But, High and Mjghty 
lords, what Good can any other Meafures, than 
tlWe that have been propos’d, IProduce? And, if con- 
trary to all Expedation, either out of Wearmefs of 
thofe Heavy Taxes, or out of Impatience of the Con- 
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tinnation of this WAR, Carelefnefs, or Dilatorinefs, A'N'NO 
of (which GOD forbid) our of Jealoufie and MIfun- 1707. 
derllanding, the Efforts, which for the Reafons afore- 
faid, are io Ncceffary, fliould not cither be made, or 
elfe ihould be leffen'd ^ whac clfe can be cxpeded, bat 
that in fuch a Cafe, .S' PA I N ihall remain under a 
French Government, and Diredion ? That, the Trea- 
fures of the Indies, fliall more and more fail into their 
Hands 5 and a great parr of the Netherlands remain, in 
Effed, ^ atinex*d to France : Thar, . in, this manner,..- the. 

Affairs lhall dwindle into a Dcfenfive WA R : Thar, 
the Progreffes already made, Oiall nor be Profecured, 
and Hgnify nothing at all toward Eftablifliing a good 
and fccurc Barrier : That what has been gain’d, flmll 
not be Preferv’d ; That the Enemy’s being not Puih ’d, 
and the Allies beiiig, on this fide, on the Defenfivc; 
the Troops which have hitherto difeoverd fo much 
Courage, and fuch a Readinefs and Impatience to At- 
tack the Enemy on all Occalions, iliali be Difeourag’d : 

That perhaps, ir will be Impodlble to hinder the Ene- 
my from advancing to the Frontiers of the State : Thar, 
in THAT Cafe, the WAR f hall be carried in our 
owm Territories ; and, that in all Refpeds whatfcc%^er, 
fuch a WAR, thro’ its Duration, the Heavy Taxes, 
and other Difficulties, lhall more Opprefs and Exhauft 
the Good Inhabitants of this Country, than a Vigorous 
Offenfive WAR, will do for a fliort Time : That, 
therefore, it is much better, to rm thro* the of 

the Expcnccs of fuch an Offeniive WA R ( if one may 
Ufe that Expreflion) than be at lait confum’d in a lin- 
gering Way of a Defenfive One. That there are great 
Advantages to be expeded from the Firft, and nothing 
but Evil from the latter j feeing, the great Ffuit there- 
of will be in a flight P E AC E 5 having always 
proportion’d her Dirpoficions and Preparations accor- 
ding to their Succeffes or Difgraccs 5 and form’d there- 
upon, the Grounds of their Elopes or Apprehenfions, 
lhall not be diverted by a Dcfenfive WAR, from her 
Refolution to preferve the Sfnm'fr) Monarchy in the 
Houfe of Bourbon, nor from the Defire and Defign they 
have to obtain the Sovereignty of the Netherlands^ 
whidi that Crown has fo long, and fo conftandy Aim’d 
at, and Profecured : That France lhall thereby become 
an immediate Neighbour to the State ; and, that con- 
fequently, the Republick fuall find her felf reduc d to

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anno thofe DiiBcuIties and Perplexities,' that our Fore-fathers 
1707. have alvrays fo much Fear’d and Apprehended, and for 
the preventing of which, they did not rcgict to expofe 
themfelves to the moft dangerous Wars and Calamities 
attending the fame: That, the Power and Maxims of 
thtFi^ENC H, and their Zeal for Propagating a Re- 
ligion different from that which your High-Mightineffes 
^5 True, will continually put the State into the 
utmoft Trouble and Uncertainties. That, not to men- 
tion the various Proverbs or Tables of ^he Antients, 
who Could nor fufficiently defcribe the drchdful Condi- • 
tion of Men, who Polfefs their Goods in Trouble, as it 

were with a Sword hanging over their Heads ; it ought 

to be held for certain, that fuch a Peace, as aforefaid, 
fliall continue no longer, than it.will pleafe SUCH, 
who have made it with a Superiority of Power ; and, 
who as foon as they ftiall think it convenient, will, nor 
want Pjetences to make it Void, and put the State into 
new Troubles and Calamities : That, the Good Inha- 
bitants of this Land, who by their Labour and Indu- 
ftry, muff provide for their Subfiftence and Profperity j 
and poffefs in Tranquility, and without Fear, whac 
they have got or fpar’d, fliall be Dilcourag’d, by the 
Uncertainty of Enjoying what they have ; and thereby 
grow Remifs in their Labour and Induftry : That, this 
will bring Poverty upon them, and diminifh their 
Number, and occaficn the lowering the Price of Un- 
moveable Goods, and other Efteds that are not of 
quick Sale: And, finally, that by the Continuation of 
their Uncertainty and Dangerous Conditions, the In- 
come of the Ordinary Current Means, will not be able 
to ballance the Charges of keeping up, and maintain- 
ing the great Number of Forces, and Men of War, 
rhefe Fears will oblige the State to j and, confequently 
it will be neceffary to continue extraordinary Taxes 
and Imrofiticns : So that the State k felf will be Con- 
fum’d, and Pcrifti in Fear. 

T H E R E F O R E, the Council of State, Hope, and 
Promiie themfelves, that thofe great Inconveniences and 
Dangers will be carefully Prevented, and that following 
the Glorious Steps of our Ariceftors, who for theif^ Li- 
berty, Safety, and Privileges, gave, and contributed 
ALL that they had, thofe Powerful Motives fliall have 
no lefs Influence in the Profecution of the P R E S E N T 

WAR 
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WAR, undertaken for Confiderations as Dear to the ^NNO 
Srate as the Former: And, that Men fliall not be Im- 
patient, tho* this WAR (which has already lafted Six 
Years) is not yet brought to that fpeedy and good Con- 
clufion as it were to be wifh’d ; confidering what was 
requiiite to de done, to bring the Enemies to good 
Terms of PEACE, and how iong the State (by the 
Inftancesaforefaid) hasfludluared and Staggerid, before 
it could be brought into the fafe Port orher Liberty. 

The fhortefl: Way to arrive thidier, is what has been 
Propos’d : And, how difficult and rroubiefoine foever 
it be, it may be Hop’d and Expedted upon good Grounds, 
that as Patients are easM by bitter and unpleafant Re-» 
medics, and their DHeafes remov’d ; fo, by this heavy 
and exrreamly Expenfive WA R, the State and their 
Allies, will ihortiy obtain a Good and Lafting PEACE, 

We lay, A LASTIN G PEACE 5 nor fuch where- 
of the Solidity and Duration confifts in Promifes, Wri- 
tings and Seals, which are eafiiy broke, fince they have 
laid and pradis’d for a Maxim of Government, the 
Reafon of State and Neceifary Policy ; to prefer Con- 
veniency to Engagements and Promifes, and to follow 
not fo much what is R I G H T and J U S T, as what 
is P R O F I TA B LE. But, a P E A C E which being 
made with the mutual Confidence and Concurrence of 
the High-Aliies, may remove at a greater Diftance from 
the Territories of the Srate, fo powerful an Enemy as 
F ^ANC and eftablifli a good and fafe Barrier be^ 
tween them two 5 and which being confirm’d and 
ftrengtherfd by a mutual Guaranty, and an Enumera- 
tion and Specification of Forces for fccuring the fame, 
may procure a fufficient Safety and Tranquility, and 
laft for many Years. 

A F T E R thefe Premifes, High and Mighty LORDS, 
the Members of the Union, ffiail not exped any other 
Reprefentation 5 nor indeed can- the Council of Stare 
make any Other, but that the Effi^rts made heretofore, 
may not be leffen’d for the Y E A R 1708. Bat rather, 
if it were polfible, Augmented, or at leaft continu’d ; 
and that, whatever has been Deficient, may be Reme- 
died. And therefore, raking into particular Confidera- 
tion, the Affairs that are the Subjed: Matter of this 
General Petition ; and firft, according to Order, thofe 
relating to the Land, and next, fuch as relate to the 

Sea- 
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jlNNO Sea-Service; rhe Coiincil of State prefents to Your 
1707. High-Mightinefles with their General Petition, the Or- 
dinary and Extraordinary State of the WAR, which 
they have form’d for the YEAR enfuing : Befeech- 
ing Your High-Mightineffes, to fend the fame, with 
all convenient Speed, to all the refpedive Provinces, 
and be pleas’d to fccond it with your Powerful and Ef- 
fcdual Recommendation ; that nor only the Confent 
and Payment requir’d of them be Granted, but allb 
that the fame may be done with a Readinefs fuitable to 
theabfolute Neceifity thereof ; that the WAR may be 
carried on with all imaginable Vigour, and poflible 
Adivitv, as an Eft'edual Means, to bring it foon to a 
Good CONCLUSION.

HE Campaign in the Year 1708 (of^NNO 
which I ftall now Endeavour to give 1708. 
an Impartial Account) has been ib Re- 
markeable in aliitsCircumftances, and 

the Events are fo exceeding Glorious 
to the Confederates, that the like can 
hardly be paialell’d in HISTOR Y- 
The French carried on feveral Tow’ring Projeds, and 
being fpirited by the Advantages they Obtain’d in 1707, 
refoiv’d to make ftill greater Efforts to regain their for- 
mer Superiority, and indeed, the King’s Forces feem’d 
to be more Numerous than ever fefpecially in the NB- 
TJS E B.LA ND S) where it was thought, that the Duke 
of Vendofme, and the Eledorof Bavaria, were ro Cora- French 
mand as laft Year. But, an unexpeded Alteration was 
fuddenlv made, and his Majefty declar'd the Duke cfk thcm- 
Sur^undjf, Generaliflimp of his Forces in Fland«rs{ and 
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appointed the Duke of Berry^ the Bretender^ and the 
Duke of Vendofme to ferve under him. The Eiedor of 
Bavaria was to Command on the and the Duke 

of Bermck, to ferve under him. Marefchal Vi liars fto 
whofe Care the War in Germany feem*d particularly 
committed ; was recall^, and Appointed to Command 
in Daufhine, Thcfe Proceedings of the French King, 
were very furprizing on all fides 5 and, no doubt, but 
his Majefty conceiv'd great Hopes from the Alterations 
he had made in the Command of his Army. On the 
other Hand, the Duke of Marlborough, and Prince 
gene of Sarny, arriv'd at the Hague in the beginning of 
Afril, to concert with the States-General, the Pro- 
jeds of the enfuing CAMPAIGN; and afterward^ 
- they fet out for Hannover, to take Meafures with his 
Elcdoral Highnefs (with whom Prince Eugene had con- 
ferr’d before he came to the Hague) for putting the Pro- 
jeded Defigns in Execution ; the Refult of which, was 
aMyftery,"and afforded Matter of Speculation to all 
Europe for fome time : But, it appear’d afterwards. That 
it was therein Refolv’d, That moft of the Imperialifis, 
employ’d the Year before on the Vpper-Einne, with the 
Saxons and HeJJians, in the Pay of Greae-Britain and 
Holland, and the Troops which the Eiedor Palatine was 
to furiiilli, in Confidcrarion of his Imperial Majefty s 
reftoring him to the Poffeffion of the Upper Palatinate, 
with the Prerogatives enjoy’d by his Anceftors, fliould 
march into the Netherlands, to Ad there under Prince 
Eugene, in concert with the Britifh and Dutch Forces, 
commanded, in chief, by the Duke of Marlborough, and 
Velt-Marcfchal D' Auverquerque, According, to this 
Difpolition, the Army of the Empire on the ^(hine, was 
ro be very Inconfidcrable ; but, the Eiedor refigning, 
in favour of the Common Caufc, the Lawrels which he 
might jiiftly promife himfelf, had he been enabled to 
Ad Offenfivel-y, repair'd ro the El^ne, and with an Ar- 
my compos’d of very indifferent Troops, did not only 
difappoint the Defign the Eiedor of Bavaria had form’d 
ro Penetrate into Germany, but hinder’d him from mak- 
ing any Detachments, to Re-inforce the Duke- of Bur^ 
gundy in the Nether iands, where was to be the* main 
Scene of ACTION. 


ffeConfede* ACCORDING to the Projed above-mentlon’d, 
Duke of Marlborough (on the i ith of May) repair’d 
BruJfelSf and there alfembled the Confederate Army ;

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{which conflftcd of 180 vSqiiadrons, and ill Battalions) ANNO 
while Prince Eugene drew together the Forces under his 1708.

His Grace 
granted his Rcqiicft, and having dcrach’d the Regiment 
i)f 5 /r E}clmdjewple^ and anotherii??^/;^?:' Battalion for 
thatEnterprifcj they fell upon the Enemy, whom they 
repuls’d as far as Ennevdin^ where they had polled fomc 
Forces in a CalHe, w^hich was furrounded with Ditches.

, 10 be given tor the STORM to begin, ^ which was car* 

ried on with^al! imaginabte Snccefs, The Troops beat 
the Enemy ".quite from the Temilk on the Left (that on 
the Right, being taken the aift at Night j and made a 
great Lodgment, along the Cover’d Way, without any 
confidcrable Lofs, except feme ingineers and Officers 
that were Wounded. It was obferv’d on this Occafion, 
that the Enemy did not defend thefe Pofts with the like 
'..■ Vigemr, as they formerly Exerted ; from whence it was 
conjetLur’d, that cither the Garrifon had been much 
Weaken’d, in the hot Difputcs they had fuftain’d, or 
that they began to want Ammunition, which afterwards 
prov’d very Apparent. For, the SIEGE having been 
prorratflcd to an unufual Length, and the Garrifon ha- 
ving fuftain d feveral Affaults, and made all the while 
a Brodigious Fire | Marefcha! Boufflers found Means to 
Acquaint the Duke of Vendofme, that he had fcarce Am- 
munition fufficient for 4 Days; which preffing Ncceffi- 
ty oblig’d the Enemy, to Venture upon a bold Attempt 
of fupplying the Place. In Ordei to that, the Duke of 
V0idofme^ detach’d the Chevalier Be Luxembourg^ and 
n^fTfcnch under him Monficur De Tournefort^ with 400 Horfa 
Van-Guard ; 261 Horfe-GrcimdierS'; 2 Squa* 
drons of Dragoons; 2 of Burgundy t of Sr. 5 
md‘Ammu* 2 of Morietiille ; 2 of La Founi^mne ; i of Breteme ; 2 
iSr 2 of Fofoeaque ; to endeavour to flip- 

ply ||tc Befieg’d : Each Man having a Bag of 40 Pound 
weight of Powder behind him. They advanc’d the 
28th at Night, along the Cawfey from Downy to Lijle^ 
and “ivere met by an Our-Guardof 100 Horfe, comman- 
ded by Count Scbiki{, who had been encamp’d atPe»^- 
n-TreJJhi with 30 Squadron^:. This Out-Guard chal- 
leng’d them, aud they declar’d that they belong’d to the 
Allies Grand Army, and were conducing fomc Prifoners 
to the 'Camp. But, a fubalrem Officer having a Mis- 
triift, advanc’d to Examine them ; who thinking itim- 
poffible to conceal themfeives any longer, rode full Gal- 
lop along the Cavyfey, and got into the Line of Circum- 
vallation. The Guard and Centinels having fir’d at 
them,^ the Camp in General took the Alarm, and feverai 
Fnktine Dragoons getting on, Horfc-back with the ut- 
moft Expedition, fell upon the Enemy, and purfu’d 
them to the Bafrie| of the Town, which the Befieg’d 
were at firft cautious of Opening, and left their Afen 
ftjmetimc expos’d : By which Means, a great many were 
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KllWt and fcveral return d back again into the Confede- -A 
irate Camp, anci endeavour d to fave themfclves by ,Fa- 
Vout of the Night, The Infantry made feveral Difchar- 
ges at them, and the Powder they had in Baggs raking 
Fire, did abundance of Mifchief, Thofe who made 
their Elcape, threw away their Powder, which was fee 
on Fire by their Horfes ftriking algainft the Pavement. 

The Allies cook 7 Officers, and about 40 Prifoners, but 
what Numbers were Kilfd and Blown up, could not 
cafily be found out. After this une^epedted Accident, 
the Hereditary Prince of BeJJe-CaJJel^ gave the following 
A C C O U N T of it to the States-General

Y E S T B R D AY towards the Evening, we heard 
a great Blow, which we fuppos’d to be a Mine ; half 
an Hour after , another Crack was heard, and at 
^ Midnight fuch a Blaft, chat the Ground iliook with it. 

This alarm’d the whole Arnty ! I went to the Ri^t» 

** from whence the Noife came, (having firfl: given \)r- 
der to all the Cavalry under my Command, to Saddle 
** and Mount) and found that a great Detachment of 
the Enemy, coming from Domy^ had endeaTour’d to 
break thro* at the Aperture of the Line of Circum- 
valiation, on the High-Way between Dd^4y and Lijle^ 
where the PaiaHne Horfe are encamp’d. Parc of them, 
having pafs’d, and our Men putting themfelves in a 
Pofture to Oppofe them, the Baggs of Powder, which 
moft of the Freneh Horfe and Dragoons had behind 
thenl (of about 50 Pound Weight each) took Fire, 
which made a terrible Noife. The foremoft of them 
upon this Accident, rode full Gallop towards the 
Town: Nevcrrheleis, before they could reach it, the 
/ame Difaftcr befell them a fecond time, juft as they 
2 came up to the Barrier, which might in all probability, 
be occafion’d by the Horfes fiioes ftriking upon the 
Pavement, or by the Sparks of the firft Fire, that fell 
upon ihcir Men, who were not aware of it* *Tis faid/' 
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“that.at leaft^ an Hundred Men Pcriflr’d in this Man- 
ner. near the Gate ; and, ’tis likely, this is the laft 
“ Noife we heard. Between Fifty and Sixty Troopers 
“were Kill'd upon the Place, where they pafsd the 
“ Line ■ and 'twas a dreadful Spectacle to fee the 
** "Wav ftrew*d with ^ead Carkallcs, Horles, Heads, 
« Arms, and Legs, half Burnt! The Others who were 
“ behind. Retir’d as faft as they could. I cans d them 
.* to be Purfu’d, bur it was impoffiblc to Overtake them. 
“ ’Thev found, however, upon the Road, for two 
“ I eacucs beyond the Camp, Sacks of Powder, Wds, 
“ Pilblr,, and loofe Powder, which fliews the Prccipi- 
** with which they made their Retreat. Our 

“ mifmn Huffars fet Fire to a great many Sacks which 
“ thev found in the Road, as they return d from the 
“Purfuir, We reckon that about ?oo Men got into 
•“ the Town, but carried too little Powder with them, 
“ to ballance their Lofs. On the other Hand, ’cis 
“ plain, that AMMUNITON, which is fo nc- 
" cclfary for their Defence, begins to fall Ihort in the 
!: Place. 

“YOUR High-Mightinefles will, no doubt, have 
“ had diredk Advice, of tiie Advantage which the Troops, 
“ lately arriv’d from Engknd, fuftain’d by thofe, Gc- 
“ ncral Cadogan carried with him from the Army, have

W HILE thefe things were tranfading before 
LJSLB, the Duke of Marlborough (who on the 
25th of September return’d to the Cartip at Lemoy) was 
taken up iS making Detachments, and taking other 
Meafurcs for fecuring a great Convoy of AmmunitioTi, 
that was expeded from Ofiend. His Grace had order’d 
6 Battalions, and 800 Horfc, under Brigadie^ Lands.- 
'berg, 10 Squadrons under Brigadier Starkerbergh, and 
<5 Battalions under Gleneral Els, to Guard that ^ 0 
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VQY* But, his Grace having receiv*d 'Advice, ANNO 
that the EniUJh Troops under LieUcenan^General Earl^ 1708. 
had advanc’d to Eeffingen^ on the Canal between Bruges 
and' New/ori? ; and that the Count De ia Moste^ had 
been Re-inforc’d with ieveral Brigades from the French 
Army, to Intercept him ; he concluded that the afore- 
faid Detachment would not be fufficient to Oppofe the 
Enemy : And therefore. Major - General PFebb^ and "the Ffendi 
Brigadier Count Najfau Woudenburgh (Son to the Veit- 
Marefchal !yAuvc}juer^ue) March a the adth, by Break confederate 
of Day, with 1 % Battalions more, to join the Detach- 
ments aforefaid, on the Road between Menin and^®^* 
Ojlmdp and were ordcr*d to Advance as far zslchtegem^ 
the Countrey call’d Lc Franc de Bruges^ which is

about 4 Leagues from Leffinghen, Major-General Cjj?- 
dogan march’d in the mean time, wdth a Detachment of 
Horfc and Foot, to meet the Convoy aforefaid, upon 
their palling the Canal of Bruges. Notwithftanding, 
it was impoillble to take ocher Precautions for lecuring 
that Convdy, than thofe that were taken, yet the 
Confederates ivere under great Uneafinefs for it, upon 
Advice that the Body of Troops the Enemy had about 
Brujfels^ were march’d by Ninone to Ghent^ to join the 
Count De la Motte ; and that the Intercepting of thar 
Convoy, was judg’d fo Important, that the Duke of 
Bermcli was gone to Bruges to Command the Army 
affemblcd there. The French having concerted all the 
NccelTary Mcafurcs for difturbing the Allies, and de- 
privin| them of any Supplies, the Count De la Mom 
march tl from Ghent, with above 22000 Men, and came 
up with 6000 of the Confederate Troops, that were 
order’d to Guard the Convoy, which occafion d one of 
the moft Glorious and Remarkeabic Adions that has 
been recorded in Hiftory. Of which, thete cannot be 
a better Relation, than what is given by Major-Gene- 
ral Webb ( now Lieutenant-General ) it being on the

" and the Coppice on the other fide, where the Quar- 
“ ter-Mafters and Grenadiers were Pofted. We had 
“ /carcc got fix Battalions into the Opening, when the 
“ Enemy began to Cannonade Us with 40 Pieces of 
“ Cannon, whereof 10 were of 3 Bores : Bur, not- 
"withftanding the great Fire of the Enemy, the 150 
" Horfe kept their Ground j which produc’d the de- 
" fir’d EfFcdt, in giving the General time to Form his

J^ujfkker, We remain*d on the Field of Battle till

off all oiir Wounded, and feveral of the Enemy. 

This Vidory is the more Surprizing ! That by Rea- 
fon of feveral Detachments, we had not above 6000 at kouile- 
** in the Adtion ; whereas the Enemy, by ^ their " 

f Accounts, had no lefs than ^4000 Men, 

THE Cntmr De la M&tte being oblig’d to retire^! 
gave the Convoy an Opportunity to arrive the fame 
Niglit (Sept. 28. N. S.) unmolctted .at Rdujfek&r^ and 
the next Day at Menin : And, as this critical Adion 
was chiefly owing to Genehi WBBB\ ConAnd: and 
Military Abilities; fo that eminent Service was defer- 
vediy Acknowledg’d, both by the Unanimous Thanks 
of the Commons of Great^Britatn^ and in a particular 
Manner by the King of Prujfta, v;ho conferr d on Ge- 
neral PP'EBB^ the Noble Order of GENERO- 
SITY. 

ON the goth of September^ Prince Eugene being siege of 
recover’d of his Wound, vifited the Trenches, to the 
inexpreffible Joy of the Confederate Troops. On the * 

I ft of OBober^ the Trenches were reliev’d by the Prince 
of Holfiein^Beck^, Major-General Sacken^ md Sir ij/- 
dmd Tempk^ with 5 Battalions on the Right, and 7 
on the Left ; and that Evening they Attack’d, and 
made a Lodgment on the Counterfearp, before the 
great Breach on the Right, the Eneihy retiring behind 
the Traverfes on the Left. ’'On the 9d, a Difpoficion 
was made for Attacking the Ravelin on the Right, and 
300 Grenadiers were detach’d from the Duke of Mark 
borouglh Army, to joyn the Troops for that Service. 

The Attack began aDout Noon, and fucceeded fo well, The 
that by half an Hour after One, they made a Lodg- 
menr on the Ravelin, forc’d the Enemy behind thGtheCmmli- 
Traverfes to leap into the Water, where moft of them 
were Kill’d or Drown’d : So that the Befiegers Hvere 
now^Mafters of both the Counter-Guards and the Ra- 
velin* On the yrh, the Befiegers continued to perfect 
the Batteries on the Counterfearp, to ruin the Batteries 
of the Enemy on the Courtine, and beat down the 
Bridge of Communication, which they had from a 
Place of Arms to the Ravelin. They carried on two 

S 'S' Mines 
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■yJiv/KO Mines on the Left Attack, towards the Saliant Angle 
1708. of the Counterfcarp, over-againft the Breach, and the 
Miners difcover’d two Mines of the Enemy, from 
ivhich they took out the Powder. On the 8thj in the 
Evening, the Enemy fallied out, and over-turn’d fcvc- 
ral Gabions, about our Places of Arms at the Left At^ 
tack j and the next Day was partly fpent about repair- 
ing the Works, and fetting up again the Gabions, 
which the Enemy had overturn’d the Night before. On 
the i2th, the Befiegers continued to enlarge the Place 
of Arms for the General Afiault, and findhd two Def- 
cents into the Ditch on the Right : But, on the I.efr, 
the Enemy return’d behind two Traverfes of the Co- 
ver’d Way, behind the Comtine, which hinder’d the 
Advancement of the Work to that fide. On the 13*, 
the Befiegers fprung a Mine, under the Place of Arms, 
which blew up fevcral of the Enemy’s Men 5 and, in 
the Evening, 30 Grenadif-rs Attack’d the Enemy behind 
the two Traverfes on the Left, and over-fet the Boar, 
by which they would have retir’d : So that of a Lieu- 
tenant, a Serjeant, and ao Men, 3 toly were made 
, Prifoners, the reft being either Kill’d or Drown’d, 
The 1 5th, the Befiegers fprung 4 Mines in the Place of 
Arms on the Right, where the Enemy had caft up an 
Jntrcnchment ; enlarg’d the Places of Arms for the 
General Affaultj and on the Left, made fomeProgrefs 
in the Lodgment in the cover’d Way. The tyth, i8th, 
1 5th and aorh, the Befiegers made ail the Ncccirary 
Preparations for a General Storm, by continuing to 
drain the Ditch ; making Apertures in the Walls ; 
working on the Galleries j filling up the Ditch 3 per- 
ftdling their I.odgmcnts, and Places of Arms ; and 
linifliing their Batteries, which confified of 45 Pieces 
of Cannon, and 5 5 Mortars j to fuppiy which, a new 
Convoy of aocooo Weight of Powder, with a great 
Number of Bombs, Cannon-Ball, and Hand Grenade’s, 
arriv'd at the SIEGE from OJiend. 

T H E Duke of Veridofine, exafperared at Count De 
La Mottes fliameful Defeat at Wjmsndale, march’d in 
Perfon to Oudenhourgh, with the beft part of the French 
Army, and order’d the Dykes between Bruges andTVew- 
fort to be cut in feveral Places, in Order to lay the 
Countrey under Water, and hinder the Communication 
between Ojlsnd, and the Duke of Marlhreugh’s Army : 
But, notwicbftatiding the great Inundation, Major-Gc- 
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fseral favour d by the Mriiijh Troojps ^zLBF^ jiJNNO 

FiNGHEN^ found Means to carry thro^ the Water 1708 
confidcrable Qiianciries of Ammunition, and other Ne- 
ccfiarics. Hereupon, the Duke of Vendofme bent his Ef-* 
forts againlt the village o{fa)LBFFINGBBN widr ing^n, ^ " 
7 or 8000 of his Men. They Intrench’d themfelvcs, 
and threw up Batteries againft the Place, as if it had 
been one of the moft regular Fortifications in the World. 

On the r 9th of Ocioher^ the Enemy fir’d the whole Day 
from one of their Batteries, with Red-hot Bullets^ a- 
gainft the Houfes, wherein about 400 Barrels of Powr 
dcr were lodg’d^ bur, to prevent Mifchief, the faid 
Ammunition was order’d to be laid under Water, Pre- 
fervingonly as much as was thought Ncceffary for main- 
taining that Poii On the aoth, upon Advice, that 
the Duke of Vendofme was to be that Night in the Tren- 
ches, it was refolv’d to Attack the Enemy on the other 
fide cf the Cana! ; and 50 Grenadiers of the Dutch Re- 
giment of ("commanded by Captain Moar) and 

the fame Number of the Regiment of Carls (command- 
ed by Captain Clare) the whole fupported by aoo BngUjlo^ 
were order’d for that Service. Four Grenadiers, were 
fenr before, who pretending to be Defcrcers, amus’d the 
Eiicmy, whilft the reft of-our Troops came up, who 
charging the French with abundance of Bravery, drove 
them from that Poll: to a fecond Intrenchment, and fei- 
5:cd their Battery, where they continued for feme time. 

The Enemy loft 100 Men in this Attack, befides 40 ta- 
ken Prifoners 5 among whom, were a Captain, and the 
Chevalier deCrojJy Colbert (a Major-General and Ingi- 
neer) who offer’d the Soldier that rook him, %oo Piftolcs, 
and a Commiffion for his Liberty, which he genetoufiy 
refus’d. On^ the Confederates fide, Captain Clare was 
Kill’d, and Captain Moor receiv'd a mortal Wound thro* 
the Bodj with a Bayonet, befides which, i fiibalterns 
were Wounded and 1 5 private Men Kill’d or Wounded. 

On the 1 5th, early in the Moraiiig, the French attack’d 
a Church-yard, wherein Colonel Caulfield (who com- 
manded in Leffingen) had pofted 150 Men, who made 
bur little Refiftance, and retir’d into a Redoubt near 
the Canal. At laft, a great Body of the Enemy, confift-

THIS cafy Conqncft, was not an Equivoleiit, for the 
great I.ofs the Enemy fuftain’d a Days before, by the 
Surrender of the Town of LISLE. For, the Batteries 
of the Befiegers (confifting of about 50 Pieces of Can* 
non, and li Mortars) began to Fire on the lift of OBo-^ 
hety with fo much Succeft, that on the aid, the Garri-^ 
fon beat a Parley, and offer’d to Capitulate for the 
TOWN. Whereupon, Hoftages were Exchang’d, and 
it was Agreed, that Marcfchal Bmfflersy ftiould Ca- 
pitulate for whatever related to the Garrifon, with Prince 
Eugene of Savoy ; and that the Magiftrates, and Coun- 
cil of the Town fliould propofe their own Terms for 
themfelves, and the Caftcilary of LISLEy and agree 
about the fame, with the Field-Deputies of the Stares- 
General, which was done accordingly. The agd, in 
tlic Morning, the Capitulation was concluded and Egn’d, 
containing in Subftance, Thar, the French fltould that 
"Itifteuake ** Aftcrnoon, furrender the Magdalen Gate, and all 
Magazines of Proviflons and Ammunition in the 
if << Town. That all their Sick and Wounded, fliould ei- 
t 4 <c. u tranfported to Dmajf^ or remain in LISLBy 

till their Recovery, at their own Charge. Thar, the 
Horfc who had enter’d the Town, fince the SIEGE, 
** might be lent to with the Wives and Families 

** of the Officers and Soldiers, &c. Thar, 'all Prifoners 
taken, during the SIEGE, be reftor d on both fides: 
And, that the Troops of the Allies ihotild not enter the 
Town, before the 25th of OBober; by which time, 
the French Garrifon was to withdraw into the Citadel. 
Thefe Articles being agreed upon, and al! things difpos’d 
for the Performance of the Capitulation,* the Cavalry 
which got into the Place, under the Command of the 
Chevalier De Luxemhurghy march’d out of it the Twen- 
ty Fifth, for Doxpay^ with the other Perfons that were 
allow’d by the Capitulation : And, at the fame time, 
the Prince of Holfleht^Bec!^ fv.'ho was appointed to be 
Governor of the TownJ march’d in with 2 Bngiijb and 
13 other Battalions, and a Detacliment of Horft. ^Tis 
difficult to determine the Lofe on either fide, from the 
p^^^^^jiJ^;^|/rhirtccnth ofAuguL fN. S.) when ^.ISLE was Invefted, 
Umpmvd, to the 23d of 'OBmr^ the Day on which the Town fur-

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retidcr'A 'But, according w the Frmd Account, they had ANNO 
Iiooo Men in Garrifon, when the Confederates broke 1708. 
Ground agairift them, befides Three thoufand Burghers, 
who did conftant Duty with the Regular Troops 5 of 
which, 4500 Men only retif d with Marefchal 
into the Cicadd, and 'tis computed, that about 2000 
more were Sick or Wounded at the time of the Capitula- 
tion : So that the French loft between 6 or 7000 Men up-

'I THE Ceffation of al! Ads of.Hoftility, htmecnrbeskgeef 

^ the Town and the Citadel, which was to expire the ^ 

i^tb, according to the Articles of Capitulation, 
contirm*d till the 29th : During which time* the Inha- 
bitanrs (who were very much afraid, that the French 
would not have fo much Regard to their Houfes as the 
Allies had) us’d their urmoft Endeavours to perfuadc 
Marcfchal Boufflers to Capitulate. The Enemy made 
Extravagant Demands of Money, and pretended to 
March, out with all their Cannon, and that the Allies 
fiiould fer at Liberty Marcfchal Tallard^ with fomc other 
uiireafotiaWe Prerentions, which the Allies rejeded with 
Scorn. Thcic Ncgociations being broke off, the Hofti- 
lirics began ar 5 o*th’ Clock ; but during the Ceflation, 
the Behegers had caft up Intrenchments, and drawm a 
Parallci from one end of the Efplanade to the other : 

Thc7 had alfo made fevcral Coupures, on the Walls 
near the Citadel, to the Right and Left.

they met with the great Mortification to have 4 of their 
j Squadrons undergo the fame Fate. Thole Troops were 
all PruJJIans^ and defended themfeives for feme time with 
abundance of Bravery ; but finding that ail the Avennes 
wea clos’d, and that there was no Poffibility of forcit'g 
their Way thro* the Enemy’s Troops, they were oblig’d 
m fuifendcr prifoners of WA R. 
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WHILE, thefe Matters were tranfaAed, the Brave 
Vek-Marefchai D’ Auverqnerque, departed this Life on 
the iSth, in his Quarters at S^uffel^er, in the dvrh Year 
of his Age:' Whereby, the Command of the Dutch 
Troops fell of Courfe, on the Count De as the EI- 
dell General in their High-Mightincifes Service. On 
the 29rh, about 5 in the Afternoon, the Befieg’d in the 
Citadel of LISLE, began the Hoftilities by the Dif. 
charge of 5 Pieces of Cannon, which they continued to 
Fire the reft of the Evening, without doing the Befie-’ 
gets any confidcrablc Damage. On the other Hand, 
the Allies contraded the Lines of Circumvallation, c- 
reded Batteries of Cannon, Mortars, which they were 
ready to Fire upon the CITADEL by the nth of Novenu 
her. The Befiegers carried on their Approaches by the 
Sap, and the Belicg’d, fparing their liuaJ! ftock of Am- 
munition, as well as the Belicgersj the Attack of that 
Forrrefs was maintain’d with inconfiderabie Lefs. On 
rhe 13th, the Confederates lodg’d themfelves by the Pal- 
liliidoes of the firft cover’d Way ; and, the next Day 
they made themfelves Matters of the whole Counrer- 
fcarp, except z Places of Arms, which the Enemy A- 
bandon’d the lyrh. Hereupon, the Allies ereded two 
Batteries on that Work, but did not delign to play their 
Artillery from thence, till they had lodg’d themfelves on 
the zdCounterfcarp: For, which purpofe, they prepar’d a 
vaft Quantity of Fafeines, continued to drain the Ditch, 
made feyeral Openings into it, pafs’d the fame the 7th 
in the Night, ^and lodg’d themfelves on the Glacis of the 
Second cover’d Way, without any Lofs. Four Days 
before, the Prince D’ Auvergne was detach’d from La 
Bitjfee, to Attack the Fort of St.Venant upon the Lys (on 
the Frontiers of Artois) in which, the Enemy had Potted 
too Men ; who upon the Approach of that Prince, made 
only one Difcharge, and retir’d towards Aire. 

WHILST the Siege of the Citadel of LISLE 
was carrying on with ail the 'Vigour that is confiftent 
with the cautious Method of Sapping, both out of a juft 
Begard for the Lives of valiant Men, who had already 
gone thro’ incredible Fatigue, and ifSnttmerabie Dangers, 
and for want of fufficient Stores of Ammunition j 4:he 
Enemy thought to have taken fuch infallible Meafures 
fordiftreflingthe Allies, both by their Inundations be- 
tween Bruges and Newport, and their Inrrenchments 
along the Scheld, that their publick Minifters in Bpme

ARMTy ms fo Coop'd up^ that they would foon either be 170S, 
Famifh'd^ or Oblig'd to abandon LISL E. But, the two UOT*^ 
great Confederate Generals, being indefatigably Intent 
iiporx their proper Bufinefs j the Duke of Marlborough^ in 
providing Corn, out of the Countrey of Artois^ and the 
Diftrids of Fur7ies and Dixmupde-^ and Prince Eugene, 
in Husbanding what was feat him by the Duke of Marl^ 
bmugh, both Armies liv’d in Parfimonious Plenty 5 and 

’ the siege ctf the C ITADEL, was carried on with all 
the Succefs that could be expeded. Hereupon, the Ene- 
my open’d a new Scene : Their Parties made Incurfions 
into the Diftrid of Boifleduo, Burning and Ravaging 
parr of the open Countrey ; and, at the fame time, the 
Eledor of Bavaria, approach’d (a) B BJV SSE LS, with The EleSar 
a Body of about 10000 Men. But, the Duke of 
borough having concerted Mcafurcs with Prince Euge?ie 
to pafs the Scheld ; immediately difpatch’d Orders for 
feveral Britijh and Dutch Regiments to be tranfported 
jFfom Ojiend to Antwerp; and fent to Monfieur Fafchal 
(the Governor of Brujfels) to affure him, that he would 
certainly come to his Relief: Upon which Encourage- 
ment, the States-Deputies, refoiv’d to ftay in 
SEES, and the Vigorous Meafures they took with 
the Council of State, and the Governor, were very In- 
ftrumcntal in the Prefervation of that Important Place.

hot Bullets^ to excite the Burghers to Sedition : And ib» , 

the Befieg*d difpos*d all things as well as poifiblc, for 
refifting the Encm)'’s Attacks. But, in the Afternoon, 
inttead of renewing the Engagement, the Eledor of 
Bamria demanded a Sufpenfion of Arms, in Order (as 
he pretended) to Bury the Dead, and draw off the 
Wounded j which proved bur a Stratagem to raife the 
SIEGE with Icfs Difadvanrage. For, upon the Ar- 
rival of two Couriers from Mens, with Inculiigetice 
that the Duke of Marlborough and Prince Eugeno had 
paft*d the Scheldt in Order to relieve B BJJ S SEES; 
ids Eledorai Highnefs, fent away his Baggage, and inHem/ostb^ 
the Night Marched off with his Troops, without 
Sound of Tmmpet, or Beat of Drum; and with fuch 
Precipitation, that the Enemy left in their Camp, iz 
Pieces of Cannon naifd up, z large Mortars, and about 
ao Barrels of Powder. They alfo left about 800 Men 
Wounded in the adjacent Villages; and, the Dragoons 
and Huffars, who, the next Morning, went out in 
purfuit of the Enemy, brought in a great many Prifo- 
ners, and feme Baggage: So that it was computed, rbetpfson 
rhat what with their Kilfd, Wounded, Prifoners, or both sides 
Dcfcfcers, this Fruitlefs Expedition coft them above * 
3000 Men ; whereas the Lois of the Allies did not a- 
mount to above 5 or 600 Kill’d or Wounded. 

FOR this Brave and Refolute Defence of the Cityomr^r^f- 
of BI{VSSELS, Lieutenant - General Fafchal was^^h^j created 
juftly advanc’d by King Charles III. to the Honour and ^ 

Dignity of a Marquifs. However, it had not been 
poffiblc for that GENERAL to defend himfelf much 
longer, with a Garriibn fcarce 5000 Men Strong, in fo 
Great and Unfortified a Place : The Prefervation 
whereof, was therefore principally owing to the Duke 
of Marlborough, and Prince Eugene, who with Incredi- 
ble Secrecy and Expedition, pafs’d the Beheld the ayth 
of November, in the Morning, with very little OppoG- 
tioii : The French in a Panick Fear and Diftradion, 
and to their Eternal Reproach, abandoning thofe Lines 
•and Intrenchments, which they bad been calling up 
for 3 Months part. This AjSair was manag'd with fo 
much Prudence and Precaution, that it will redound to 
the Immortal Glory of the Confederate Generals. For, 
the Duke of Marlhomgb^ being early acquainted with 
' the 
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N 0 the Extremity the City of Brujfels was in, recall'd the 
1708. T roops which were in the Diftrid of Fumes (comman- 
by Lieutenant-General Fa^el) which join’d the 
Army zc F^uJJelaer on the 2ad, and a!fo the Detach- 
ment which was at Lens and La Bajfce. The fame Day 
they receiv'd Advice, that the Dam which the Enemy 
had been making near Gavre, to ftop the Courfc of the 
Scbeld, was broke and carried away by the Rapidity of 
the Stream, which very much facilitated their Faffing 
that River. The Army arriv’d the 25th, at Harkbecli^, 
and continued there till Four in the Afternoon, for giv- 
ing time to Prince Eugene to come up to the Place ap- 
pointed. 

Meafiires THE Meafurcs were concerted thus. That, the 
pTfiX Army fitouid pafs the River be- 

SclieW. tween Eskfnaffe and Hauterive j the Duke of Marlbo- 
fough, and Count Tilly, at Kyrklsoven ; and Count Lot- 
turn, with the Earl of Orktiey between Gavre and Afpe- 
ron. Major - General and Brigadier EwMi 

were fcnc before to lay the Pontoons over the Scheld, 
who not only perform’d their Orders, but pafs’d the 
River, and pofted themfeivcs, and their Detachment 
the other fide, and put to Flight a Body of the 
French, which lay Intrench’d thereabouts. The Confe- 
derate Troops were therefore order’d to March with all 
poffible Expedition, and as they pafs’d the River, they 
Form’d themfclves in Order of Battle. Prince Eugene 
having Advice of thefc Proceedings, pafs’d diredly 
over the River, and joyn’d the Duke of Marlberougk 
at Kerklnmen. Upon their Conjuneftion, they advaned 
ro Berchem, in Order to dillodgc the Enemy from that 
Poft ; but Monficur Souteron (who commanded there) 
retir’d with_ the utmoft Precipitation. The Dutch Ca- 
valry purfu’d them, and happen’d to fall in with a Par- 
ty of Grenadiers, who had lin’d fome Hedges and 
Ditches, in order to fecure the Retreat of the reft. In 
this Atftion, the Allies had about do M(?n either Kill’d 
or Wounded ; among the latter. Brigadier Baldwin (in 
rhp Service of the States) was fliot thro’ the Body 
^the Earl of Albemarle, Prince miliam of Hep, 
Jount Mawice of Napu, had their Horfes Kill’d*', 
under them. The Confederates purfu’d the Enemy till 
tw^ Dark, and encamp’d on the Hills near 0udin4rd^ 
to the joy of the whole Army, who expeded to have

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isid to the Surprifc of the Generals themfelves, who ANNO 
could not have Imagin’d that the Enemy would have fo 
cafily abandon’d Pofts fo advantageous by Nature, and 
which they had fortified with fo much Application and 
Labour. In the feverai Purfuits, the Confederate for- 
ces cook great parr of the Enemy’s Baggage, their 
Bread-Waggons, feverai Colours, Standards, 2, or 3 
Pair of Kettle-Drums, and Kill’d and made Prifoners 
near looo Men. 

THE Duke of Marlborough, upon his Arrival at 
Oudmard, rook the Neceflary Meafures for advancing 
rewards Brujfels ; and in his March> he was inform d 
at Aloiff that the Eledlor of Bavaria, upon the firft No- 
tice that he had of the Palfage of the Scheld, quitted 
the S I E G E, with great Precipitation and Confufion, 
leaving all his Artillery arid Wounded Men behind 
him. Whereupon^ his Grace came to Brujfels the 29th jnd Arrives 
in the Morning, to take proper Meafures for fending a Bruficls. 
Supply of Ammunition and Stores to the Siege of the 
Citadel of LISLE, and to thank the Garrifon for 
their Vigorous Defence. His Grace was receiv’d with * 
great Acclamations of Joy, and complimented by the 
States of Brabant, and the Magiftrates of the City up- 
on their Deliverance, which they juftly Attributed to 
his Condud, and Expeditious March. The Day be- 
fore, Prince Eugene, with his Troops, and a Detach- 
ment of S Battalions, and Squadrons from the 
Grand Army, return d to LiJIe ; and the 16 Battalions 
under Count Lonum, march’d back again to the Camp : 

But, the feme Morning, Lieutenant - General Domfre, 
with 40 Squadrons, advanc’d towards AloB, being or- 
der’d to encamp between that Place and Afche, in Or- 
der to Relieve Brujfels. The Duke of Marlborough, 
with Augujius, and feverai other Perfons of jDi- 
ftihdion, having been entertain’d at Dinner by Gene- 
ral Pafchal, and given the Neceflary Diredions, re- 
turn’d in the Evening to his Camp at AloB, where the 
Troops refted the ^och. The Day following, the Con- 
federate Army mov’d from thence, and encamp’d with 
the Right at^ Oudenard, and the Left near Bierlegheim. 

At the feme time, Lieutenant-General Dedem, was or- 
der’d to Advance with 20 Battalions, and to pafs the 
Schld at Oudemrd, where he encamp’d on the other 
fide the River, to aliift at the Works that were order’d

rhi Siege ef THE Siege of the Citadel of LiJIe^ was all this 
while .carried on with great Diligence and in the Ab- 
finutd. fence of Prince Engem, the Befiegers had lodged them- 
feives on the fccond Connrerfearp, and began on the 
I ft of December to raife Batteries thereon, which being 
finiftied in Six Days, his Highnefs font a Summons to 
♦ Marcfchal Bouffiers^ offering him an Honourable Capi- 
mktion, if he would Surrender before the Batteries 
had begun to Fire, otherwife to expcA no other Terms 
than for him and his Garrifon to be made Prifoners of 
WAR. Hereupon, the Governor, whole Stock of 
Ammunition was almoft Exhaufted, and being inform'd 
that the Communication between the two Cities of 
JBruJfels and A//?e was Free and Open, thought fit to 
prevent the Confequcnces of a Breach being made in 
The ruadel the Body of the Citadel, by bearing a Parley the 8th 
o/iUle .s«r-of Becember (N.S/) Hoftages being exchang'd, the 
vendirs* Aj-jicics were Sign’d \ht Day following : And, on the 
ioth, Marefcbal Bouffers with the whole Garrifon, 
march'd out with all the ufual Marks of Honour, and 
was conducted to Damy. Whereupon, the Prince of

The 
Place was in it fclf as ftrong as Art could make it, on 
the Fortifications whereof, the late Celebrated Engi- 
neer Monlieur De Vauban, had exerted his utmoft*SkiIL 
It was defended by a Numerous Garrifon, under the 
Command of a Marefchal of France, and fcveral other 
Experienc’d Generals ; provided with all manner of 
Ncccffarics, and encourag’d to a vigorous Defence, by 
the Approach of a Powerful Army, which was as Nu- 
aucrous, if nor Stronger, than the Forces of the Allies : 

And ycr, the latter, without having any Communica- “ 
tion with their own Territories, ever fince the Duke of 
Vmdofme, took the Village of Leffnghen after a Siege 
of 8 Days, reduc’d LISLE, found means to fubfift 
about it, till the Reduction of the Citadel, and got 
Corn from the Territories of the Enemy. The French 
thought this beyond the Power of Man, and therefore 
boafted, that without ftriking a Blow, they would 
Oblige the Allies to abandon the SIEGE. And in- 
deed, the Difficulties the Allies had to ftruggle with, 
were fo Many, and lb Great in themfelves, that the 
Confidence "of the Enemy did not appear altogether 
Unreafonablc.

Upon the Confederate Army’s coming up to the Town, 
the Duke of Marlborough made a Detachment (nndet

1700 to take Poffeffion of MO G N £ (a Poft where 
the Scarpe falls into the Scheld) both which was foon 
a.Aniand Effedcd ;thc French Troops retiring upon the Approach 
ttnd Mor- Men. The Governor of Taumay, not a little 

Surpris’d to fee the Town invefted, which was unpro- 
Alliu. viaed with Neceflaries for a long Siege, rifled great 
part of the Corn of the Inhabitants, and font out a 
Party of French Dragoons, to fetch in the large Cattle 
our of the Neighbourhood j who were moft of them 
cut o#, or taken Prifoners, and the Cattle (to the 
Number of above 700) were generoufly reftor'd ro the 
Peafants. Ac the fame time, Marefchal Villars being 
fcnflble of his Miftakc in weakening the Garrifon of 
Toumay, order’d 7 or 8000 Horfe from Mens and Conde 
to advance, and endeavour to throw themfelves into 
the Town ; bur Meafures were taken to prevent them, 
th.it they were forc’d to retire, without attempting any 
thing, 

ON the I ft of 3 uly (N.S.) The Prince of mpu, 
having left 1000 Men, under the Command of a Bri- 
gadier, at St. Amand ; and a Colonel with 700 Men, 
at Mortagne, return'd to the Camp before Tourney, 
with the Earl of Orkjtey, General Hompefeb, and the 
reft of their Troops. The next E»ay, a French Briga- 
dier. and a Captain, were taken in the Confederate 
* Catnp, in the Habit of Peafants. On the 3d, all the 

Troops appointed for the Siege, had taken their Pofts 
round the Town, from Cer^ue above the Town, ro the 
Caftle of Confiitntine below it : And the next Day, the ^ 
Line of Circumvallation was begun on this fide the * 
Scheld. In the Interim, upon Advice that a Detach- 
ment of 10000 Men from the Ememy’s Army, was 
r.j,, march’d towards Warneton ; Tieutcnant-General Wip 
A^i&s lil^was detach’d thither with ayoo Grenadiers, and 30 
otWiirnewA. Squadrons : Bur, before he could arrive, a Lieutenant- 
Colonel, a Major, and about 700 Men, had yielded 
themfelves Prifoners of WAR. All the Ncccflary Dil- 
pofitions bding made for opening the Trenches, and 
the Bridges of Communication being laid ov'cr the 
Scheld, the G E N E RA TS m.-ide the following Dif- 
pofition for the Attacks of the City and Citadel.

The loth, 30 Vcffek 
laden with Artillery and Ammunition, arriv'd near the 
Bridges of Communication." The fame Day ; the Be- 
ficg*d made a Sally with 500 Men, but immediately re- 
tir'd at the Approach of the Confederates. The ixth> 
they made another Sally by the Vdendmnes Gate ; but 
General Lotium had difpos'd all Things at his Attack 
■ with fuch Regularity, that the Enemy were immediate- 
ly repuls'd with the Lofs of near %o Men. On the igth^ 
the ktmh jfjc Befiegers began at the Attack of Count Lmum, and 
carm en, Batteries of 1 1 Pieces of Cannon each;, 

with fo much Succefs, that they foon difmounted the 
Guns of the Enemy on that fide ; and beat dov^n a 
Wind-milh from which they had very' much difturb'd 
our Men in the Trenches. The I4rh, they began at 
the fame Attack to Fire from another Battery to break 
open Sluices 5 and the fame Day, the Batteries at the 
Attack of General Fagel, began to Fire, as did the 1 5thp 
thofe at the Attack of General Schuylemburgh: The reft 
of the Cannon and Mortars, to the Number of 1 co Guns,, 
and 60 Mortars were Mounting on feveral BatccrieS;, 
and were in a Condition to Fire the i6th.

before the Attack of Count hettum^ with fo much 
Succefs, that the Befieg'd were forc’d to quit that Poft. 
The Attack of General Schuylcynhurgh, vras likewile by 
thjs tmh very forward 5 for they made fudt an iiiceffanc 
Fke froffi their Batteries, that on the aad, the Breaches 
in the itorn-work, the Ravelin, and the Wall of the 
^ Tow% were almoft in a Condition to be Mounted, and 
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at the fame time, the Saps were carried, the Wall of ANNO 
the Ditch. Howc?er, they continu'd to Fire from all 1709. , 
the Batteries to enlarge the Breaches, infomuch, that V*^VXJ 
General Schuylemburgh^ on the ayth, caus'd the Ravelin 
and Half-Moon at his Attack to be ftomt’d: And, not- 
wirhftanding, the Vigorous Refiftance of the Enemy, 
and their prodigious Fire, the Allies lodg'd themfelves 
thereon, and perfeded rheir Lodgment, by favour of 
the continual Fire they made from the Cannon and 
Mortars. On the aStb, in the Morning, the Befieg’d 
made a Vigorous Sally, in order to retake the Works 
they had loit the Night before; but met with fo warm 
a Reception, that they were forc'd to retire with coufi- 
derablc Lofs: And, in the' Evening,- the Befiegers ha- 
ving made the neccffiiry Difpofitions for a General Storm 
and the Enemy fearing to be taken Sword in Hand ;

T hese Articles were fcnt to the Frmfi Court for 
their Approbation, and an Anfwer was to be re- 
turn’d the 8th: Bur, upon this Occafion, the Frencb 
gave a frelh Inftancc of their Inlincerity, and manitefted 
to rhc World, that their Propolals for delivermg w the 
Citadel of Toumajif, was but an Anifice to gam Time, 
and Amufc the Allies. For, the Fre»c* King, would 
rfcfrrench not Ratify thcfc Articles, but upon Conditiori that 
KimnfttM fliould be a Ceflktion of Arms in General , in the 
Netherlands, till the 5th of September, which the Allies 
would not confent to ; And fo the SIEGE was carried 
on with all poifiblc Vigour, notwlthftanding the great 
Difadvanrages the Confederate Troops lay under, by 
Rcafon of the Vaft Number of the Enctnics Mines. 
To give an Account of every particular Circumftance 
that Occurr’d during this Difficult Siege, would be 
both tirefome to the Reader, and inconfiftenr with my 
delign’d Brevity. It will be fufficient to rake Notice, 
that from the 8th of AuguB (the Day whereon the 
Marquifs De F^ignan, return’d from the French Court) 
to the 20th of the fame Month, the Enemy fprung 16 
Mines, which coft the Befiegers a great Number of 
Men, and very much retarded their Approaches. 0 n 
rbtsUgttfthu loth, the Befieg’d fprung a Mine, with fo great 
the Citadel Execution, that part of the Wall from the Town to the 
-Citadel, two Branches of the Trenches, a Parallel, 
two Sap, and two of the Befiegers Mines were ruin d ; 
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atidaCapub, two EnfigaSj^ and 19. Soldiers Kiird. dl 4 NQ 
l‘hc aad, .the Miners of the Allies .difcover'd the 1708, 
Branch of another Mine, and as they were bnfy in fin- 
ding one the Mine ic felf, they heard the Enemy work- 
ing on a great Gallery : Whereupon,- Lieutenant, , 
and Sixteen Grenadiers, were order'd to diflodge them ; 
but the Lieutenant being Kill'd at the firft Onfer, hb 
Men were di bear tned and retir'd. Immediately after, 
another Officer with a frefli Detachment,, was order'd' 
to go upon that Service; but the Enemy throwing a"' 
great Number of Grenade's, and making a terrible , 

Smoak, the Befiegers were forc'd to retire, to prevent 
being Swtfbcatcd. The aid, the Miners, fupporred by ■ 
a lieutenant, and 11 Grenadiers, were at -Work 'to 
pierce thro' a Traverfe, crofs the Gallery they had dif- 
cover d ; but the Enemy threw in a great Qu^^ntity of 
Straw, Hemp, and Powder, which being fet on Fire, 
Occafion'd fuch a Smoak, that the aforefaid Officer, 
with 8 Grenadiers were ftifled. All this while the Mi- 
ners of the Befiegers, frequently met with thofe of the 
Enemy, and engag’d them with Piftol and Bayonet. 

On the 16th, the Enemy fprung a Mine, which Kill'd 
ai^ve 400 of the Confederate Troops, whonotwithftan- 
ding^that Lofs, and the firodigious Fire of the Befieg'd, 
lodg’d themfclvcs that Night near the PalHiadoes, at Monfieur Du 
General SchuykmburgJh Attack. On the 19th, Mon- 
fieur Du Mey {the chief Diredor of the Attacks) was^^ 
mortally Wounded. That Day, and the next, the Bc- 
fiegers made a moft recrible Fire upon the C I TA D'E L,' ■ 
and threw abundance of Bombs which did great Exe- 
cution.''" 

ON the 3<5th, at 6 in the Morning, the Enemy beat citadel 
a Parley, dcfiring to Capitulate ; and Hoftages being 
exchang’d on both fides, Monfieur Dokt^ and the Mar- 
quifs Be (both Majors - General) and 4 other 

Officers, came our of the Citadel; and Major-General 
Bondorg, with 5 Officers more on the Befiegers fida 
were fent in. Monfieur Doht^ and his Company, were 
brought to the Earl of Albrnarles Houfe, where the 
Duke of Marlborcughy and Prince Eugene vrere met to 
receive their Propofals. They offer’d to Surrender tbe 
Place, and deliver’d a Projed of a Capitulation, con-

Befides t.he Advanta- 
geous Scituarion of their Army, they defended them- 
feives like Brave Men, and made all the Refiftance 
that could be expedfed from the beft Troops* ■ Who 
will then hereafter believe, that our Infantry could fur- 
mount fo many Obftacles, refift fo great a Fire, force ' 
the Intrenchmcnts, drive the Enemy out of the Wood, 
and after all this, draw tip in Order of BATTLE J.11, . , 
the Plain, in the Sight of the Enemy, and before their 
third Intrcnchment ?

menr was carried on all fidcs, and the Infantry that de- 
ftnded it, purfu’d by feverai of our Battalions.

The Allies own'd they had above 18000 (a) Men Slain or 
Difabled : And indeed, the Enemy were fo advanta- 
geoufly Pofted,, that %vhcn the Battle was over, the Con- 
federates wonder'd how they had Surmounted fuch in- 
credible DifficuiHcs. Prince Eugene^ in the Beginning 
of the Adion, was ilightly “Woimded: The Duke of 
Marlborough and Count Tilly, were during the whole 
Tight, on the Right and Left Wings, at the "Head of 
the Troops, in the hotceft of the Fire : The F<e]d De- 
puties, animated the Soldiers all the while by their Pre- 
fence: And, MonficurGe/h^^/f, had a Horfe fhot under 
him.

the 'fuigina:*' of ail the fVoruL and cvm of the People of 
Engk Hi ahd Holland, to difiinguifiO who were the true 
Authors of the Continuance of fo Bloody a Ff^A li; Which 
Olniaics (as hath been ai ready obferv’d) that the chief 
Dchfu.s o*’* the French, evas to create Uneafinefs, if 
noi;an Inlurrcdion, amongft the Subjeds of the Mari- 
time Powers, who has contributed io large a Share to 
the Charges of the R. But this, ana their other . 
difliotiourablc Intentions, together with their falfe 
Argmucrifs, ro throw a Veil over the fame, were clear- ‘-p 
ly dilcover'd in a Refolution of the States. -vGeneral ; 

( dated July 27th } wherein they laid opeti all the

were order’d to Rendezvous. The Day before, the 
Earl of Albemarle (Governour of Tournay) in concert

The Stratagem of the 
Allies, in paffing the French Lines without the Lofs of 
a Man, the cutting off the Communication of the 
Enemy with the Manner of their Inveftirtg 

the Town with an inferiour Army, their cafting up 
Lines, making regular Forts, railing Batteries, laying 
Bridges over a River, making paffable a Morafs, and 
providing for the Security of their Convoys, againft a 
Superior Army on one fide, and the Numerous Garri- 
fons of Cmde and Vdhncienms on the other, are Enterpri- 
fes truly Hcroick : And after all, their forcing a ftfong 
Garrifon to deliver up fo important a Place, and to 
furrender Prifoners of w A R, is returning moft eifedu- . 
ally the NE FLVS VLTI^A of Marefchal VlHan 
upon himfelf, and his 100000 Men* That General 
had form’d a Projed to furprife Aire^ and Monfieur 
Go^ebriandf march’d with the Garrifon of St. Ornery and 
feme ocher Troops for that Purpofe ; but had the fame 
Succefs as Monfieur Aibergmi had upon Demy^ which 
he was likewife to Surprife : So that rhofe two Gene- 
rals mifearried, in the Defign they had to regain their 
former Governments.

And the faid Reprefentation having been cranf- 
mitted to the Duke of Mnrlborough, by Marcfchal Villnrs, 
his Gr.ecc in anfwcr to it, return’d him Artcftations 
Egn’d by General Fugel, who commanded the Siege, 
and Colonel Pagnies, one of his Hottages, who they

At the fame time, he Order'd the Marquifs De Vieux^

main. He caus’d him to be follow’d by Count Aihergot^ 
ti, with 20 other Battalions, and by all the Army, in 4 
Columns, and a 5 th of Artillery, having fome Days before, 
feat the heavy Baggage to Sc.

TFIE iFtmch Infantry having pafs’d the Scheldt and 
the Line which the Count De Broglh had gain’d, Ma- 
refehai Vlli/trs made the Difpofidens for the Arrack in 8 
Columns, diftant 200 Paces from each other ; the Gre- 
nadiers at the Head of the Battalions, with i Referve 
of 6 Battalions marching in a fecond Line, and the Ca- 
valry behind. Marefehai Vklars put himfclf at the Righi 
of the Infantry- as did the Marefehat De Montef^uku, 
and Count Ai^ergopH at the Left. The fignal being giv- 
en, the whole Line advanc’d, and march'd 7 or Soo 
Paces, towards the Intrenchmcnt, without Firing once. 

When they were come within half a Musket-fhot, the 
Troops of the Allies, who lin’d the Rampart, made a 
Difeharge of their Cannon loaded with Cartridge-flior, 
and 9 Difeharges of their Muskets, without difordcring 
any one Battalion.

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JNNO mmle to hold himfelf ready to March with his Troops, 
1711. if there fliould be Occafion* And the Enemy continue 
ing their March the aoch towards the Sambre^ he caused 
the great Array toclofe towards the Left*, and ordered 
my Lord Jilbemarle again, to hold himfelf ready ro 
March at the firft Order ; as he did accordingly, tho* 
it was not intended to do it, but at the laft Extremity* 

THE Enemy encamping then behind the SeUe^ the 
l.t{t Wm$ztVielles CoAcby^ and the Right at Sc* 
tin^ againft the Wood of Bohian ; the Prince of Snvoy 
caufed a Line to be made, from the Source of the E/- 
cmiion to the to cover the Left-Wing, and to 

preferve the Communication with the Troops employ'd 
in the Siege: He caufed this Line to be Guarded by 
II Battalions, and wit^rew his Troops into their old 
Gamp, ordering my Lord Albemarle to do the like. 
Which being done, and my Lord Albemarle obferving 
t\izi the Boutons oi the fecond Bridge, which were ta* 
ken away the 14th, were not fenc back, as was pro- 
mis’d him ; he immediately after thefe Motions, fet 
Men to Work to make a Bridge of Timber. On this 
Service’ all the Carpenters were employ’d, a Numk'r 
of Workmen, and 5 or 6co Men to get Timber nc- 
ceflary, from the Neighbouring Woods. This Work 
went on till the 24th, when the Bridge would have 
been Finifhed, had not the Enemy Attack’d us ; and it 
could not be finilh’d fooncr, becaufe the River was of 
the Breadth of 8 Pontons, and by Coniequcnce gave 
much Labour and Trouble.

FOR this Purpofe, the Marefchal 0 ^?: VUiars had 
already order’d the Garrifon of V/iknden 7 ii?s m hold 
themfelves ready to March ; and theraBd-.ac.Noon, he 
fcnc out all his Huffars, to fcour the Country. 'between 
Cambray^ Bmchain^ and the great Army- :: ' He- fent ^ 
a Number of Parties, Foot and Horfe, to. all the Ada- 
ges of the Selie^ and the Scbeld, to hinder our receiving 
Intelligence of his Deiign. At 7 oW Clock at Night, 
he caus’d the Count Be Colgny to advance, with 30 
Sqiiadrons of Dragoons towards our Lines of Commu- 
nication before Landrecy, as if he would Attack them 
that Night : But, at the fame time, he detach’d the 
Marquifs Be Viexfont^ wdth 30 Battalions, all the Pon- 
tons, and a Brigade of Cavalry ; as likcwifc Lieute- 
nant-General AlbergotH^ with 20 Battalions and 40 
Squadrons to fupport him. The whole Army follow’d, 
the heavy Baggage having been fent to Sr, ^cnthi and 
Bam. The Count Be Broglh cover’d the March of the 
Infantry, with 49 Squadrons of the Body of Referve ;

T H O’ my Lord Aibefnarle had continually many 
Spies abroad, to watch the Motions between the fa id

■Rivers, becaufc of the Number of the Enemy’s Parties. 

Nor did he receive any InteHlgence of it from BouchtJn^ 
tho’ the Bridges were laid at Nei/w/Ze,- which is not 
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jil^NO far from thence: And tho till that lime, he had let*. 

1711. tied there, and maintain’d a regular Correfpondence, 
l/VV by which he receiv’d Intelligence every Day; having 
belides; order’d exprelly the Inhabitants of the Depen- 
dence of Bouchahi, upon the Icaft Motion of the Ene- 
my, in that Neighbourhood, to give immediate Notice 
to the Governor of the Place. And, as the Prince of 
S^voy had no News of the Enemy s Alarch, till the 
aath, at 7 in the Morning, my Lord Albmarlc could 
not have any Advice of it, neither, from the Great 
Army : So that it was between 7 and 8 m the Morning, 
when Major-General Bothmar (who was the Comman- 
ding Officer of the Day, and vilited the Camp) gave 
ivim Notice, that the Enemy appear’d at Avefne le Sect]. 
My j^td Albemarlf immediately fenc Word of it to 
the ranee of Savoy; who acquainted him that he

Superiority, and they purfu*d their March on to their 
old Lines. 


I N the mean while, my Lord Atbemf.rle had pofteJ 
his Infantry (conliiling of lo Battalions) along the In- 
rrcnchrnciir, l>y Licurenaiit-Gcneral Count Dhonay and 
ihc other Generals. About i o, arriv’d the Prince of Sa^ 
with fcveralof his Generals. He advanc’d in Per- 
fon, to obferve the March and Motions of the Enemy ; 
View’d the Intrenchment, and the Difpoficion of 'the. 
Foot : Apcl then order’d the Horfe to repafs the Scbeld^ 
bccaufc they could be of no further Ufcj for the Enemy 
having palVd with their whole Army, had Invefted the- 
Intrcnchment very clofe on all Hands : And as our la. 
Battalions who were drawn up three Men in Depth, 
took up bur one third Parc of the lutrenchtnent, to-, 
wards the Left-Wing and the Centre, and the Right- 
Wing being wholly bare, and without Men; the Prince 
of Sdt'ny caus’d the 6 Battalions of imperinliits and Pa* 
Unnesy which were encamp’d in the new Line of Coin- 
nninication, between ThUn and DENAINy to pafs thi- 
ther; and rhefe pofted thcmfelvcs in the Right-Wing of 
' the intrenchment, tinder the Command of Lieutenant-^ 
General Seepin^ and the Prince of Holjhin, and I\1 
Majors-Gciieral. 

Bbi WHILE 
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^ WHILE this was doing, the Enemy’s Army drew 

i tip in Battalia to Attack our Intrenchmcnt, the Infantry 

foremoft and the Cavalry behind. The Garnion of 
drew up in like ins-onerj^ «ind In\ cited the 
Risht of the Intrcnchment : And the Enemy made 
their Bifpofition to Attack us with all Speed, before we 
could receive a Re-inforccment fiom the Grand Army t 
Havinf?, for that Purpofe, commanded out 3 0 Battalions, 
80 Companies of Grenadiers, and the Piquet of the Ar- 
mv ; as alfo all their Dragoons, whom they caus’d to 
Aliftht Thofc Dragoons form’d the firft Column on 
their Right, and March’d tiiro’ the Meadows along the 
River towards the Left of the Intrcnchment The 30 
Battalions, the Grenadiers, and the Piquet, form’d 
two other Columns, between that of the Dragoons, and 
the Lines of Communication. Thefe two Columns 
were fupporced by 30 other Battalions, follow’d by all 
the reft of their Horfe and Foot. And in this Order 

the Enemy advanc’d towards our Intrenchmcnt. 

WE Cannonaded them as vigoroiifly as was poffible, 
with our fix Cannon, which were plac’d on two Batte- 
ries in the Centre, and the Enemy anfwer’d with fome 
Pieces which they had before their Right-Wing on an 
Eminence. My Lord Albemarle fent Notice from Time 
to Time of the Enemy’s Motions to the Prince of Savoy, 
who was to the End of the Adbion on the other fide^of 
the Scbeld, on the Redoubt in the Intrenchment which 
cover’d the Bridge, whence he could fee all that was 
done. At the fame time that my Lord Albemarle fent 
thefe' Notices to his moft Serene Highnefs, he defir’d 
him to fend him his Orders : And, the Prince having 
ficnify’d to him feveral times, that the Poft muft be De- 
fended and Maintain’d as long as poffible, and caufing 
Infantry to Advance from the great Army to fuccour 
Us : The Earl of Albemarle made all poffible Prepara- 
tions to give the Enemy a good Reception 5 caufing the 
three neceffary Apertures, which were in the Intrench- 
menr, for paffing in and our, and for keeping the Com- 
munication with Bcuchain and Marchiennes, to be fill’d 
up. And perceiving that the main Force of the Enemy 
Would try to penetrate at the Centre of the Intrench- 
menr, he fent Ordet to Count Dhona, in cafe the Ene- 
my fliould force it, to move that Way with his Infan- 
try and Attack them in Flank, and fo to Repulfe them. 
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He dfd fo accordingly^ biic that Motion had not Effed^ ANNO 
bccaufe the Enemy approaching the Intrenchment with 17 iz, 
great SwifmeCs, and _ in good Order, quite ' under the 
Mnfquetry, Attacked it figoronfly; at One in the Afcer«. 
noon. The firft Column of their Foot fell upon the 
llcdoubt in which the Regiment of Welderen was Poft- 
cd 5 and on the Aperture on the fide of it, which was 
filled up, and which was the High-Road, from 
chiemes and the Palfage for the Convoys. Our Men 
rccciv*d them with a great Fire, and by Plottons ; but 
the Lift of their Columns having pufli’d the firft to the 
Parapet of the Intrenchment, which on that fide was 
only of Stones and loofc Earth, the Ground being all 
Stony, it crumbld down and filfd the Ditch. The 
Enemy penetrated immediately into the Intrenchment,. 
and repuls’d our Men with their Bayonets at the 
Mouths of their Pieces ^ whereupon they abandon’d 
the Intrenchment precipitately on all fides 5 part flying 
towards the Bridge of Pontons^ and part cowards the 
Water-Mill 

M Y Lord Alhemnrle^ as well as all the other Generals,’ 
did all they poffibly could to rally thofe of the Centre, 
and cl^ Left-Wing ; where were Count Dhona, and the 
Count of NaJfnuAVoudenbouYg^ being cur off by the E- 
nemy, and feperated from the other Troops 5 but all 
was to no purpofc : Which my Lord Albemarle obfer- 
ving, he endeavour’d to lead feme Regiments from the 
Right to the Village of Demin ; to poft them among 
the Houfes, and in the Abby, to ftop the Enemy t Bur, 
when he thought he was follow’d by them, he found 
himfclf almoft alone among the Enemy. And while 
he was making the Lift Effort, to rally the Remains of 
the Troops before the Bridge, he was taken Prifoner 
by the Enemy, and foon after carried to Valenciennes^ 

Parc of the Infantry caft chemfelves into the River : Parc 
were Kill a by the Enemy : zo8o were made Prifoners: 

And the fcatter’d Remains, to the Number of 4080 
having fav’d themfelves, return’d afterwards to the 
Grand Army. 

AMONG thofe who were Drown’d, were Licure- 
nanr-Gencral Count Dhona, and Major-General Counc 
Najfau-Woudenhourg, who arc very mucfi lamented. 

And among the Prifoners, Lieutenant-General Secquin, 
the Majors-General Prince of Holfiein, Dalbergh, and 
B b 4 T^oiel ^ 
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'ANNO the Colonels Count i>f C^- 
!7i2. mmc, Sf am, znd Greek; and Lieutenant - Colonels 
tyy^ Bonnely, Berhjhaufen, Meuske, Mrakei, Munnik, and 
and the Majors Wincket, Fabri^, Bukmo, fill 
and Moors ; 44 Captains, 109 Lieutenants and Enilgns * 
as alfo 58 Horfc of the Camp-Guard, bcfidcs four Aidsl 
de - Camp, and the CommiHliry of the Artillery Tau-^ 
rinm. \ 


THE Prince of S/fwy had caufed 14 Battalions to 
advance to ' the Bank of the Scheid, where they ftood 
drawn up, ready to Pafs ; but they could not do it in 
Time,- becaufe the Bridge that was left (the other ha- 
tring Tome- Days before^- been lent by exprefs Order to 
the Grand Army^ was embarafs’d by the Cavalry and 
the Baggage, and afterwards unluckily broke 5 the 
Bridge of Timber was nor hnifhed : So thofc Troops 
could ferve only to favour the Retreat of the Remains 
of our Battalions, wdio crowded to the Bridge. 

THE Enemy’s Army confifted of 133 Battalions 
and 250 Squadrons. ^

The 
a6th of ?!///, zoo of the Troops of the Allies, who 
were in the Abby of AncUn, and zt Foni;-a<*^achey 
yielded thernfelves Prifoners of WA R. The fame Day, 
the Count Be VEfparre made himfelf Mafter of the Ab- 
by of HASNONy where he rook 100 Prifoners. Count 
Aitergom poffefs’d himfelf that Day likewife of MOi^- 
TAGNE^ at the Mouth of the Scarpe, where he rook 100

Invtjudfy and having view’d it the asth, in 

the tixnei). Morning, he found the Enterprife much mote Dif- 
ficult than he at firft imagin’d j that Poft being encom- 
pafs’d with Morafles and Ditches full of Water ; forti- 
fied with fcveral Works j defended by Brigadier JBer- 
ioffer, with 6 Battalions, and 500 Men, detach’d from 
the Garrifon of Dowti)i, and by the Regiment of Schel- 
krt, confifting of 3 Squadrons of Curaffiers of the JS- 
kdor PaUtines Troops. Thefe Difficulties, oblig’d 
Marcfchal VUkrs to ddire the Marquis De Montefquiou 
10 take upon him the Care of the SIEGE, who re- 
pair'd thither the fame Day, and having review’d the 
Place, he gave Notice to the Marefchal, that ’twas ne- 
ceflary he fliould fend him Artillery and Ingineers to 
Bcfiege the Place in Form.

The fame Day, the Be-* 
t'iotiim- {jeg’d beat a Parley, and offer’d to furrender, upon 
Condition that they might be permitted to March out 
with their Arms and Baggage, and other Ufual Marks 
of Honour. This Propofal was rejeded by Marefchal 
Viliars, who would allow the Garrifon no other Terms 
than to be Prifoners of WAR. So Hoftilities were re- 
new’d, and on the 29th, one Battery having made a 
confiderablc Breach, and the Principal Trench being 
advanc’d far enough, Preparations were made for gi- 
ving the Affault the next Day.

THE Confc<fucnccs of the Forcing of the Intrench- 
memsof Denain, and the Taking of Marchimne, ap- 
pear ftill more favourable to the jEnemy ; who on the 
the Trcncli 12th of AuguH, Alarch’d and invefted D O W AT^ and 
inveji Pf> encamp’d in two Lines, their Right at Ctirvin, and 
their Left at Eihaucourt. The next Day, they prepar’d 
Faffcincs, and leveral Batteries ; and the Trenches were 
open’d in the Night, between the 14th and 15th, under 
the Diredion of Moniieur Vdori, as chief Ingineer. 
This oblig’d Prince Eugene to abandon the Defign of

AFTER the Taking of that FORT, the Etie- 
my redoubl’d their Fire againft the Town ; and altho* 
the Garrifon was but weak, General Bampefch (the Go- 
vernor) contrary to the Expedations of the Allies, or 
the French, held out till the Sch of September in the E- 
vening, when he beat a Parley, and furrender d Prifo- 
ners of WA R : His brave Defence, having not beerr 
able to obtain any other Terms than thofe that were 
granted to the French Garrifon of Quefmy, The Enemy 
in this SIEGE, were repuls’d in leveral AtcackSj, and

THE Marcfchal D& Vittm, who was ymarch*d to ■* ^ 

obferve the Motions of Prince Eugem^ cticanip*d along' 
the River Monnem^ and took fneh advantageous PolH 
that the Allies who were advanc'd to Bslim, on the 
other fide of Mons^ found it impofilble to advance any 
fariher, and fo the Enemy on the i orh of Sepemhr^ 
invefted QJU BS-l^OY, The Trenches were open 4 , 
the iSth at Night, and General Ivoy {"who commanded 
therein j finding that there was no probability of faying 
the Place, and being unwilling to Sacrifice the^Garrifon, 
furrender* d the 4th of OHober^ upon the fame Condi- French 
tions that General Bompfeh had obtain'd. Go the loth 
of OHober^ the Ftench being rcfolv'd to lofe no time in ” 
enlarging their Conquefts, open d the Trenches before 
BOUC IN j which Place was fo indifferently 
provided, and the Garrifon fo Weak, that they made 
but a flcnder Refiftanco : For, the French rook Polfef- 
fionof the Cover’d-Way the tSth, and as they had 
made the Difpofitions for Storming the Body of the chain. 

Place next Day, the Garrifon beat a Parley, and fur- 
render'd at Difcrction, 

FI A VI N G thus particularly related the great Lof- 
fes and Difadvanrages the Allies fnllain'd this prefent 
YEAR (the only one fince the WAR conamenc'd, 
wherein the French could juftly claim any Advantage) 

I muft not omit a very remarkwible ACTION, which 
happen'd the beginning of the Campaign, and 
the Court of Fr 4 wc<f in an extraordinary Manner, Prince 
Eugene of refolv'd to put C M FA IGB and. Oaf- 
other Countries under Contribution ; and, to get an ft^^^s^Expe* 
exadt Intelligence of the Country of France in their 
Frontiers, between his Camp and Par ^ ; and the De- 
puiies of the States having approv'd his Refolurion, 
his Highnefs detach'd 1500 choice Troopers, Dragoons, 
and HuffkrSf under the Command of Major-General 
Gro'vejicm (an Officer of great Merit) with Orders to 
penetrate into France as far as poffible. Thofe Troops 
were detach'd with the utmoft Privacy from the Camp 
Haffre^ the lothof ^une. The nth, they, met at 
Night at Grmfelie^ within 3 Ltagiies of Neufchatel on 
the River Aifne^ which they pafs'd the lath, and ad- 
vanc'd at Night to Suipi in 0 nmpmgn, The 13 th they

Rtid the xych, pi3tisd the Saht^ Rnd. retirci ieilurely to>* 
wards Traarbach, carrying off with them a vaft Booty, 
and a great Number of Hoftages for the fecunty of the 
Pay ment of the Contributions they had demanded from 
the Countries thro’ which they pafs’d, amounting to 
fome Millions. They Burnt feveral Villages and little 
Towns; and at Met^, Major-General Grove 
a I etcer to the Marquifs De F^efuge ('Governor thereof) 
and another to the Intendant, to fummon thent to fend 
Deputies to agree about Contributions. The Governor 
anfwer’d him, that he had nothing to fend but Fire and 
Ball ■ and that inftcad of Contributions and Holla ges, 
he would only fend him fome Guides, to condud him 
whither he deferv’d to go. General GroveJieJn being 
exafperated at this Anfwer, causd about 3° or 40 Vil- 
laees and about ao Caftles (or Gentlemen s Seats) to 
be burnt in fight of after having plunder’d them, 

and retir’d fafe with his Booty : For, Marcfchal Villm 
not being inform’d of this Detachment, till aq Hours 
after they were March’d, the Troops he font after them, 
could not overtake them. ’Tis impoffiblc to exprefs the 
great Surprife that this Expedition caus d in the Adja- 
cent Parts, and even in the Suburbs ot Pans ; it being 
Reported, that the Detachment aforefaid were advan- 
cing diredly to that Capital City. The King 'himfelf 
was not thought fafe at Verfaiiles with his uflial Guards ; 
and therefore, all the Troops quarter’d in and about 
Prtw, were order’d to repair immediately to the King’s 
Palace : But, Major-General Grtmefiein making his Re- 
treat, foon put an End to the Alarm. 

Mom Gene- THE French were refolv’d to revenge this Excurfion 
r<i;Vaiieur’j of General Groveftein, and entrufted Major-General 
EipiJitm. (a Famous Partifan) with the Execution of their

gence and Difpatch For, notwithftanding he had 15 
or 1600 Men with him, the Allies had nor the Icaft: 
Notice of his March, till he was advanc’d farther than 
Bergen-Of-a^oom, and ^ad plunder’d Toricle, an luand 
belonging to :^ealand, with the Town of that Name, 
arid feveral other Places. Whereupon, 30 Squadrons 
were detach’d from the Confederate Army, and all the 

Garrifons 
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CJarrifons were drawn out;, to Intercept the Enemy in dNNQ 
their Retreat : But, Monfieur Pajieur jook fo well his 17 xa. 
Mcafures, that he return'd fafe to Ndmur with a great 
Booty, and feverai Hoftages for Contributions, 

TO Conclude the Affairs of the Is/erkr/Wr, du- 
ring the Year ryxa, I fhall only add, : that: while the. 

'French were before Bmcham^ ^ the Allies .SurprisU ■ 
JFORT-JCHOC.QJt^E, after thtv ' following M 
Brigadier Cari^ (Commander of OJiend) and :ihe Sieur 
Mml (Receiver of the Contributions- ia Flanders and ' ■ 

Jrsm) having receiv'd certain Intelligence, -that- the

Accordingly, the pifferenccs 
Pleni|K)tentiaries met on the Day ' appointed ; mdarifikmm 
thofe of France declar'd, That as they had communica- 
ted in Writing, the Spccifick Offers of the moft Chvi- the General 
ftian King ; and that the Allies, likewife, had given 
theirs in Writing, it was needlefs to continue to Treat 
in Writing : Bur, that they were ready to Treat with 
the Plenipotentiaries of the Allies by way of Confe- 
rence. The Minifters of the- Allies declar’d thereupon, 
that they expeded an Anfwerin Writing, as they had 
Promis’d : On which they inhited again, in another 
Conference, held the ad of ^frii ; wherein they de- 
clar’d, that they were Unanimous in the fame Opinion. 

The French return’d the fame Anfwer as they had done 
before : And when, in another Conference, held the 6th 
of Jfril, the Allies infifted again upon a Specifick An- 
fwer in Writing to their Specifick Demands, which had 
been deliver’d in Writing ; the French jMinifters de- 
clar'd, That as they had Pofitivc Inftrudtions, not to 
themftlycs injq a Negodau^n in Writing, they 

' ‘ could 
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could not do it without New Orders from their Court. 
We muft: not Omit, that as in thefe Conferences, the 
Allies infiftcd upon a Promife made by the Fre«e/j Pleni- 
potentiaries, that they would return an Anfwer in Wri- 
ting : This was dcny’d by the Latter, which Occafion’d 
a warm Debate, and amongft other Arguments, the 
Allies produc‘d the Refolution agreed upon in the firft 
Conference, declaring. That all Propofals on both lldes, 
fhouid be fign’d by one of the Plenipotentiaries j which 
Refolution they faid would have been necdlefs, if both 
Parties had not then defign’d to Treat in Writing. 
The French pretended, chat this related only to the Spe- 
cifick Offers they had made, and the Specifick Demands 
of the Allies. 

the General THIS Difficulty, fufpended the General Conferen- 

cnnicrcnccs which Were to be held twice a Week, rill the rjth 

Sufftnied. jjjg jfrench deflat’d, that they had not 

yet received any new Inftrudiions, on the Matters de- 
bated in the former Conferences, at which, moft Perfons 
feem’d very much furpriz’d. For, as the French Court 
was under an inexpreflible Grief for the Death of the 
Dauphin, who Died the iSth of February, Six Days af- 
ter the Death of the Dauphinefs ; and the Lofs of his 
Eldeft Son, the Dauphin, Duke of Britany, who depar- 
ted this Life the 8th of March : It was believ’d, that 
the difmal Profpedt of a Minority (the laft Dauphin be- 
ing bur about two Years oldj would have oblig’d the 
Minifters of France, to pafs over fcveral Difficulties 
and Formalities, in order to conclude a PEACE: 
Efpccially, feeing that the Grief for fo many Loffes, 
had (b impair’d the Health of the moft Chriftian King, 
that they were much afraid of his Life. However, 
they perfifted in their Refufal to give an Anfwer m 
Writing : Whereupon, the General Conferences were 
ftill fuipended j and the Publick knew nothing of the 
further Steps made towards a Treaty, till the dth of 
^une (O.Si) when Her Majel^ the Qpeen of Great-Bri- 
tain, was pleas’d to communicate to her Parliament, the 
Termsupotl which a GENERAL PEACE might 
be Made* 
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My LORDS and GENTLEMEN, 


^‘TpH E making Peace and War^ is the midouhttdfte*^^^ MajeOf 
A rogative of the^Crown : Yet, fuch is the juft- Con-^cTJsjftbe 
fidence that I place in You, that at the Opening of this ihitlmmat 
Seffion, I acquainted You that a Negotiation for 
GENE RA L PEACE was begun, and afterwards peach*' 
by Meffages, I promis’d to Communicate to You the 
Terms of P E A C E* before the fame fliali be Con- 
■ eluded* ■ 

I N pilrfiiance of that Promife, I now come to let 
You know upon what Terms a G'E N E RAL PEACE 
may be.made*.-:., ■ 

I NEED not mention the Difficulties which arife 
from the very Nature of this Affair ; and it is but too 
Apparent, that thefe Difficulties have been increas’d by 
other Obftru<ftions A RT F U LEY contriv’d to hindes: 
this Great and Good Work* 

NOTHING however, has mov’d me from ftea- 
dily purfuing in the firft Place, the true latereft of my 
own Kingdoms ; and I have not Omitted any thing 
which might procure to all our Allies what is due to 
them by Treaties, and what is neceffary for their Se- 
curity* 

THE affuring of the Proreftant SucceSion, as by 
l.aw Eftablifli’d, in the Houfe of Banmver to thele 
Kingdoms, being what I have neareft at Heart ; parti- 
cular Care is taken, nor only to have that Acknowledg’d 
in the ftrongeft Terms ; but to have an additional Se- 
curity, by the Removal of that Perfon out of the Do- 
minions of France, who has pretended to difturb this 
Settlement. 

THE Apprehenfion that Spain and the 
might be United to France, was the chief Inducement 
to begin this WAR; and the effedual preventing of 
fuch an Union, was the Princijple I laid down, at the 
Commencement of this Treaty. 

FORMER Examples, and the late jlegotiations, 
fufficiently fhew how difficult it i\ m find Means to Ac- 

CQjmplifli 
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compliOi this Wotfk ; I would nor content my felf with’ 
fuch as are Speculative, or depend on Treaties only ; 

I infifted on what is Solid, and to have at Hand, the 
Power of executing what fliould be Agreed. 

I C A N therefore now tell You, thzt, France at laft 
is brought to Offer, that the Duke of Anjou ftiall, for 
Himfelf, and his Defcendanrs, renounce for ever all 
claim to the Crown of France : And, that this Impor- 
tant Article may be expos’d to no Hazard, the Perfor- 
mLce is to accompany the Promife. 

AT the fame time, the Succellion to the ‘Grown of 
France, is to be declar’d, after the Death of the prefent 
Dauphin, and his Sons, to be in the Duke of Berry, and 
his Sons ; the Duke of Orleans, and his Sons j and fo 
Cn to the reft of the Houfeof Bourbon. 

A S to Stain, -ani the Indies, the SuccefSon to thofe 
Dominions, after the Duke of Anjou, and his Children,' 
is to defcend to fuch Prince as fliall be agreed upon at 
the Treaty ; for ever excluding the reft of the Houfe of 
Bourbon. 

FOR confirming the Renunciations and Settle- 
ments before-mention d, it is further offer d, that they 
foali be Ratified in the moft Strong and Solemn Man- 
ner both iti France s.xid. Spain ^ and that ^ thofe King- 
doms, as well as the other Powers engag’d in the Pre- 
fent WAR, fliall be Guarantees to the fame. 

TH E Nature of this Propofal is fuch, that it Exe- 
cutes it felf. The Intereft of Spain is to Support it ; 
and in France, the Perfons to whom that Succefllon is 
to belong, will be Ready and Powerful enough to Vin- 
dicate their own Right. 

Fl^A NCE and SPAIN are now more effectually 
divided than Ever. And thus, by the Bleffing of G O D, 
will a real Baliance of Power be fix’d in Europe, and 
remain liable to as few Accidents, as Humane Nature 
can be exempted frofh. ■ . 

A TREATY of Commerce between thefe King- 
doms and France, has been enter’d upon ; but the ex- 
ceffiv? Duties laid on feme Goods, and the Prohibitions

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of OclierSj, make it impoiribic to finiih this ’Work fo Ibois 
as were to be De£r*d. ^ Care is therefore taken, to' efta- 
blifli a Method of ferling this Matter ; and in the mean 
time, Provifion is made, that the fame Privileges and 
Advantages, as fliail be Granted to any other Nation 
by France^ lhali be Granted in like Manner to Us. 

THE Divifion of the Ifland of St» Chrtft of her bttwcQti 
Vs and thcFrench^ having been the Caufe of -great In- , 
4:onvcniency and Damage to my Snbjeds ; ' I.have^ Dc- 
man«fed to have an abfolmc Ceffion madc/td'Mc^'of 
that whole Ifland, and France agrees to this Demand. 

OUR inrereft is fo deeply conc€rn*d in the Trade of 
North Amerimf that I ns*d my utmoft Endeavours to 
adjnft that Article in the moft Beneficial Manner. 
France confents to reftore to Us, the whole Bay and 
Stfcights of Hudfon : To deliver up the Ifland of New--^ 
foundland with Placentia^ and to make an abfolace Cef- 
fion of Annapol^, with the reft of NovaScctia or Acadia^ 

THE Safety of onr own Trade, will be better Pro- 
vided for by the Demolition of 

OUR Mediterranean Trade, and the Britijh Inrereft 
and Influence in tlicfe Parrs, will be feenred by the Pofr 
feflion of Gibraltar and Fort Mahon^ with the whole 
Ifland of Minorca^ which are Offer’d to Remain in my 
Hands. 

THE Trade to Spain, and to the fVefi-Indm, may in 
in General be fttkd, as it was in the Time of the late 
King of Spain, € BAFFLES IL And a parricnlar Pro- 
vifion be made, that all Advantages, Rights, or Privi- 
leges, which have been Granted, or which may here- 
after be Granted by Spain, to any other Nation, ilhall be 
in like Manner Granted to the Subjcdls of Greats 
Britain, 

BUT, the Part which we have Born in the Profecn- 
tion of this WAR, entitling Us to fome"’Diftindtion in 
the Terms of P E AC E, I have infilled and Obtain’d, 
that the Ajpento or Contrad for funiifhing the Spanijh 
Weji’-Indks with Negroes, fliall hb made with Us^for 
the lerm of 30 Years, in the fame Manner "'as it "has 
been enjoy’d by the French for to Years paib . ■ 

Dd ■ I HA¥E 
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I H AV E not: taken upon Me to dccenninc the In- 
ccrefts of our Confederates ; thefe muft be adjufted in 
the Congrefs at VTK^ECHT, where my beft Endea- 
yours fliall be Employ’d, as they have hitherto conftantly 
been, to procure to every one of them all Juft and Rea- 
fonable Satisfadion, In the mean Time, I think it 
proper to acquaint you, that France offers to make the 
Fljinexhe Barrier of the Empire ; to yield Brifacl^, the 
Fort of Held and Landau, and to Raze all the Fqrtreffes, 
both on the other Side of the Fhine, and id that 
River. 

■ AS to the Proteftant ItlterCft in Germany, there will 
be, on the Part of France, no Objedion to the Re- 
fetling thereof on the Foot of the Treaty of mfi. 
fbalia. 

THE Spanijh Low-Countries may go to his Imperial 
Majefty i The Kingdoms of Napes and Sardinia, the 
Dutchy of Milan, and the Places belonging to Sfain 
on the Coaft of Tufeany, may likewife be yielded fay 
the Treaty of P E A C E to the Emperor. 

AS toxthe Kingdom of Sicily, tho’ there remains no 
Difpute concerning the Ceffion of it by the Duke of 
Anjou, yet the Difpofition thereof is not yet Deter- 
min’d. 

the Interefts of the States-General, with refped 
to Commerce, arc agreed to, as they have been de- 
manded by their own Minifters, with the Exception 
only of fome very few Species of Merchandifes, and 
the Entire Barrier, as demanded by the States, in 1709, 
from France, except two or three Places at moft, 

A S to thefe Exceptions, feveral Expedients are Pro- 
pos’d ; and I make no doubt, but this Barrier may be fo

^ quite at a Stand, (the Frinch having nor return’d 
any Anfwer to the AiliesJ the Conditions of P E A C B 
were Negotiating elfewhere ; and the Congrefs was ap- 
pointed only to Sign what fliould be Agreed upon in the 
Cabinets of Princes. In the mean Time, there hap- 
pen’d a Mifunderdanding between Her Briiannick. Ma- 
jefty, and the States-General : For, Prince Eugene of 
Savoy, and the States Field-Deputies, being determin’d 
either to Attack the Enemy (who, with Inferior Forces, 
ky Encamp’d with the Right at Cajlelet, and their Left 
near Cambray) Or, if that was found impradicablc, to 
Undertake a SIEGE. On the aSch of May, they com- 
municated their Defigns to the Duke of Ormond, who 
Declared, “THAT he had receiv’d Pofidvc Orders 
“■from the Queen, not to enter into any Adion againft 
“ the Enemy, cither by B AT TLE or SIEGE. Here- 
upon the Srates-Deputies difpatch’d the fame Evening 
an Exprefs to their High-Mightineffes, with an Account 
of what had Pafs’d. This Accident occalion’d no fmall 
Surprize 5 fo that the Plenipotentiaries of the Stares at 
Vtrecht, went ro the Biftiop of Briftol, and complain’d 
to him, in the Name of the States, againft thofe Orders, 
which the Duke of Ormond laid he had receiv’d. His 
Excellency anfwer’d, “THAT two Days before, HE 
“ had receiv’d an Exprefs, with a L E‘T TER fronv 
“ HerMajefty ; in which She complain’d. That nor- 
“ withftanding all the Advances She had made from 
“ Time to Time to the States, in order to Engage them 
“ to Enter with Her upon a Plan of P E A C E j their 
“ High-Mightinefles had not Anfwer’d Her as they 
“ Ought, and as Her Majefty Hop’d they Would : That 
“ therefore, they ought not ro be forpriz’d, if Her 
“ Majefty did now think Her felf at Liberty ro enter 
* into Separate Meafures, fn prder to obtain g, P E A C E 
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** for Her own Convenicncy. Hereupon, the Plenipo- 
tentiaries of the States reprefented to the Lord Privy- 
Seal, “ T H AT fuch a Step would be contrary to all 
“ the Alliances and Treaties betwixt their High-Migh- 
“ tinclTcs and the Queen : That they thought they had 
“ Merited ocherwife, by the Deference, which on ali 
“ Occalions they had ihew’d to Her Majcfty : And, 
“ that they knew nothing of the Advances which the 
“ Bifliop faid Her Majefty had made towards the States 
“ on the Subjedi: of a Plan of P E A C E. His Excel- 
lency the Lord Privy Seal, made Anfwer, That he muft 
not forget to tell them his Inftrudtions did further Bear, 
“THAT confidcring the Condudl of the States to- 
“ wards Her Majefty, flie thought Her felf difengag’d 
“ from all Alliances and Engagements with their High- 
“ Mightinefles. This Anfwer, and Declaration of the 
Lord Bifliop of Brifiol, was communicated ,io the Mi- 
nifters of the Allies at the Hague on the 4rh of 
which occafion’d fevcral Conferences ; and the States^ 
General wrote the following L E T T E R to the Queen 
of Great-Britain, which they fenr on the 5th of 
by an Exprefs to their Envoy Extraordinary in London, 
with Orders to deliver it into Her Majefty's Hands.

to lefidc at jour MajeftyV i.ioutr, m repn-ftm: to you 
the Reafonsof our Surpiiib, and the Ccnreqm nces of 
ihofc Declarations 5 and to rtquell: yoa, with iluii Rc- 
fped which we always had for You, and winch wc {hall 
for ever Entertain for your Royal Perbn, that You 
would give other Orders to the Duke of Ormond, that 
he may Adt with all poflibie Vigour, according to the 
Reafon of the WA R ; and that your Majefty would 
have the Goodnefs to entertain other Sentiments of Us, 
than thofe which the Biftiop of Brijlol has declar’d to 
our Plenipotentiaries at VTI{_EC HT. 

B U.T, the more we confider thofe Declarations, the 
more Important we find them, and the more we Appre- 
hend their Confequences. Therefore, we could not

§ reat: Prudence and Wifdom, as your fo much fam’d 
Heal for the Publick Welfare, and particularly from 
your ulual Fdendlliip and Affi-ilion for us, and our Re- 
publick. 

W E proceft before all Things, chat as we have ever 
had a true Friendfifip, as well as_ the higheft Refped 
for your Majefty, and a fincere Aftedion to all your In- 
tcrefts, with an earneft Dcfire to live in a perfed good 
Underftatiding and Union with you : We have ftiU 
the fame Sentiments, and ftiall always prelerve them, 
Wiftiing for nothing more than to be able to give your 
Majefty the moft convincing Proofs of it. 

AFTER this, we pray your Majefty to confider,' 
according to ybur great Penetration, whether we have 
not juft Ground to be furpris’d, when we fee a Stop 

f it, bv an Order in your Majefty’s Name, without our 
nowfedge, tb the “Operations of the Confederate Ar- 
my, the Fineft and Strongeft which, perhaps, has been

bravely : So that in all Humane Appearance, and with 
the Divine Affiftance, which we have experienc'd fo 
folly, on fo many other Occafions, we fliould have been 
able, either by Battle or Sieges to gain great Advantage 
over the Enemy, to have better'd the Affairs of the Al- 
lies, and to facilitate the Negotiations of ''Eeace» 

WE flatter our felves, Indeed, with - the^ Hopes 
which the Duke of Ormond has given Us, That in a few 
Days, he expeds other Orders : But, in the mean time, 
we are forty to fee one of the fineft Opportunities loft," 
being uncertain whether we fhali have another fo Fa- 
vourable ; fince the Enemy have Time liyen them to 
Fortify thcmfelves, and take their Precautions : While 
the Army of the Allies lies ftill without Adion, and 
confuming the Forrage all round, deprive thcmfelves of 
the Means of Subfifting for time to come, in thofe Pla- 
ces, where by Concert, the Operations of the Cam- 
paign are defign’d : Which may make fuch Enterprifes 
Impoflible hereafter, as were Pradicable now ; and 
confequently render the whole CAMPAIGN unfuc- 
cefsfol, to the ineftimable Prejudice of the Common 
Caufiof the High Allies*' 

C E RTA I N LY, when w^, confide, r the Army, as, 
it really is, to be Cumpos’d of me Troops of yout Ma- 
jefty, and the other Allies, join'd together by Common 
Concert, to Ad for the greateft Advantage, and Fur- 
therance of the Common Caufe 5 and the Affurances, 
which your Majefty had given us by your Letters, by 
your Minifters, and laft of all, by your General, the 
Duke of Ormondy of your Intentions, that your Troops 
fiiould be order'd to Ad with their ufual Vigour 5 as 
well as the Engagements, into whjph your Majefty is, 
enter’d, not only with refped to us, bur alfo fcparately 
and jointly with \i$ in refped to the other Allie| 'tis 
very difficult for us to conjedure and conceive how an 
Order fo prejudicial to the Common Caufe, given fo 
fuddcnly, without our Knowledge, and undoubtedly 
too, without the Knowledge of the other Allies, can

the Common Caufe^ that nothing would be done to 
Prejudice U$, or the other Allies : But alfo, when your 
Majefty communicated to us the Preliminary Articles, 
fign d by M. Mefitagcr, • in England : And when you 
propos’d to us the calling and holding a Congrefs for a 
General Peace ; and requir’d of us, to grant for this 
End, neceffary Pafports for the Enemies Minifters ; we 
confented to it^ tho’ we had many Reafons, which 
to us feem’d very well grounded, nor to enter into fuch 
a Treaty, without a Better Foundation, or at Icaft, 
without the Concurrence of the other Allies. But, we 
preferr’d your Majefty ’s Sentiments to our Own, in or- 
der to give you a new Proof of our Deference. 

WE did no lefs, with refped to the Difficulties which 
were ftarted on the SubjeA of the mutual Guaranty 
for THE SUCCESSION OF THE PROTESTANT 
LINE to your Majefty ’$ Kingdoms, and for our BAR- 
RIER 5 a TREATY of fuch Importance to the Two 
Nations, that we look upon it as the Strongeft Tye 
that could be thought on, to unite for ever the Hearts 
and Intcrefts of Both ; concluded after the marureft 
Declaration, and Ratify *d on both fides, in the moft 
Authentick Form. For rho’ we might have ftood to the 
Treaty, as it was; yet, we enter’d into a Negotiation 
upon rhofe Difficulties, and particularly, on the Point 
of the AJJiento ; concerning which, we gave our Pleni- 
potentiaries fuch Inftru(£lions, that we no longer doubt- 
ed bur all the Difficulties would have been Admfted to 
mutual Content ; and that w® fhould thereby have en- 
tirely regain’d your Majefty ’$ Confidence : And fo much 
the more, becanfe ii\ the firft Plate, when the meeting of 
a Congrefs for a G E N E R A L P E A C B was in Hand, 
your Majefty declar’d to us by your Ambaffador, That 
you defir’d no more than our Concurrence in that fingle 
Point, and this only Mark of our Confidence. And 
that then you would give Us ftrong and real Proofs of 
your Affedion towards Us, and of your uptight Inten- 
tions, with refped to the Common Caufe of all the 
Allies. And that afterwards, when the Difficulties 
about the SucceiBon and the Barrier were rais’d, your 
Majefty did likewife affure us, that if we* would remit 
fomething upon the moft Effential Points, and particu- 
larly about the Alfeir of the it would be th«s 

true Way to re-eftabliffi a mutual Confidence ; which 
being once reftor’d, your Majefty would uM particu^ 
* . Ijrly 
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larly to Heart the Interefts of this State, and Ad iit 
Conjudion withUs in the whole Negotiation, to obtain 
an Honourable, Good, and Sure PE ACE. 

BUT, we find our felves very much out in our Ex- 
uedations ; fince at the very fame Time, when we made 
the greateft Advances towards your Majefty ; and that 
we did verily believe we fliould come to an Agreement 
about the Points in Diftrence ; we fee the Earl of 
StYufftn’d gone without finifhing that Affair ; we fee the 
Army flopp’d in the beginning of its Career 5 and we 
hear a Declaration, by which your Majefty looks upon 
vour felf to be difengag’d from all Obligations with us : 
For which, the Reafons alledg’d are. That we have * 
not Anfwcred, as we Ought, the Advances which your 
Majefty made towards Us ; and that we would not Ad 
in Concert with your Minifters about the PEACE. 

I F your Majefty will be pleas’d to look with t Fa- 
vourable and Equitable Eye upon our Condud, we 
flatter our felves, and have a firm Confidence, that you 
will find nothing in it, which can give you fuch difad- 
vantageous Ideas and Thought of us : But, that you 
will rather find, that we have perform’d, and do ftill 
perform, all tl^t we owe, as Good and Faithful Allies j 
and particularly, to your M A J E S TY.

WHAT we have faid already, might, Perhaps, be 
fufficient to perfuade You of it : But we^muft add. 
That having always efteem’d your Majefty ’s Affedion, 
and a good Harmony betwixt the Two Nations, as 
one of the ftrongeft Supports of our State, and of the 
Proteftant Religion ; and as one of the moft cffedual 
Methods to Maintain and Advance our Common Inte- 
reft, and thofe of the whole Confederacy : And this 
fincere Opinion, being firmly Imprinted on our Hearts ; 
we were never backward to Communicate and Confult 
in all Confidence, with your Majefty and your Mini- 
fters, upon the Affairs of Peace, according to the Foun- 
dations, laid down in the Grand Alliance, and other 
Treaties. We declare, that we have always been in- 
^clinable and ready to do it, and are fo ftill, as far as 
we can, without Prejudice to the other Allies ; and 
without contravening the Engagements, Treaties, and 
Alliances which we have enter’d into. 

BtjT; 
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BUT, Madam, all the Propofals hichercd made to 
BS upon ihat Subjcd, were cotfch’d in very General 
Terms, without communicating td us the Refult of the 
Negotiations, betwixt your Majefty’s Minifters, and 
thofe of France : Nor even your Majefty's Thoughts 
about the Subjedl, which we ought to have concerted 
together. ’Tis true, that in fome of the laft Conferen- 
ces, your Majcfty’s Minifters demanded to know, whe- 
ther ours were furnifti’d with a full Power, and Autho- 
riz’d to draw up a Plan for the PEACE: But, it had 
been JUST, before fuch a Thing was demanded of ns, 
That they fhould have communicated the Refult of the 
Negotiations, fo long Treated of, betwixt yourMajefty’s 
Minifters and thofe of the Enemy : Or, at leaft, they 
fliould have told us your Majefty’s Thoughts. 
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HAD that Plan related only to your Majefty’s In- 
rereft and Ours, we Ihould, perhaps, have been in the 
Wrong, not to have forthwith come into it ; tho’, even 
in that Cafe, the Affair would not have been without 
its Difficulties, fince the leaft Notice of it, which Ihould 
have come to the Enemy, muft have been very Prejudi- 
cial : But, as the Plan in Queftion, concern'd the In- 
tereft of all the Allies, and almoft ail Europe ; we had 
very ftrong Apprehenfions, that as the particular Nego- 
tiations, betwixt your Majefty’s Minifters, and thofe of 
France ; and the Readinefs with which we confented to 
the Congrefs at Vtrecht ; and to the giving of Pafports 
to the Enemy’s Minifters, had already occafion’d abun- 
dance of Sufpicions, and much uneafinefs to his Impe- 
rial Majefty and the other Allies ; We fay, we appre- 
hended, that his Imperial Majefty, and the other Allies 
coming to know (which would have been very difficult 
to conceal from ’em) the Concert betwixt your Majefty’s 
Minifters and Ours, for a Plan of P E A C E, and that 
before the Minifters of France had given a Specifick 
Anlwer to the Demands of the Allies ; their Sufpicions 
and Uneafinefs would have increas’d ; And that Way 
of Proceeding, might have given them Ground to en- 
tertain prejudicial Thoughts, as if it had been THE 

intention of your MAJESTY AND US, 
TO ABANDON THE GRAND ALLIANCE, AND 
THE COMMON CAUSE: Or at leaft, that WE

W E thought thefc Reafons ftrong enough, to juftify 
trar Condud to your Majefty on this Head : And if 
we did not enter, with all the Hafte you might have 
wiflted for, into the Concert proposdi we hope, that 
at molt, yourMajefty will look upon our Backtfard- 
nefs, only as an Excels of Prudenre, or of Scruple j 
and not in the leaft, as a Want of Confidence^m your 
Maicfty : While the Allies might have confiderd it, as 
a Contravention of the Treaties; and partic^arly, of 
the 8ch Article of the Grand Alliance- We alfo hope, 
that your Majefty, for the Reafons which are here al- 
lede’d will lay alide thofc hard Thoughts of us ; as if

W E allure our ftlves, that when your Majefty cqn- 
llders the Confequences, you will not perfift in the de- 
claration which the Biftiop of Brifiol has made : Wc 
befeech you, with all the Refpcdb, and all the Earneft- 
nefs.of which we are capable, that you would not :

himfelf at Once, of all the Difficulties relating to the

“ caufea Declaration to be made in full Congrefs, that

“ TH AT, he was likewife to Inform their Hlgh- 
“ Mightinelfes, that his Majefty the King of France, 
“had made very Strong Inftanccs for his Ally, the 
“ Elctfior of j and that the leaft which his faid 

“ Majefty pretended to Ask for him, was, That the 
“ faid EleCfor fhall continue in Poffeflion of Luxemburgh, 
“ Namur, and Charleroy, Subjed, however, to the 
“ Terms of the Barrier for this State, till the faid 
“ Elcdoratc be reftor’d to the Eledoratc of Bavaria, 
“excluhve of the Vpper-Palatinate, and be plac'd in 
“ the Rank and Dignity of Ninth Elcdor. 

“THAT befides, the King of France will propofc, 
“ That tbe Kingdom of Sardinia be given to the faid 
“ Eletftor, for Effacing, by the Title of King, the Dif- 
“ grace and Mortification, of being Degraded from his 
“ Rank of Eledor. That Her Majefty judg'd that 
“ this Point may be Granted, that fo the Poffeffion of 
“ Tournay may be fccur'd to this State, and a PEACE 
“ made which will be Safe and Lafting. 

“ TH AT, he was aKb to reprefent to their High- 
“ Mightinelfes, in Her Majefty 's Name, that Her Ma- 
“ jefty was not only delirous to Re-cftablifli, but like-

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wife to maintain an entire Union between Ma- 
‘‘jefty and this State ; and that Her Majefty hop*d, 
and afliirediy believ'd, xhar their High-MighrinejOTes 
were of the fame Sencimenrs with Her in this Mac- 
ter ; That it was therefore Ncceffary, wichouc any 
Tofs of Time, to remove all that this State may feem 
to have Gain'd, either to the immediate Prejudice, or 
to the future Conger of Her Majefty s, or her King- 
f dom's Iiitereft. 

T H A T, he had Order to Inform their High: 
Mightinefles on this Occafion, that he had brought 
" with him a Plan of a New Treaty of SuccefEon and 
Barrier; and muft infift, that this Treaty might be 
Sign’d, before the Conclufion of the P E A C E. 

TH AT, upon a Difeuflion of the fcveral Articles 
of the now-exifting Barrier Treaty, he would make 
“appear to the Minifters of this State, that therein 
“many things are inferred, which in are 

‘‘look’d upon as Difadvantageous to Her Majefty ’a 
“ Subjects ; and which certainly cannot be Reconcil’d

“ Her Majefty confented to the States purring Garrifcns, 
“ Providing, Changing, Augmenting, or Diminifliing 
“ them, as they fhould think fit, into the follovving 
“Places, Fumes, Fon-Fjiocque, Ifres, Menin, th& 
“ Town and Caftle of 'tomnay. Mans, Charteroy, the 
“ Town and Caftle of Namur, the Caftle of Ghent, the 
“ Forts Pearle, PhiHj>, And Damme j that Fort St. Dhst 
“ na being join’d to the Fortifications of Sluyce, fliall be 
“ yielded in Propriety to this State, and chat the Fort 
“ of Padenhuyfen on this fide of Ghent, fliall be Raz’d. 

“That, in the Ninth Article ’tis Stipulated, that all

and of the Danger to which he was expos'd by his 
Firm Adherence thereto, to rake Care, not only for 
his Security, but likewife for his Grandeur, by pAcu- 
ring for h\m Sicily^ and the Trads of the Countrey 
** on this fide the Alps^ which are necefiary to fecure 
Exilles and FencJirelleSy and to cover Piedmont, Thar,, ■ 
his Siicceflion after that of King Philif is Acknow- 
“ lodg’d by the Renunciation. That, Her Majefty dc~ 
fir*d the Concurrence of this Stare, in all that has 
" been promis*d to his Royal Highnefs: And, that Her 
^VMajefty defir*d likewife, that this State fliould join 
with Her to Oblige the Emperor to a Neutrality for 
Italy^ and to withdraw his Troops from Catalonia : 
And, that Her Majefty was refolv^d to make that 
Neutrality a Condition of Tranfporting the faid 
Troops, which Her Majefty would do ^at her own 
Expence: Seeing, without that Neutrality, the Em-^ 
pcror might diftnrb all Jw/7, and particularly the 
Duke of Savoy, on Account of his Treaty of the Year 
1703; one of the Imperial Minifters having already 
rhreatned a Minifter of the Duke of therewith, 

** which would certainly engage the Queen and this 
State in the Troubles and Wars of Italy, Then the 
faid Earl of conimunicated to them, the 

*^faid Deputies, an Anfwer, on the part of Her Ma-^ 

^ jcfty, to the laft Memorial of the Emperor’s Minifter 
in England^ by which Her Majefty ’s. Sentiments ia 
this Matter were Confirm’d. 

TH E faid Earl of Strafford further Reprefenred; 
that Her Majefty being inform’d of the prefent Dif- 
“ orders in the Spantjh Netherlands^ had fent over the 
** Earl of Orrery hither to Redrefs them, to Confert 
thereupon, with the Deputies of this State, ^ and to 
^^refume the Adixiiniftration in common with their

“ tiil the lEmperdr £hall accept: the iaid' Netherlands, on 
the Conditions which the Q.ueen| and their High-

“AFTER this, the faid Earl of Strafford repeated 
“ briefly the Subftance of his Difcourfe, preflTmg for a 
“ ipeedy Refolution, whether this State, or not, is wil- 
“ling to Sign the PE ACE joyntly with Her Ma- 
jcfty immediately and without any Delay j for other- 
“ wife, Her Ma|efty would be Oblig’d to Sign Her 
PE A CE, without waiting for this State to come 
“ into it longer than a Fortnight, or Three Weeks at 
“ furthcft. That Heir Majefty, affuring Her felf, that 
“ this Stare will not Delay to conclude the PEACE 
" with Her, will procure Tourpa/ for them j which 
“ with , many other Places, were not to be expeded 
“ from France, if the Queen Ihould Sign her PEACE 
“ feperately. That the Plan of P E A C E' was very 
“near th? fame with tha.t contain’d in Her Majefty’s, 
“ Speech : Adding thereto, that Her Majefty had judg- 
“ ed it Neceflary for the better Security of the Barrier, 
“that this State fhould have a Garrifon in JWw, as.

“ THAT, Her Majefty had endeavour’d to Prevail 
“ with France to yield up Conde, but that her Efibres tQ 
f that End had prov’d IneSed;uaI. - 

“THAT, as to the Empirfe^^ there would be no Al- 
“ teration in what was contain’d in, the faid Speech 
“ relating thereto j nor in any thing with refped to the 
“ Emperor, only that Sardinia fhall be given to the 
“ Eledor of Bavaria j and that the Duke of Savoy ftiall 
have Sicily. Thar Her Majefty is very defirous tq 
“ have the Concurrence of this State, in all that relates 
“to that Duke, as well ,as to the Eledor of Bavaria^ 
“ and to Oblige the Emperor to confent to the Neutra- 
“ liry of Italy, and to withdraw jhis Troops from Cnw- 
hnta, ' ■i'-; '■ 
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T H AT, She farther defir d, that the Plenipoten- 
" tiaries of this State at Vtrechp, might be furnifli’d 
“ with full Powers, to conclude forthwith the new 
“ Treaty of Barrier : And, that above all, Her Maje- 
“ fty requir’d their High-Mightineffes Sjreedy and Pofi- 
“ tive Refolution and Anfwer, for bringing this Great 
“ Negotiation to an End: Setling a Good and Firm. 
“PEACE, and renewing a perpetual Friendlhip. 
“and Union between Her Majefty's Kingdoms and 
“ this State. ^ \ , 

“IN Conclufion, the faid Earl of Stafford, gave 
“ into the Hands of the Regifter Fagel, a Copy of the 
“ Projedi: of the New Treaty of Succeflion and Barrier, 
f mention’d in his Propofitions, laying, _ that tho’ he 
“ was commanded to Communicate it jointly with the 
" Lord Bilhop of Brifttl to their High - AfightinelTes 
“Plenipotentiaries at UT/^ACHT, yet he was wil- 
“ ling to deliver it here, that thereby Time might be 
“ fav’d j and that their High-Mightineffes might th? 
“ fooner give Inftrudions to their Plenipotentiaries 
“ thereupon. ‘ 


THIS New Plan of P E A C E, was communicated The stat« 
to the Refpedive Provinces of the Republick, and the}^^%^ijn‘p^- 
States-General were inclinable to come into the Qjieen’s peace. 
Mealures ; but infilled \tpon fome Explanations and 
Reftridions. This Affair was warmly Debated by the 
States of Holland, who met feveral Times before they „ 

could come to a Refolution, thro’ the Divifions amongft 
the Cities of that Province. The Majority were for 
Rejeding the P LA 1^, as difadvanrageous to the Re- 
publick, and for continuing the WAR: But, Amfter- 
dam being of another Opinion, and the Sentiments of 
that City, being always of great Weight with the _ 

States : The Wifeft Members of that Affembly propos’d, 
that the Deputies Ihould return Home, and advife with 
their Principals, in Order that the Refolution of their 
Province, might be Unanimous if Poffible. During this 
Interval, the Earl of Strafford rook a Tour to Amfter-^ 
dam, where he had feveral Succefsful Conferences with 
the leading Magiftrates of that City. And, on 
ayth of Deetmter (N.S.) the States came to a Refolution 
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to comply with the Qjieea's Meafures, and accordingly^ 
wrote the following L E T T E R. to Her Majefty . 


MADAM, 

I F we have taken fome Time to Deliberate upon 
the Pr®ofal which the Earl of Strafford ('your 
Ambaffad * Extraordinary and Plenipotentiary) made 
to Us, after his Return hither, we hope, the Gonfti- 
tution of our State, as well as the Importance of the 
Affairs in Queftion, will ferve to Excufe Us: And 
that the fmall Delay, occafion'd by pur Confultations, 
will be abundantly made up, by the Uprightnefs of 
our Sentiments, and by the Refolution we have taken 
juft now, of adhering more than ever to Your Ma- 
jefty. In the firft Place, we think our felves Oblig’d 
to return 'V^our Majefty Thanks, for the Overtures 
You have caus’d the Earl of Strafford to l3.Yhchre: 
Us ; and for the Affurances, no left Obliging than 
Strong, he has added to them, both of Your Maje- 
fty ’s Defire to procure a Good P E A C E for all £«- 
ropi and to provide for the Safety, and even Aug- 
mentation of our State, and of YourMajefty’s Inten- 
tion to fettle a Good, Firm, and Lafting Friendfitip 
and Correfpondence for Your Self, and Your SucceC- 
fors, with Our Republick. Thefe Affurances have 
been excreamly Acceptable to Us ; fince We only 
Wifli for fuch a P E A C E, as may be Enjoy’d by all 
Europ, by the Reftoration of the Security of its Re- 
pofe. We Jbavc nothing in View for our State, but 
the Prefervation of our Rights, and our Safety ; with- 
out any other Increafe, or Acceflion of Strength, than 
what is Neceffary for the faid Prefervation and Secu- 
’ rity. , And fince, above all Things, We have nothing 
’ fo much at Heart (as We have formerly exprefs’d it 
often to Your Majefty, and ftill repeat here) as to 
Knit as ftft as polHble, the Ties of Good Intelligence, 
Fricndlhip, and Union between Yoitr Majefty, Your 
Succeffors, and this Republick ; in order to render 
the fame Indiffoluble, and Perpetual ; We thought 
' We could not give a more Solemn and Solid Proof 
of it, than by Declaring, as we do hereby Declare,, 
' That we are refolv’d to join with Your Majefty, to 
' enter into the Meafures You have taken for the 
' PEACE, and to Conclude and Sign it jointly, and 
’'at the fame Time with You, as alfo to enter into 
; ” Nevy 
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New Engagements with Your Majefty about the 
SucceiTion and Barrier j to make a New Treaty of 
it ; and to Conclude;, and Sign it before the 
PEACE. 

” WE doubt not, but after Ais Solemn Declaration,' 
Your Majefty will be convinc’d of riie ^Sincerity of 
our Intentioas, both with refped to the’PEACE, 
and the Ties that may more Strongly Unite .Us to 
Your Majefty. However, We Hope, MADAM, 
You will allow of Ibme Obfervations and Remarks 
We have made, both on the Projed: of the New 
’Treaty of Succeftion and fiarrier, and ontheCondi« 

’ tions of the enfuing PE ACE: Which we think 
’ neceflkry j the one to Explain fome Things, and the 
’ other to make the PEACE Solid and Lafting, and 
’ for our own Security. We have Order’d our Pleni- 
’ potenciarics, at the Congrefs of Vtrecht, to commu- 
” nicate our Obfervations and Remarks, to Your Ma- 
" jefty’s Minifters, to confer with them about ’em, and 
” to adjuft the Matter with them, as far as they can. 
’’But, as it may happen, that Your Majefty ’sPlenipo- 
” tentiaries be not fulEciently Inftruded, or Authoriz’d 
” to Determine, in fuch a Manner as we defire, all thofe 
” Points upon which We have made our Remarks, and 
” which we think ncceffary : And as, in the mean 
"while, We have a Mind to fave Time, as muchas 
" poffible, and to Ad, in all Refpeds, openly with 
’’ Your Majefty ; We thought We could not do better, 

’’ than to fend our Obfervations, and Remarks upon 
" this whole Matter, to the Sieur £><■ Borfeleni (our En-

HER Majefty’s Letter contributed very much to^'*’, ‘'■’’'“'f 
the Succefs of the Negotiations j infomuch, that the^/^arric” 
Britijh and Dutch Minifters had feveral Conferences •vi£n’<i. 
together, to make a New Treaty for the Guaranty of 
the SuccelEon of the Crown in the Proteftant Line of 
Hannover, and the Barrier to be Granted to the States, 
which was Concluded and Sign’d on the 30th of "Ja- 
nuary and fent to England for its Ratification, 

and to the Refpedrive Provinces of the Republick. 

After the Signing of this Treaty, the Negotiations of 
P E A C E were carry’d on with greater Expedition than, 
before, and made Way for the Setling feveral impor- 
tant Preliminaries, which had ObftrudW the Conclu- 
fion of a General Treaty. The Minifters of the Em- 
peror and France, enter’d into a Negotiation for the 
Evacuating of Catalonia, mA the Neutrality of Italy. 

The States-General were {by the Mediation of the Bri- 
tijh Minifters) prevail’d with to grant Pafports for the 
Minifters of Sfain, which their High-MightinelTes had - 
all along declin’d to pmply with, for fear of difobli-^Sns fortht 
ging the Emperor, with whom it was their intereft toWeni^ten- 
keep ftridtiy United. The Pafports which the 
Plenipotentiaries demanded aifo for the Elctftors of Co- ^ 
logn and Bavaria, were Granted with little Difficulty. 

The Affair of Monfieur Mefnager and Count Bechteren 
was Adjufted : And, in fnort, ail the Difficulties which 
Obftrudted the General Conferences were Remov’d. 

So that on the 13th of {N.S.) the Lord Bifliop 
of Brijiol made a Speech to the Minifters of the Allies j 
wherein, he put them in Mind, ” That the Congrefs n>.- BiShop

THE Imperial Minifters ftill refufing to come inio 
the Meafures propos’d, and, the laft Courier the French 
Plenipotentiaries had fent to their Court, being re- 
turn’d (on the 6th of N.S.) wdth his moft Chri- 

ftian Majefty’s freflt Inftrudiions, by which they were 
Impowerd to remove fome Difficulties that Principally 
Obftruded the Signing of the PEACE, on the Side 
of the Srares-GcneraL The next Day, the French Ple- 
nipotentiaries had *a long Conference with thofe of 

Griai* 
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^Bnat-Britain j after which, the latter were alfo in Con- 
ference with the Minifters of the States, and thofe of 
the Emperor, and told them, that as a Sufficient Time 
had been allow'd them to receive Inftrudions from their 
Court, they hop'd they were ready to Sign their Refpe- 
diveTreaties the Tuefday following (being the i itfa of 
fril) on which they had rcfolv’d to Sign THEIRS* 
whereupon. Count Sini(e»derf declar'd, that the Pleni- 
potentiaries of the Emperor, and the Empire, were not 
ready ; nor could they confent to the PEACE, with-^^'!™p«r!al 
out the Reftoration of Strasburgh, nor admit feveraltigri^°PlJl 
Pretenfioas of the French, in Relation to the Eledors of tt Sign the 
Cdogn and Bavaria. The Minifters of Feriagal, ^ 
fia and Savoy faid nothing, having agreed before with 
the French, to Sign at the fame time with the Britijh : 

And, thofe of the States, Declar'd, That they would 
Acquaint their Refpedive Matters therewith. At the 
fame time, the Imperial Minifters made a fiifthd De- 
claration, that they were Order'd to Proteft againft the 
PEACE, on the Foot it was Projeded. 

THE Dutch Plenipotentiaries having conferr’d a- 
inongft rhemfelves, deputed three of their Members td 
the Hague, who immediately upon their Arrival, had a 
Conference with the Penfionary, and afterwards with 
the Deputies of the States, to whom they Communica- 
ted the Declarations made by the Briti/h Minifters, 
and the State of the Negotiation. This Report was 
the fame Day Communicated by the Penfionary to the 
States of Holland (which were Extraordinarily Aflem- 
bled) and they Declar'd for PeACE, and that their |^' ***.*«*/ 
Plenipotentiaries fliould have full Power to Sign 
The next Morning, the Inftrudions drawn up. for the ? c b. 
Paid Plenipotentiaries, were Communicated to the States 
of Holland ; and being Approv’d by them, vrerc deli- 
ver’d to the Plenipotentiaries, who immediatdy re- 
turn'd to ‘VTB.ECHT. 

COUNT Sin:(endorf went in the mean Time to 
the Hague, where he Us’d aft poffibie Means to per- 
fuade the States to pht off the Signing of the P E A C E, 
till he had receiv’d an Anfwer to the Exprefs he had 
difpatch’d to Vienna ; and declar’d, that if the Stated 
Sign’d before his Matter, his Imperial Majefty would sin-

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Incffbdual, he Protcfted againft the PEACH', as he 
had done before at Virecht ; whither he return’d the 
fame Evening, and found that the Dutch Pknipoten- 
tiaries had adjufted fevcral Articles, in Relation to 
their Commerce with Francs. 

ON the 31ft Day of M/irc/j (OLD STILE) or the 
'j ith of (according to the NEW) the Minifters of 

the Proteftant Princes met together in the Morning, and 
drew up a Reprefentation in Favour of the Poor Pro- 
teftants of France, which they deliver’d to the Srttijh 
Minifters, and defir’d them to deliver it to thofe of 
PEACE Fwnef, which was done accordingly. The 
Concluded, plenipotentiaries went afterwards to Count Sin:(endorf, 
told him they were going to Sign the PEACE, and 
fhew’d him the PLAN they had Stipulated with the 
French for the Emperor, and the Empire, till the Firft 
of June. They proceeded from thence to the Honfes of 
the other Minifters of the Allies, to whom they made 
the fame Declaration. Ac Two in the Afternoon, the 
Minifters of F N C E, came to the Houfe of the 
Lord Bifiiop of Sriflol, where the Treaties of PE ACE 
and C O M M E RC E between Her M A J E S T Y, and 
And signM. the Moft CHRISTIAN KING, were Sign’d. 
The Minifters of the Duke of S A FO T, Sign’d the 
Treaty about Four ; and about Eight, Thofe of PEPS- 
SIA did the like. The P O p^VOVES^E Sign'd the 
Treaty .about Twelve at Night : And it was paft One 
in the Morning, when the Plenipotentiaries of the 
STATES, Sign’d their Treaties of PEACE and COM- 
MERCE. 

THE Imperial Minifters being highly Diflatisfy’d 
with the Condufion of thefe Treaties, quitted V- 
yE^ECHT; and the Ba.roa De Beems (Envoy of the 
Emperor to the States) Declar’d, That he was exprefsly 
forbidden by his Mafter, to enter into any Conference 
about Expedients or Overtures relating to P E A C E f 
So that the FE^EBCH and GEE.iAAP;iS arema- 
king all poflible Preparations for contintiing the WAR.

France, and Ireland ; and the Moft Serene and Moft 
Potent Prince and Lord Lem XIV. by the Grace of

the Proteftant Line of Hannover. That therefore the 
faid Succeffion may remain Safe and Secure, the Moft 
Chriftian King iincerely and folemly Acknowledges the 
abovdaid Limitation of the Succeffion to the Kingdom 
of Grcat-Britain, and on the Faith and Word of a King, 
on the Pledge of His own, and His Succeflbrs Honour, 
He does Declare and Engage, that He Accepts and Ap- 
proves the fame, and that His Heirs and Succeflbrs do, 
and fhali Accept and Approve the fame for ever.

THE above-mentioned moft Chriftian King fliall 
take Care that Satisfadlion be given, according to the 
Rule of Juftice and Equity, to the Englijh Company 
Trading to the Bay of Hudfon, for all Damages and 
Spoil done to their Colonies, Ships, Perfons, and Goods, 
by the Hoftile Incurllons and Depredations of the French, 
in time of PEACE, an Eftimate being made thereof by 
Commiflaries to be named at the Requifition of each 
Party. The fame Commilfaries fliall moreover inquire 
fls well into the Complaints of the Britijh Subjeds con- 
cerning Ships taken by the French in time of Peace, as 
alfo concerning the Damages fuftain’d laft Year in the 
Ifland called Montfer/it, and Others j as into thofe 
Things of which the French Subjeds complain, relating 
to the Capitulation in the Ifland of Nevi, and Caftle 
of Gambia : Alfo to French Ships, if perchance any fuch 
have been taken by Britijh Subjeds in Time of PEACR 
And in like Manner, into all Difputes of this Kind, 
which lhall be found to have arifen between both Na- 
tions, and which are not yet ended ; and due Juftice 
{hall be done on both Sides without Delay. . 

XII. 

THE moft Chriftian King fliall rake care to have 
delivered to the Queen of Gxfat-Britain, on the fame 
Day that the Ratifications of this Treaty fliall be ex- 
chang’d, Solemn, and Authentick Letters, or Inftruments, 
by Virtue 'whereof it fliall Appear, that the Ifland of 
St. Chrijiofher, is to be poflTels’d alone hereafter by Bri~ 
tijh Subjeds ; likewife all Nova Scotia, or Acadia, 
with its ancient Boundaries ; as alfo the City of Port 
B^al, now call’d Annaplis B9yal, and all other Things 
in thofe Parts, which depend on the faid Lands and 
iflandsj together with the Dominion, Propriety, and 
PoflelEon of the laid Hands, Lands, and Places, and 
all Right wbatfoever, by Treaties, or by any other 
Way drain’d, which the moft Chriftian King, the 
Crown of France, or any the Subjeds thereof, have 
hitherto had to the faid Hands, Lands, and Places, and 
the Inhabitants of the fame, are yielded and made oyer 
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$6 the Queen of and to Her Crown for 

ever, as the moft Chriftian King doth at Prcfenc yiefd 
and make over all the Particniars abovefaid ; and that 
in fneh Ample Manner^ and Form, that the Subjeds’of 
the moft Chriftian ^ King fitall hereafter be Excluded 
from all kind of Fiihing in the laid Seas, Bays, and 
other Places, on the Coafts of Ncfoa ScotU ; that is to 
fay, on thofc wich lye towards the within Thirty 
Leagues, beginning from the Ifland commonly called 
SMe, inclufively, and thence ftretching along towards 
the Somh^fVeB, 

xiii: 

THE Ifland called l^ewfoundlnnd, wich the adjacent 
Iflands, fhall, from this Time forward, belong of Right 
wholly to Britain ; and to that End, the Town and. 
Fortrefs of Fkemtis^ and whatever other Places in the 
faid Ifland, are in the Poffeffion of the FrrncJ&, fliali be 
yielded and given up, within Seven Months from the 
Exchange of the Ratifications of this Treaty, or fooncr, 
if poffible, by the moft Chriftian King, to thofc who 
have a Commiifion from the Queen of Grmt-Mrimn^ 
for that Purpofe. Nor fhall the moft Chriftian King, 
His Heirs and Succcflbr?, or any of their Subjeds, at 
any time hereafter lay Claim to any Right to the faid 
Ifland, and Iflands, or to any Part of k, or them* 
Moreover, it fliall not be Lawful for the Subjeds of 
France to Fortify any Place in the faid of 
foundland, or to Ercd any Buildinp tkm, befidcs Sta- 
ges made of Boards, and Huts, ncccffary and ufual for 
Drying of Fifh ; or to Refort to the faid Ifland, beyond 
the Time ncceflary for Fifhing, and Dryipg of Fife 
But it fhall be allow'd to the Subjedi of Frstfce^ m 
Catch Fifli, and to Dry them on Land, in that Part 
only, and in no Other befides that, of the faid Ifland 
of Newfoundland^ which ftretches from the Place calfd 
Cape Bonavijia^ to the Northern Point of the &id 
Ifland, and from thence running down by the^ 
flde, reaches as , far as the Place called Feme Bfcbe, 
But the Ifland called Cap Bntmf as alfo all others, 
both in the Mouth of the River of Sc. Lawrence^ and 
in the duiph of the fame Name, fhall faereaftff belong 
of Right to the French ; and the moft Chriftian King 
fliall have ■ all manner of Liberty to Fortify any Place, 
^ or Places there* 
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XIV. 

IT is that in all the faid Places 

and Colonies to be Yielded and Reftor’d by the mofc 
Chriftian King, in pttrfuance of this Treaty, the Sub- 
jeds of the faid King may have Liberty to remove 
themfelves, within a Year, to any other Place, as they 
fliall think fit, together with all their Moveable Effeds. 
Butthofe who are willing to remain there, and to be 
Subjed to the Kingdom of Great-Britam, are to enjoy 
the Free Exercife of their Religion, according to the 
Ufage of the Church of Bme, as far as the Laws of 
Great-Britmin do allow the fame. 

XV. 

THE Subjeds of Brance Inhabiting Canada, And-' 
Others, fhall hereafter give no Hindrance or Molefta- 
tion to the Five Nations or Cantons. of Indians, Sub- 
jed to the Dominion of Great-Britain ; nor to the 
other Natives of America, -who are Friends to the fame. 
In like manner, the Subjedb of Great-Britain, fliall- 
behave themfelves Peaceably towards the Americans, 
who are Subje'ds or Friends to France j and on both 
Sides, they fliall enjoy foil Liberty of going and com- 
ing on Account of Trade. As alfo the Natives .of thofe 
Countries ftxall, with the fame Liberty, Refort, as they 
pleale, to the Britifi) and French Colonies, for Promo- 
ting Trade on one Side, and the other, without any 
Moleftation or Hindrance, either on the Part of the. 
Britijh Subjeds or of the French. But it is to be Exa^. 
ly and Diftindly fettled by Commiflaries, who are, 
and who ought to be accounted the Subjeds and Friends, 
of Britain or of France. 

XVI. 

THAT all Letters, as well of Reprifal, as of 
Marque and Counter-Marque, which have hitherto on 
any Account been Granted on either Side, be, and re- 
main Null, Void, and of no Effed : And that no Let- 
ters of this Kind be hereafter Grantedi by either of 
Their faid Royal Majefties, againft the Subjeds of the 
other, unlefi there fliall have been plain Proof before- 
hand of a Denial, or wrongful Delay of Jufticc ; and 
unlefs the Petition of him, who delires the Grant of 
Letters of Reprifal, be exhibited, and ftiQwn to the 
^iniftcr,, who Refides there in the Name of that Prince,

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againft whofe Subjeds thofe Letters are demanded, 
that he within ^the Space of Font Months, orTooner, 
may make enquiry to the contrary, or procure that Sa- 
cisfaAion be fohhwith given to the Plaintiff by the Par** 
ry Accufed. But in cafe no Minijfter be Refiding there 
from that Prince, againft whofe Subjcds Reprifals are 
Demanded, that Letters of Reprifal be not Granted 
till after the Space of Four Months, to be Computed 
from the Day whereon the Petition was Exhibited and 
Prefented to the Prince, againft whofe Sub|e«!is Repri*«* 
fals are defired, or to his Privy-CounciL

WHEREAS it is erpreflj Stipulated among the 
Conditions of the Sufpenfion of Arms, made between 
the above-mention* d Contracting Parties, the ri Day 
of August laft paft, and afterwards, prolong’d for Four 
Months more, in what Cafes Ships, Merchandizes, and 
other moveable Effects, taken on either fide, fhould 
either become Prize to the Captor, or be Reftord to 
the former Proprietor : It is therefore agreed, that in 
thofe Cafes, the Conditions of the aforefeid Sufpenfion 
of Arms (hail remain in full Force, and that all things 
relating to fuch Captures, made either in the BriHlh 
and Northern-Sea^ or in any other Place, fiiall be 
well and truly executed according to the Tenor of the 
Same.

THE moft Chrlftian King will, in cdnfidcration of 
the Friciidfliip of the Queen of Great-Britain, Grant, 
that in making the Treaty with the Empire, all things 
concerning the State of Religion in the aforefaid Em- 
pire, fliall be fettled conformable to the Tenor of the 
Treaties of Weftphalia, fo that it fliall plainly appear, 
that the moft Chriftian King neither will have, nor 
would have had any Alteration made in the faid Trea- 
ties.

that he will forthwith, after the P E A C E is made,

THE Treaty of P E A C E made this Day betweeif
